The  following  are  the  facts  ascertained  by  the  committee  concer 
ing  the  case  of  each  beneficiary  in  said  bill  and  the  conclusion  of  t 
committee  as  to  the  proper  amount  of  pension  or  increase  of  pensi 
which  should  be  granted : 

S.  337.  James  A.  Fancher,  of  Thompsonville,  Conn.,  served 
landsman  on  the  ships  Ohio  and  Princeton ,  United  States  Navy,  fr( 
August  19, 1862,  to  November  28, 1862,  and  was  honorably  discharg 
for  physical  disability,  namely,  incipient  phthisis  pulmonalis,  whi 
may  or  may  not  have  been  of  service  origin. 
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He  is  at  present  in  receipt  of  pension  under  the  age  and  service  act 
f  May  11,  1912,  at  the  rate  of  $18  per  month,  certificate  No.  24282. 
[e  never  applied  for  pension  under  the  general  law,  but  formerly 
rew  $12  per  month  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890,  granted  him  on 
ccount  of  total  inability  to  earn  a  support  by  manual  labor. 

Claimant  is  now  nearly  72  vears  of  age.  He  has  not  been  examined 
y  bureau  surgeons  since  January  22,  1896,  when  he  was  rated  $3  on 
ironic  diarrhea,  $6  on  varicose  veins,  $2  on  rheumatism,  and  $17  on 
part  disease.  Medical  evidence  filed  with  this  committee  is  to  the 
ffect  that  claimant  is  at  present  totally  disabled  by  reason  of  paraly- 
s,  the  following  being  the  report  of  his  physician :

This  certifies  that  Mr.  James  Fancher  has  been  under  my  care  since  July  13, 
)13,  for  a  stroke  of  paralysis  affecting  the  right  leg  and  foot  centers.  His  con- 
tion  is  such  at  this  time  and  has  been  since  July  13,  1913,  that  he  requires 
>nstant  care  and  attendance. 

It  also  appears  from  the  evidence  that  claimant  is  financially  poor 
id  without  means,  and  is  almost  entirely  dependent  upon  his  pension 
>r  support. 

On  account  of  claimant’s  advanced  age,  poverty,  and  unfortunate 
hysical  condition  the  committee  recommend  increase  of  pension  to 
hi  per  month. 

S.  369.  Katie  A.  Beardsley,  of  125  South  Orchard  Street,  Walling- 
ord,  Conn.,  is  the  widow  of  John  F.  Beardsley,  who  served  as  a 
rivate  in  Company  1,  Sixth  Regiment  Connecticut  Volunteer  In- 
mtry.  He  enlisted  September  5,  1861,  and  was  honorably  dis- 
uarged  September  11,  1861.  He  died  September  9,  1891,  his  death 
ot  being  from  cause  of  service  origin. 

Soldier  never  applied  for  a  pension  during  his  lifetime,  and  the 
aimant  has  filed  no  claim  under  the  general  law.  She  filed  a  claim 
ader  the  act  of  June  27,  1890,  established  the  same,  and  was  origi- 
ally  pensioned  under  said  act  at  $8  per  month.  By  act  of  April 
),  1908,  her  pension  was  increased  to  $12  per  month,  which  rate  she 
still  receiving. 

Claimant  was  married  to  the  soldier  July  12,  1865,  and  is  75  years 
d.  It  is  shown  by  medical  testimony  filed  with  this  committee  that 
le  is  a  sufferer  from  rheumatism  and  is  totally  disabled  and  practi- 
dly  helpless,  the  following  being  the  report  of  her  physician : 

This  is  to  certify  that  Mrs.  Kate  A.  Beardsley,  a  patient  of  mine,  is  suffering 
ith  rheumatoid  arthritis  affecting  the  knee  joints.  They  are  enlarged  and 
nsitive.  The  condition  is  progressive,  with  no  chance  of  cure  or  very  mate- 
al  improvement.  She  is  entirely  incapacitated  for  work  and  only  able  to 
)bble  about  and  take  care  of  herself. 

Testimony  of  neighbors  shows  that  claimant  is  badly  afflicted 
ith  rheumatism  and  scarcely  able  to  get  about,  and  that  she  has  no 
hher  income  or  means  of  support  than  the  pension  she  is  now  re¬ 
viving,  namely,  $12  per  month. 

t  In  view  of  the. soldier’s  long  and  honorable  service  and  the  widow’s 
:j  Ivanced  age,  physical  infirmities,  and  extreme  poverty,  the  com- 
ittee  report  the  bill  favorably  with  recommendation  for  increase  of 
msion  to  $20  per  month. 

S.  722.  Mary  Lotty,  of  Bridgeport,  Conn.,  is  the  widow  of  John 
otty,  who  served  as  a  private  in  Company  A,  Fourteenth  Connecti- 
it  Volunteer  Infantry.  He  enlisted  June  27,  1862,  and  was  hon- 
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orably  discharged  at  the  close  of  the  war,  May  25,  1865,  havij 
served  nearly  three  years.  He  has  a  record  of  wound  in  battle 
Mortons  Ford,  Va.,  February  6,  1864. 

Fie  was  pensioned  at  the  time  of  his  death  under  the  general  1 
at  $24  per  month  for  gunshot  wound  of  left  ankle,  piles,  disease 
eves  result  of  sunstroke,  and  injury  of  great  toe  of  right  foot, 
originating  in  the  service.  He  died  of  disease  of  urinary  organs  a 
lungs  February  6,  1903. 

Claimant  was  married  to  the  soldier  November  27,  1873,  and  she.) 
in  receipt  of  pension  under  the  act  of  April  19,  1908,  at  the  rate 
$12  per  month.  (Certificate  No.  556354.)  She  originally  drew  a  < 
pendent  widow’s  pension  of  $8  per  month  under  the  act  of  June 
1890.  She  also  applied  for  pension  under  the  general  law,  but  1 
application  was  rejected  for  the  reason  that  soldier’s  death  was  i| 
shown  to  have  been  d  le  to  the  military  service. 

Claimant  is  about  70  years  of  age  and  medical  evidence  filed  w 
this  committee  shows  that  she  is  totally  disabled  and  practically  he 
less,  the  following  being  the  report  of. her  physician: 

She  has  bad  ulcers  on  her  legs  due  to  varicose  veins,  and  although  her  ulc 
are  now  healed  the  scare  are  in  such  a  condition  that  her  legs  are  of  but  li 
use  to  her.  She  is  senile  and  shows  it ;  she  is  in  a  generally  weakened  coi 
tion  and  unable  to  perforin  work  af  any  kind,  and  her  vision  is  much  impaii 
altogether  making  her  dependent  upon  others  for  assistance. 

Neighbors  testify  the  claimant  is  a  confirmed  invalid  and  deper 
ent  upon  others  for  care;  that  she  has  no  property  and  no  otl 
means  of  support  than  her  pension. 

On  account  of  soldier’s  long  and  honorable  service  and  the  wido^ 
advanced  age,  helplessness,  and  extreme  poverty,  the  committee  r 
ommend  increase  of  pension  to  $20  per  month. 

S.  811.  Andrew  A.  Kelley  served  in  the  Civil  War  as  captain  w 
Company  F,  Thirty-eighth  Wisconsin  Volunteer  Infantry.  He  < 
listed  in  the  Union  Army  August  27,  1862,  and  was  honoral 
mustered  out  June  2,  1865,  having  served  nearly  three  years.  ; 
was  made  captain  September  10,  1864.  Fie  was  a  good  soldier,  a 
has  a  highly  honorable  military  record. 

Soldier  is  now  and  has  been  since  April  28,  1904,  a  pensioner  unc 
special  act  at  $30  per  month.  Prior  thereto  he  was  pensioned  urn 
the  general  law  at  $20  per  month  for  gunshot  wound  of  back.  T 
official  records  and  other  evidence  show  that  he  was  desperat* 
wounded  in  battle  at  Petersburg,  Va.,  April  2,  1865. 

Capt.  Kelley  is  now  75  years  of  age,  generally  broken  down,  a 
in  poor  circumstances.  The  report  of  the  last  board  of  surgeo 
dated  as  far  back  as  August  10,  1898,  shows  that  he  was  tota 
incapacitated  for  manual  labor  by  reason  of  wound  received  in  bat! 
and  much  other  evidence  to  the  same  effect  is  filed  in  the  bureau.  . 
he  advances  in  years,  his  infirmities  increase,  and  the  medical  e 
dence  submitted  to  the  committee  shows  that  he  is  in  feeble  heal 
and  unable  to  labor  for  a  living,  and  that  he  suffers  much  pain  a 
discomfort  caused  by  his  wound.  It  also  appears  that  he  is  a  pci 
man  and  without  means,  not  even  a  home,  and  is  practically  depend* 
upon  his  pension  for  support.  It  is  believed  that  his  condition 
such  that  increase  to  $40  is  warranted,  his  disability  being  of  serv 
origin. 
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S.  969.  James  H.  Meekin,  of  New  Albany,  Ind.,  served  as  pilot  on 
le  gunboat  Tyler  of  the  United  States  Navy  and  on  the  U.  S.  S. 
"altic,  of  the  Mississippi  Marine  Brigade,  from  August  11,  1862, 
l>  May  7,  1863,  when  discharged  for  disability.  He  again  served  on 
ie  Baltic  from  September  19  to  November  30,  1863,  and  subse- 
,uently  served  at  different  intervals  on  ether  vessels  of  the  Missis- 
Ippi  Marine  Brigade  to  his  final  discharge,  November  2,  1865. 

1  He  is  now  pensioned  under  the  general  law  (certificate  No.  1037077) 
t  $6  per  month  for  disease  of  right  eye,  which  originated  in  the 
?rvice.  He  has  been  denied  pension  under  the  acts  of  June  27, 
390,  and  February  6,  1907,  on  the  ground  that  his  was  not  a  pen- 
onable  service  under  said  acts,  as  he  was  net  regularly  mustered 
ito  the  military  or  naval  service  of  the  United  States.  For  the 
mie  reason  he  has  no  status  under  the  age-and-service  act  of  May 
E,  1912. 

Under  the  general  law  pilots  serving  on  gunboats  or  war  vessels 
f  the  United  States  are  put  cn  the  same  footing  as  to  pensions  as 
le  regularly  commissioned  officers  or  enlisted  men  of  the  United 
tates  Army  and  Navy.  They  endured  similar  hardships  and  were 
Aposed  to  the  same  dangers. 

,  There  is  good  eyidence  that  this  man  also  contracted  rheumatism 
,i  the  service  and  has  been  more  or  less  afflicted  since  the  war.  He 
s  now  78  years  old,  and  the  medical  evidence  filed  with  this  com- 
iittee  shows  that  he  is  disabled  by  disease,  hernia,  and  old  age.  and 
s  in  such  an  enfeebled  condition  that  he  is  entirely  incapacitated  for 
erforming  manual  labor  to  earn  a  support.  The  evidence  also 
(hows  that  he  is  in  very  poor  circumstances,  without  property  or 
tlier  means  of  support,  and  is  worthy  and  deserving  of  relief. 

We  think  his  case  comes  fully  within  the  spirit  and  intent  of  the 
ervice  pension  laws,  and  the  bill  is  reported  favorably,  with  recom- 
lendaticn  for  increase  of  pension  to  $24  per  month. 

S.  974.  Thomas  H.  Kennedy,  of  Greensburg,  Ind.,  was  a  private 
n.  Company  H,  Fifty-ninth  Regiment  Ohio  4  olunteer  Infantry. 
Ie  enlisted  September  30,  1861,  and  was  honorably  discharged  No¬ 
ember  1, 1864,  having  served  over  three  years. 

He  is  now  on  the  pension  roll  under  the  general  law,  certificate 
so.  152437,  at  $30  per  month  for  chronic  diarrhea  and  resulting 
lisease  of  rectum  and  piles  and  disease  of  stomach  and  liver,  and 
ight  scrotal  hernia  and  resulting  disease  of  right  testicle,  having 
>een  increased  at  different  times  from  $4  per  month  at^  which  rate 
ie  was  originally  pensioned  from  date  ol  discharge.  Applications 
or  further  increase  were  rejected  February  27,  1894,  January  20, 
902,  and  June  26,  1905. 

When  claimant  was  last  medically  examined- May  31,  1905,  he  was 
■ated  $17  for  chronic  diarrhea  and  resulting  disease  of  stomach, 
iver,  and  rectum,  and  piles;  $24  for  right  scrotal  hernia  and  disease 
)f  right  testicle;  and  $8  for  disease  of  heart.  The  examining  sur¬ 
geon  reported  in  part  as  follows : 

This  man  is  very  much  emaciated  and  broken  in  general  nealth ;  in  my  opinion 
s  largely  due  to  hernia  ;  he  requires  almost  constant  attention  of  another  person, 
"he  tumor  is  so  large  it  is  very  much  of  a  burden  to  carry  it,  and  in  mj  opinion 
his  claimant  is  so  disabled  from  hernia  as  to  require  the  frequent  and  peri¬ 
odical,  though  not  regular  and  constant,  personal  aid  and  attendance  of  another 
>erson,  such  as  dressing  and  undressing  and  attending  to  calls  of  nature,  not 
lue  to  vicious  habits,  and  is  entitled  to  $50  per  month. 
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Accompanying  the  bill  is  medical  evidence  as  follows : 

Greensburg,  Ind.,  May  8,  1911% 

I  have  tliis  day  examined  one  Thomas  H.  Kennedy  and  find  him  emaciaff 
and  debilitated  and  general  condition  is  very  bad;  he  is  very  feeble  and  it f 
with  difficulty  that  he  can  get  around.  He  is  a  sufferer  from  chronic  diarrhi 
and  has  frequent  attacks  which  reduce  his  strength  to  a  great  degree.  His  sklj 
is  dry  and  harsh,  his  tongue  is  coated  brown;  stomach  is  sore  on  pressure  at 
distended  by  gas;  the  liver  is  enlarged  and  sore  on  pressure;  the  rectum  j 
inflamed;  hemorrhodial  vessels  are  engorged.  There  is  a  right  scrotal  herni 
the  largest  that  I  ever  saw;  it  measures  IS*  inches  around  and  extends  aline 
to  the  knees;  it  can  not  be  replaced,  neither  can  it  he  retained  by  a  propel 
fitting  truss. 

Piom  his  pensioned  disabilities  he  is  not  able  to  do  any  manual  lab( 
Because  of  his  stomach  and  bowel  trouble  his  digestion  is  not  properlv  P< 
formed.  He  requires  the  aid  of  another  person  to  care  for  himself  a'gre 
part  of  the  time. 

I  am  not  interested  in  prosecution  of  this  case  in  any  way  nor  manner.

Soldier  is  about  78  years  of  age,  and  evidence  of  neighbors  file 
with  the  committee  shows  that  he  requires  the  aid  and  care  of  oth< 
persons;  that  he  has  no  property  except  a  little  home  and  no  oth< 
source  of  income  than  his  pension  for  the  support  of  himself  and  age 
wife.  His  case  is  worthy  of  favorable  consideration,  and  the  con 
mittee  recommend  increase  of  pension  to  $50  per  month,  as  propose 
in  the  bill. 

S.  1015.  James  Edwards  was  a  private  in  Company  A,  One  hui 
dred  and  forty-seventh  Regiment  Indiana  Volunteer  Infantry.  El 
enlisted  February  4,  18G5,  and  was  honorably  discharged  August  < 
18G5.  i 

He  filed  and  established  a  claim  for  pension  under  the  general  la1 
and  is  pensioned  by  certificate  No.  503874  at  $17  per  month  for  mab 
rial  poisoning  and  resulting  disease  of  rectum  and  disease  of  thro? 
and  lungs,  admitted  to  have  been  of  service  origin.  He  was  fin 
pensioned  at  $G  per  month  from  June  27,  1889;  increased  to  $ 
December  14, 1898;  to  $12  August  30,  1899;  to  $14  December  19,  190G 
and  to  $17  November  6,  1907.  Applications  for  further  increas 
were  rejected  January  4,  1909,  March  15,  1910,  and  July  22,  191: 
and  application  for  total-disability  rating  under  the  act  of  May  l: 
1912,  was  rejected  on  the  ground  that  soldier  was  not  shown  to  b 
wholly  incapacitated  for  manual  labor  by  reason  of  pensioned  cause; 

When  this  claimant  was  last  examined,  October  8,  1913,  he  wa 
rated  $17  on  disease  of  heart  and  lungs,  $12  on  malarial  poisoning 
$17  on  disease  of  nervous  system,  $17  on  enlarged  prostate,  and  $1 
on  rheumatism.  The  concluding  paragraph  of  the  examining  suff 
geons’  report  is  as  follows : 

Tbis  claimant  is  so  disabled  from  weak  heart,  malarial  poisoning,  weak  lungs 
and  enlarged  prostate  as  to  be  incapacitated  in  a  degree  equivalent  to  the  los 
of  a  hand  or  a  foot  for  the  purposes  of  manual  labor,  and  is  entitled  to  $24  ] 
month. 

Another  board  of  surgeons  before  whom  claimant  was  examinee 
June  28,  1911,  reported  that  he  was  totally  disabled  for  the  perform 
ance  of  manual  labor  and  entitled  to  $30  a  month.  Medical  evidence 
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iled  with  this  committee  is  to  the  effect  that  claimant  is  a  sufferer 
rom  rheumatism,  malarial  poisoning,  deafness,  and  bronchitis,  and 
s  totally  disabled  and  not  able  to  perform  manual  labor.  He  is  G8 
Vears  of  age  and  very  poor,  having  no  other  income  than  his  pension, 
it  is  believed  that  his  condition  is  such  that  increase  to  $30  is  Avar- 
anted,  his  disabilities  being  largely  of  service  origin. 

1  S.  1096.  Amanda  Parmelee,  of  Pladdam,  Conn.,  is  the  widow  of 
)wen  Parmelee,  Avho  served  as  a  private  in  Company  I,  Eleventh 
legiment  Connecticut  V olunteer  Infantry.  He  enlisted  October  3, 
861,  and  was  honorably  discharged  September  2,  1865,  having 
•served  nearly  four  years. 

Soldier  never  filed  a  claim  for  pension  under  the  general  law,  but 
istablishecl  one  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890,  and  was  pensioned 
mder  said  act  at  the  rate  of  $12  per  month.  He  died  from  acci- 
lental  injury  June  10,  1901. 

Claimant  Avas  married  to  soldier  July  20,  1861,  and  Avas  left  with 
wo  minor  children  to  care  for  and  support  during  liis  seiAice  at 
he  front.  She  fifed  and  established  a  claim  for  pension  under  the 
Let  of  June  27,  1890,  and  was  originally  pensioned  under  said  act 
'It  the  rate  of  $8  per  month.  (Certificate  No.  518406.)  By  the  act  of 
April  19,  1908,  her  rate  was  increased  to  $12  per  month,  Avhich 
oension  she  is  still  receding. 

f  Claimant  is  69  years  of  age  and,  as  the  eAudence  shows,  without 
neans  and  in  poor  health,  the  folloAving  being  the  report  of  the 
Physician : 

This  is  to  certify  that  Mrs.  Amanda  Parmelee  is  physically  unable  to  care 
:or  herself,  having  a  serious  heart  weakness,  and  is  a  person  who  is  deserving 
n  every  way  of  anything  which  can  be  done  for  her  comfoit  and  welfaie. 

\  The  evidence  also  sIiqavs  that  claimant  has  no  property  and  no 
ffher  means  of  support  than  the  pension  she  is  noAV  receiving,  namely, 

J512  per  month. 

In  view  of  the  soldier’s  long  and  honorable  service  and  the  claim¬ 
ant’s  advanced  age,  physical  infirmities,  and  extreme  poverty,  and 
in  consideration  of  the  fact  that  she  is  a  war  widotv,  the  committee 
^report  the  bill  favorably,  with  recommendation  for  increase  of 
3  pension  to  $20  per  month. 

]  S.  1319.  Herman  Sebert,  of  Soldiers’  Home,  Orting,  Wash.,  served 
as  a  private  in  Company  D,  Forty-fifth  Regiment  Pennsylvania 
Volunteer  Infantry.  Pie  enlisted  December  21,.  1864,  and  Avas  honor¬ 
ably  discharged  July  17,  1865,  by  reason  oi  the  close  of  the  vai. 

Soldier  was  originally  pensioned  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890, 
j by  certificate  No.  762326,  at  $8  per  month  from  August  15,  1890, 
f  which  was  increased  to  $12  November  15,  1905,  for  total  inability 
to  earn  a  support  by  manual  labor.  He  is  now  pensioned  at  $19  per 
5  month  under  the  age  and  service  act  of  May  11,  1912.  . 

Claimant  is  noAV  upward  of  72  years  of  age.  The  report  of  his 
Hast  medical  examination,  taken  November  15,  1905,  showed  that  he 
was  disabled  by  disease  of  digestive  organs,  rectum,  heart,  and  lungs, 
rheumatism,  and  senile  debility,  and  Avas  wholly  unable  to  earn  a 
support  by  manual  labor. 

Medical  evidence  filed  with  this  committee  sIioavs  that  claimant  is 
a  constant  sufferer  from  heart  disease  and  rheumatism  and  is  entirely 
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disabled  for  performing  manual  labor  and,  in  fact,  is  almost  helplesi 

.  ®  evidence  further  shows  that  claimant  has  very  little  incoiri 
aside  from  his  pension,  and  that  he  has  a  wife  dependent  upon  hiiif 
for  support.  That  he  is  poor  is  evidenced  by  the  fact  that  he  hi* 
been  compelled  to  seek  asylum  in  a  soldiers’  home. 

An  inci ease  in  soldiers  pension  to  $24  per  month  is  recommende I 
on  the  ground  of  his  present  condition ;  it  is  not  shown  as  due  to  hi] 
service,  which  was  comparatively  short,  and  no  greater  increase  if 
warranted  by  special  act. 

i 

S.  1392.  Franklin  Comstock,  of  Bethel,  Conn.,  served  as  landsmai 
and  coal  heaver  m  the  United  States  Navy  on  the  ships  North  Care 
hna,  Potomac ,  and  Richmond  from:  August  3,  1864,  to  August  2 4 
1865,  and  was  honorably  discharged. 

He  is  now  and  has  been  since  February  26,  1907,  a  pensioner  unde 
special  act  at  $24  per  month.  (Certificate  No.  31032.)  Prior  there! 
he  was  pensioned  at  $12  per  month  under  the  act  of  June  27,  189C 
granted  him  on  account  of  total  inability  to  earn  a  support  by  manua 
labor.  .  It  does  not  appear  from  the  papers  that  he  ever  applied  fo 
a  pension  under  the  general  law. 

Claimant  is  now  69  years  of  age  and,  as  the  evidence  filed  witl 
this  committee  shows,  totally  blind  and  otherwise  disabled,  so  tha 
he  is  helpless  and  unable  to  care  for  himself.  The  following  is  th< 
report  of  his  physician: 

Mr.  Comstock  is  totally  blind  in  both  eyes;  he  has  arteriasis;  his  systoli 
blood  pressure  is  over  200;  he  has  all  of  the  unpleasant  symptoms  which  g< 
viih  high  blood  piessure.  Mr.  Comstock  is  unable  to  do  any  work"  can  no 
even  take  care  of  himself. 

Neighbors  testify  that  claimant  is  entirely  blind  and  helpless,  anc! 
that  he  has  no  income  for  his  support  aside  from  his  pension.  Hit 
case  is  worthy  of  favorable,  consideration,  and  the  committee  art 
of  opinion  he  should  have  increase  of  pension  to  $50  per  month,  as 
proposed  in  the  bill. 

^  S.  It 95.  Jonathan  S.  Nickerson,  of  Searsport,  Me.,  was  a  private  ir 
Company  D,  Nineteenth  Begiment  Maine  Volunteer  Infantry.  IF 
enlisted  August  13,  1862,  and  served  until  the  close  of  the  war,  being 
honorably  discharged  May  15,  1865.  He  was  a  prisoner  of  war  ir 
the  hands  of  the  enemy  from  November  6,  1864,  to  February  17,  1865 
when  paroled. 

Soldier  filed  a  claim  under  the  general  law  on  account  of  injury  tc 
left  side,  stomach,  and  bowels,  established  the  same,  and  was  origi- 
nallv  pensioned  at  $2  per  month  from  discharge,  which  was  increased 
to  $4  from  September  24,  1881;  to  $6  from  March  17,  1886;  to  $gi 
from  July  28,  1886;  and  to  $10  from  April  20,  1887.  On  October  8. 
1904,  he  was  granted  $12  per  month  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890. 
for  total  inability  to  earn  a  support  by  manual  labor.  He  is  now 
pensioned  at  $30  per  month  under  the  age  and  service  act  of  May  11 , 

Claimant  is  upward  of  77  years  of  age.  The  report  of  his  last 
medical  examination,  taken  November  2,  1904,  showed  that  he  was 
disabled  by  rheumatism,  disease  of  heart,  piles,  and  senile  debility, 
and  was  wholly  unable  to  earn  a  support  by  manual  labor.  Medical 
evidence  filed  with  this  committee  is  to  the  effect  that  claimant  is 
entirely  unable  to  perform  manual  labor  by  reason  of  rheumatism, 
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fljurv  to  side,  weakness  of  heart,  deafness,  and  infirmities  of  age.  It 
urther  appears  that  claimant  is  poor  and  without  property  or  other 
income  than  his  pension. 

I  The  committee  report  the  bill  favorably,  with  recommendation 
or  increase  of  pension  to  $40  per  month. 

5  S.  2010.  Charles  H.  Eding,  the  claimant  in  this  case,  was  a  good 
oldier  and  has  an  honorable  military  record.  He  enlisted  m  the 
£Jnion  Army  September  11,  1861,  as  a  private  in  Company  D,  Sec- 
.nd  Michigan  Volunteer  Cavalry,  and  served  until  February  7, 
865,  when  he  was  honorably  mustered  out.  He  again  enlisted  heb- 
mary  15,  1865,  as  a  private  in  Company  I,  Twenty-fifth  Michigan 
Volunteer  Infantry,  and  was  discharged  May  15,  1865.  The  recoids 
how  that  he  was  taken  prisoner  September  6,  1863,  and  confined  at 
Richmond  and  Andersonville  for  over  14  months,  being  paroled 
November  19,  1864. 

i  Soldier  is  now  and  has  been  since  February  21,  1910,  a  pensioner 
inder  special  act  at  $30  per  month.  Prior  thereto  he  w  as  pens¬ 
ioned  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890,  at  $12  per  month,  granted 
dm  on  account  of  total  inability  to  earn  a  support  by  manual  labor, 
dis  application  for  a  pension  under  the  general  law  on  account  of 
wound  of  right  wrist  and  right  leg,  piles,  rheumatism,  and  result¬ 
ing  disease  of  heart  and  kidneys  was  rejected  on  the  ground  of  no 
record  or  other  satisfactory  evidence  to  prove  service  origin  of  his 

ills  abilities. 

I  Soldier  is  now  about  73  years  of  age.  Evidence  accompanying 
the  bill  shows  that  soldier  is  a  constant  sufferer  from  rheumatism, 
i)ody  wounds,  and  paralysis 5  that  he  is  totally  disabled,  ana  that  he 
jjias  to  have  the  help  of  his  wife  in  dressing,  undressing,  and  m 
paring  for  himself.  It  is  further  shown  that  he  has  no  pioperty 
pf  any  kind  and  no  income  except  his  pension  and  tnat  his  aged  wife 
s  s  compelled  to  go  out  to  work  to  assist  in  his  support. 

On  account  of  soldier’s  advanced  age,  his  long  and  honorable  serv- 
ce,  his  helplessness  and  poverty,  the  committee  are  of  opinion  he 
“(should  have  further  relief  by  increase  of  his  pension  to  $40  per 
enonth. 

I  S.  2038.  Augustus  M.  Barnes,  of  Lowell,  Mich.,  was  a  private  in 
i  Company  F,  Second  Michigan  Volunteer  Cavalry.  He  enlisted  kjep- 
;ember  25,  1861,  and  was  honorably  discharged  October  22,  loot, 
laving  served  over  three  years.  He  was  a  good  soldier  and  has  a 
•  first- cl  ass  record. 

Soldier  filed  and  established  a  claim  for  pension  under  the  general 
[aw  for  rheumatism  and  resulting  disease  of  heart  and  is  pensioned 
therefor  at  the  rate  of  $30  per  month.  (Certificate  N o.  5065 74.)  I_e  lias 
ilso  title  to  the  same  rate  of  pension  under  the  age  and  service  act  of 
May  11,  1912,  but  under  the  law  can  draw  but  one  pension.  He  was 
first  pensioned  at  $4  per  month  from  March  27,  1888 ;  increased  to 
56  August  13,  1890;  to  $12  June  15,  1892;  to  $24  August  6,  1902;  and 
to  $30  October  16,  1907.  He  was  entitled  to  pension  from  date  of 
discharge,  but  refused  to  apply  for  one  until  after  the  expiration  of 
the  “  arrears  ”  act  and  so  saved  the  Government  some  hundreds  of 

dollars.  . 

The  soldier  is  an  old  man  of  78  years  of  age.  The  report  of  his 
last  medical  examination,  taken  October  16,  1907,  showed  that  he  was 
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so  disabled  by  reason  of  rheumatism  and  disease  of  heart  as  to  t 
entirely  incapacitated  for  performing  any  manual  labor.  Dr.  Charl< 
H.  Anderson  testified  April  28,  1911,  in  affidavit  filed  with  this  con 
nnttee  as  follows: 


This  is  to  certify  that  X  have  this  day  made  a  thorough  physical  examinatic 
of  Augustus  M.  Barnes  and  find  the  arteries  in  a  sclerotic  condition  with  a  vei 
pronounced  chronic  muscular  rheumatism  combined  with  atrophy  of  leg  muscle 

debility°Ve  conc^^ous  worl£ing  in  conjunction  liave  brought  about  a  marke 


It  also  appears  that  soldier  is  poor  and  dependent  on  others  fc 
support,  and  is  worthy  and  deserving  of  relief.  It  is  believed  that  hi 
condition  is  such  that  increase  to  $40  is  warranted,  as  his  disability 
are  of  service  origin. 

S.  2127.  James  W.  Magers,  of  New  Martinsville,  W.  Ya.,  was 
private  in  Company  I,  Sixth  Regiment  West  Virginia  Voluntee 
Cavalry.  He  enlisted  in  the  Union  Army  July  6,  1861,  and  serve* 
m  er  three  years,  being  honorably  discharged  and  mustered  on 
August  17,  1864.  He  has  a  record  of  wound  at  Frankford,  Ya 
July  4,  1864. 

Soldier  is  now  on  the  pension  roll  under  the  general  law  (certifi 
cate  No.  117211)  at  $27  per  month,  having  been  raised  at  clifferen 
times  from  $2  per  month  on  account  of  increased  disability  fo 
which  originally  pensioned  (gunshot  wound  of  right  side  and  back 
and  nearly  total  deafness  of  both  ears,  which  also  originated  in  th 
service.  Claims  for  further  increase  were  rejected  April  5,  1892 
and  April  4,.  1902.  His  last  claim  for  increase,  filed  September  12 
1905,  was  rejected,  without  medical  examination,  February  11,  1909 

This  soldier  is  now  about  74  years  of  age.  When  last  medical!1 
examined,  September  18,  1901,  he  was  rated  $6  on  gunshot  wound  o: 
right  side,  $2  on  catarrh,  and  $25  on  deafness.  Medical  and  othei 
evidence  filed  with  this  committee  shows  that  claimant  is  disablec 
by  ill  health,  deafness,  and  old  age,  and  is  in  such  condition  that  h< 
is  entirely  unable  to  perform  manual  labor.  The  evidence  furthei 
shows  that  he  is  poor  and  without  property  or  other  means  and  it 
entirely  dependent  upon  his  pension  for  support. 

In  view  of  soldier’s  advanced  age,  his  long  and  honorable  service 
his  poverty,  and  total  disability  for  earning  a  support  by  his  owr 
manual  labor,  partly  due  to  causes  of  service  origin,  the  committee 
report  the  bill  favorably,  with  recommendation  for  increase  o: 
pension  to  $36  per  month. 

S.  2180.  George  W.  Smith,  of  Charleston,  W.  Ya.,  served  as  g 
private  in  Company  E,  Thirteenth  Regiment  West  Virginia  Vol¬ 
unteer  Infantry.  He  was  a  good  soldier  and  has  a  good  record 
having  enlisted  August  22,  1862,  and  being  honorably  dischargee 
June  22,  1865,  by  reason  of  the  close  of  the  war. 

Soldier  filed  and  established  a  claim  for  pension  under  the  genera' 
law  for  rheumatism  and  disease  of  heart,  and  was  originally  pen¬ 
sioned  therefor  at  $4  per  month  from  January  9,  1890;  increased  to 
$8  March  28,  1894;  to  $12  August  11,  1897;  and  to  $17  December  18, 
1907.  He  is  now  pensioned  under  the  age-and-service  act  of  May  11, 
1912,  at  the  rate  of  $18  per  month.  (Certificate  No.  589160.) 

When  this  claimant  was  last  examined,  December  18,  1907,  by  a 
board  of  Pension  Bureau  surgeons,  he  was  rated  $10  on  rheuma- 
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ism,  $10  on  heart  disease,  $8  on  catarrh  of  throat  and  bronchi,  and 
§10  on  disease  of  liver  and  bowels.  The  concluding  paragraph  ot 
die  examining  surgeons’  report  is  as  follows : 

This  claimant  is  so  disabled  from  rheumatism,  disease  of  heart,  catarrh  of 
lead  and  bronchi,  disease  of  liver  and  bowels,  as^to  be  incapacitated  for  per¬ 
formance  of  any  manual  labor,  and  is  entitled  to  $30  per  month. 

Claimant  is  68  years  of  age,  and  evidence  filed  w ith  this  committee 
shows  that  he  is  entirely  incapacitated  for  the  performance  of 
manual  labor,  and  that  he  is  poor  and  without  means  of  any  kind, 
md  with  no  other  income  than  his  pension.  - 

In  view  of  soldier’s  advanced  age,  Ins  long  and  honorable  seiwice, 
Lis  poverty,  and  total  disability  for  manual  labor,  partly  due  to 
causes  of  service  origin,  the  committee  recommend  increase  of  pen- 
ion  to  $30  per  month. 

}  S.  2324.  Martha  J.  Whiting  is  the  widow  of  Solomon  E.  Whiting, 
who  enlisted  September  23,  1861,  early  in  the  war,  as  a  private  in 
Company  H,  Twelfth  Connecticut  'volunteer  Inf  anti  y.  He  was 
promoted  September  3,  1863,  to  second  lieutenant  in  Company  I, 
Ninety-ninth  United  States  Colored  Volunteer  Infantry,  and  served 
faithfully  until  after  the  close  of  the  war,  being  honorably  dis¬ 
charged  January  16,  1866. 

Soldier  filed  and  established  a  claim  for  pension  under  the  general 
law  and  was  pensioned  at  $3.75  per  month  from  discharge  lor 
chronic  diarrhea,  vdiich  originated  in  the  service.  July  15,  1890,  he 
was  pensioned  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890,  at  $8  per  month,  which 
was  increased  to  $12  from  May  6,  1903,  for  total  inability  to  earn  a 
support  by  manual  labor.  He  was  pensioned  at  the  time  of  Ins 
death  at  $20  per  month  under  the  age-and-service  act  oi  I  ebruary 
6,  1907.  He  died  of  apoplexy  January  16,  1908. 

Claimant  was  married  to  the  soldier  January  29,  1861,  and  was 
his  wife  during  the  whole  period  of  his  service  at  the  front.  Tne 
pension  which  she  draws  at  present  is  $12  per  month  under  the  act 
of  April  19,  1908.  (Certificate  No.  646316.)  She  formerly  drew  a 
dependent  widow’s  pension  of  $8  per  month  under  the  act  of  June 
27,  1890.  She  has  never  applied  for  a  pension  under  the  general 
law,  soldier’s  death  net  being  from  cause  of  service  origin. 

It  appears,  however,  that  she  is  71  years  oi  age,  and  it  is  shown 
by  medical  evidence  filed  w7ith  this  committee  that  she  is.  disabled 
by  ill  health  and  old  age,  and  is  in  such  an  enfeebled  condition  that 
she  can  do  absolutelv  nothing  toward  earning  a  support.  That  she 
is  poor  is  evidenced  by  the  fact  that  she  wTas  originally  pensioned 
under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890.  4  he  testimony  shows  that  she  is  in 
necessitous  circumstances,  with  only  a  small  amount  of  property,  and 

is  worthy  and  deserving  of  relief.  # 

In  view  of  the  soldier  s  long  and  honorable  service  and  the  claim¬ 
ant’s  advanced  age,  physical  infirmities,  and  necessitous  circum¬ 
stances,  and  in  consideration  of  the  fact  that  she  is  a  w7ar  widow, 
the  committee  report  the  bill  favorably,  with  recommendation  xor 
increase  of  pension  to  $20  per  month. 

S.  2377.  Joseph  R,  C.  Hunter,  of  Webster  City,  Iowa,  enlisted 
September  14,  1861,  as  corporal  in  Company  A,  Twelfth  Iowa  Vol¬ 
unteer  Infantry.  He  w7as  promoted  to  second  lieutenant  May  1, 
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1862,  to  first  lieutenant  April  5,  1863,  and  to  captain  May  3,  1863 
He  was  honorably  mustered  out  December  1,  1864,  after  more  tha;f 
three  years  of  continuous  service. 

Soldier  is  at  present  in  receipt  of  pension  under  the  age- and  i 
service  act  of  May  11, 1912,  at  the  rate  of  $25  per  month.  (Certificat 
No.  266588.)  He  was  pensioned  under  the  general  law  for  astlini; 
and  gunshot  wound  of  head  and  resulting  slight  deafness  of  botl 
ears  at  $11.25  per  month  from  discharge,  increased  to  $15  April  2 
1884,  and  to  $17  November  15,  1887.  Claim  for  total  disability  rating 
under  the  act  of  May  11,  1912,  was  rejected  on  the  ground  that  claim 
ant  was  not  shown  to  be  rendered  unfit  for  manual  labor  by  reasoi 
of  pensioned  causes. 

Claimant  is  nearly  71  years  of  age.  The  report  of  the  last  boarc 
of  surgeons,  May  6,  1914,  showed  that  he  was  disabled  by  asthma 
piles,  partial  deafness,  enlarged  prostate,  and  old  age,  and  was  prac 
tically  unable  to  perform  manual  labor  for  his  support.  Medica 
evidence  filed  with  this  committee  shows  that  soldier  is  suffering 
from  deafness,  asthma,  arteriosclerosis,  weak  heart,  and  senile  de 
bility,  and  is  totally  disabled  for  the  performance  of  manual  labor 
The  evidence  also  shows  that  his  only  resources  are  his  pension  anc! 
an  equity  in  a  heavily  encumbered  farm  that  yields  but  little  above 
fixed  charges. 

In  view  of  the  soldier’s  advanced  age,  the  length  and  distinguished 
character  of  his  service  (being  promoted  from  corporal  to  the  rani 
of  captain),  his  poverty,  and  total  disability  for  manual  labor,  partly 
due  to  causes  of  service  origin,  the  committee  are  of  opinion  he 
should  have  increase  of  pension  to  $36  per  month,  as  proposed  in 
the  bill. 

S.  2896.  Grace  E.  McDonald,  of  Folsom,  N.  Mex.,  is  the  widow 
of  James  F.  McDonald,  late  private  in  the  Seventh  Battery,  Wis¬ 
consin  Volunteer  Light  Artillery,  who  served  nearly  four  years, 
from  October  25,  1861,  to  July  20,  1865,  and  was  honorably  dis¬ 
charged. 

Soldier  never  made  application  for  pension,  notwithstanding  he 
was  clearly  entitled  to  one  from  date  of  discharge  to  death.  He  died 
July  4,  1881,  of  disease  of  heart,  which  originated  in  the  service. 

Claimant  filed  and  established  a  claim  for  pension  under  the  gen¬ 
eral  law,  and  she  is  now  in  receipt  of  a  pension  at  the  rate  of  $12 
per  month.  She  was  married  to  the  soldier  January  1,  1878,  and  is 
83  years  of  age. 

Evidence  filed  with  this  committee  shows  that  claimant  is  disabled 
by  ill  health  and  old  age,  and  is  in  such  feeble  condition  that  she  is 
wholly  unable  to  do  any  kind  of  work  to  assist  in  her  support  and 
maintenance.  It  is  further  shown  that  she  is  in  destitute  circum¬ 
stances  and  without  means  and  entirely  dependent  upon  her  pension 
for  support. 

In  consideration  of  the  fact  that  soldier  did  not  apply  for  pension 
and  the  further  facts  that  the  widow  is  very  aged,  physically  infirm, 
and  in  destitute  circumstances,  the  committee  report  the  bill  favor¬ 
ably  with  recommendation  for  increase  of  pension  to  $20  per  month. 

S.  3011.  Mary  J.  Gooding,  of  Portland,  Me.,  is  the  widow  of  John 
Gooding,  who  served  as  landsman  on  the  U.  S.  S.  Ohio,  Wabash ,  and 
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New  Ironsides  of  the  X  nitecl  states  avy.  Claimants  Husband  en¬ 
listed  July  16,  1863,  and  was  honorably  discharged  July  8,  1864. 
He  died  of  cerebral  hemorrhage  April  27,  1910.  At  the  time  of  his 
death  he  was  receiving  pension  under  special  act  or  March  2,  190 
at  the  rate  of  $30  per  month.  Prior  thereto  he  was  pensioned  under 
:the  act  of  June  27,  1890,  at  $12  per  month.  He  never  applied  lor  a 
[pension  under  the  general  law  and  there  is  no  evidence  that  he 
Incurred  disability  in  the  naval  service. 

j  Claimant  was  married  to  sailor  January  17,  1894,  and  lived  with 
mim  as  his  wife  until  he  died. 

Her  application  for  a  pension  under  the  general  law  was  denied 
Lfor  the  reason  that  she  could  not  prove  sailor's  death  to  have  been 
II from  cause  of  service  origin.  She  has  no  pensionable  status  under 
the  act  of  April  19,  1908,  on  account  of  her  having  married  the  sailor 
’subsequent  to  June  27,  1890. 

Claimant  is  54  years  old  and,  as  the  evidence  shows,  m  poor  cir¬ 
cumstances  and  in  need  of  a  pension.  She  has  no  property  of  any 
'  kind  and  is  entirely  dependent  upon  her  daily  labor  for  support. 

'  The  committee  report  the  bill  favorably  for  pension  at  $12  per  month. 

S.  3040.  George  T.  Smith,  of  Urbana,  Ill.,  served  as  a  private  and 
!  corporal  in  Company  G,  Thirty-fourth  Regiment  Ohio  Volunteer 
Infantry.  He  was  a  good  soldier  and  has  a  first-class  record.  He 
;  enlisted  in  the  Union  Army  July  22, 1861,  and  served  throughout  the 
war  being  honorably  discharged  May  16.  1865.  on  account  of  wounds 
| received  in  action.  The  surgeons  certificate  foi  dischaige  leads  as 

follows:

Gunshot  wound  of  left  thigli  (upper  third),  complicating  the  femur.  Wound 
received  at  Winchester,  Va.,  July  20,  1S64,  and  it  is  still  discharging  He  was 
unable  to  leave  the  hospital  when  his  time  expired,  but  can  now  tiavel.  Is  unfit 
■  for  veteran  reserve  corps  duty. 


The  records  also  show  that  he  was  a  prisoner  of  war  in  the  hands 
of  the  enemy  from  September  10.  1862,  to  October  6,  1862,  and  fiom 

July  25,  1864,  to  September  19,  1864. 

Soldier  is  now  and  has  been  since  February  18,  1909,  a  pensioner 
under  special  act  at  the  rate  of  $30  per  month.  (Certificate  No. 
49023.)  Prior  thereto  he  was  pensioned  under  the  general  law  at 
$17  per  month  for  gunshot  wound  of  left  hip  and  resulting  varicose 

veins. 

Claimant  is  70  years  of  age.  The  last  report  of  the  board  of  sur¬ 
geons,  March  30.'  1907.  showed  that  he  was  so  disabled  from  gun¬ 
shot  wound  of  hip  and  varicose  veins  as  to  be  incapacitated  for  the 
performance  of  any  manual  labor.  Accompanying  the  bill  is  medi¬ 
cal  evidence  as  follows :

This  is  to  certifv  that  I  am  a  graduate  physician,  m  active  practice, 

that  I  have  this  day  examined  Rev.  George  T.  Smith  and  find  him  suf¬ 
fering  from  a  gunshot  wound  in  the  left  thigh  about  three-fourths  of  an 
inch  below  the  thigh  joint.  I  find  a  large  and  deep  scar  where  the  bullet, 
entered,  the  side  of  the  limb  wasted  away  to  the  bone,  and  other  cicatrices 
from  abscesses  clear  to  the  knee.  The  knee  can  be  flexed  only  pn-ti  'Uy,  and 
the  varicose  veins  are  quite  large.  The  limb  is  emaciated  and  evidently  much 
weaker  than  the  other.  At  his  advance!  age  the  weakness  is  great  enough  to 
prohibit  active  work  that  requires  standing  on  his  feet.  I  do  not  question  his 
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statement  that  he  must  lie  down  occasionally  during  the  day  on  account  < 
pain  and  debility.  No  improvement  can  be  expected  after  so  long  a  time.

In  his  own  behalf  claimant  states  as  follows : 

To  whom  this  may  come,  greeting: 

Be  it  known  to  you  that  I,  the  undersigned,  George  T.  Smith,  served  frorj 
1 861  till  1865  in  the  Thirty-fourth  Ohio  Volunteers;  that  I  was  so  severe! 
wounded  at  Winchester,  under  Gen.  Sheridan,  that  surgeons  and  nurses  assure 
me  that  I  could  not  recover;  that  I  lay  in  Army  hospital  nearly  a  year,  cam 
home  on  crutches,  lost  two  more  years;  had  part  of  bone  and  piece  of  th 
bullet^  to  come  out  at  the  end  of  that  time,  but  had  to  go  to  the  hospital  agai 
in  1874  from  the  effect  of  that  wound. 

The  injury  has  sapped  my  energy  and  held  me  back  from  a  strenuous  life 
Now  it  holds  a  mortgage  on  my  time  and  strength  so  I  am  obliged  to  lie  dowi 
and  lest  e\eiy  day;  sometimes  two  or  three  times.  The  pain  and  weakness  ar 
increasing;  it  threatens  to  be  my  finish. 

I  own  no  property ;  my  sole  income  outside  my  pension  is  in  occasional  preach 
ing  engagements  in  country  churches  unable  to  employ  a  stronger  man.  Mi 
income  from  this  source  during  the  past  12  months  has  been  $372  only. 

I  have  five  children  in  school  and  university.  It  is  a  hard  struggle  to  keei 
them  there. 

I  freely  gave  six  years  of  my  early  manhood  to  my  country ;  never  have  fel 
a  regret. 

Now,  in  age,  pain,  debility,  and  stinging  poverty,  I  pray  that  the  belovec 
Republic  will  be  nobly  generous.

A  photograph  filed  with  this  committee  shows  claimant’s  physical 
condition  and  the  serious  effects  of  his  severe  wound.  It  is  believed 
that  his  condition  is  such  that  increase  to  $40  is  warranted,  as  his 
disabilities  result  from  wound  received  in  battle. 

S.  3388.  Anna  F.  Quinn,  of  Santa  Cruz,  Cal.,  is  the  former  widow 
of  David  P.  Quinn,  who  served  as  a  private  in  Company  A,  Twenty- 
fifth  Kegiment  Iowa  Volunteer  Infantry,  from  August  14,  1862,  to 
June  6,  1865,  and  was  honorably  discharged.  It  does  not  appear 
that  he  ever  applied  for  a  pension  during  his  lifetime.  He  died  Sep¬ 
tember  8,  1889,  of  paralysis  of  the  heart,  which  is  not  shown  to  have 
originated  in  the  service. 
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*  Claimant  married  the  soldier  October  6,  1876,  and  she  was  granted 
>ension  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890,  certificate  Xo.  304225,  at  the 
•ate  of  $8  per  month,  which  she  drew  to  some  time  in  1908,  or  1909, 
dien  she  forfeited  same  by  her  remarriage  to  one  A.  M.  Steele.  Her 
"econd  marriage  proved  unfortunate  and  in  a  few  years  was  com¬ 
pelled  to  divorce  her  husband  on  account  of  his  cruel  treatment,  she 
[esuming  her  former  name.  She  is  now  unmarried  and  asks  for 
enewal  of  her  former  pension. 

Claimant  is  62  years  of  age,  and  it  is  shown  by  medical  and  other 
[vidence  filed  with  this  committee  that  she  is  a  constant  sufferer  from 
Tronic  rheumatism  and  is  in  such  crippled  condition  that  she  is.  in¬ 
capable  of  performing  any  labor,  and  is  wholly  unable  to  earn  a  live¬ 
lihood  for  herself.  The  evidence  further  shows  that  she  has  no  prop¬ 
erty  except  a  little  home  of  three  small  rooms,  and  no  income  from 
5my  source,  and  is  in  needy  circumstances. 

I  Following  precedents,  your  committee  recommend  favorable  re¬ 
port  upon  the  bill  allowing  $12  per  month  pension  for  widow. 

1  S.  3504.  James  H.  Xale,  of  Huntingdon,  Pa.,  is  shown  by  the 
War  Department  records  to  have  enlisted  July  15,  1863,  as  a  private 
.n  Company  A,  Twenty-second  Pennsylvania  Volunteer  Cavalry, 
End  to  have  been  honorably  discharged  February  5,  1864.  He  again 
unlisted,  April  14,  1864,  as  a  private  in  Company. G,  First  Pennsyl¬ 
vania  Volunteer  Light  Artillery,  and  served  until  the  close  of  the 
ijtvar,  being  honorably  discharged  May  23,  1865.. 

Soldier  filed  and  established  a  claim  for  pension  under  the  general 
law  and  was  originally  pensioned  by  certificate  Xo.  406186  for 
general  debility  from  "typhoid  fever  of  service  origin  at  $2  per 
month  from  January  10,  1881.  increased  to  $17  April  26,  1911.  He 
was  pensioned  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890,  at  $10  per  month  from 
.  January  23,  1891;  increased  to  $12  October  18,  1905,  for  total  in¬ 
ability  to  earn  a  support  by  manual  labor.  Claim  for  increase  under 
.the  general  law,  filed  Xovember  21,  1912,  was  rejected  January  21, 
T913,  on  the  ground  that  soldier's  condition  was  largely  due  to  senile 
:  degeneration. 

The  soldier  is  now  upward  of  67  years  of  age.  When  last  ex¬ 
amined,  December  30,  1912,  he  was  reported  to  be  so  disabled  from 
results  of  typhoid  fever  as  to  be  totally  incapacitated  for  any 
manual  or  other  labor  whatever  and  entitled  to  $30  per  month. 
Medical  and  other  evidence  filed  with  this  committee  shows  that 
claimant  is  totally  disabled  by  reason  of  heart  and  liver  disease  and 
:  is  absolutely  unable  to  do  anything  toward  earning  a  support  and 
a  part  of  the  time  is  unable  to  leave  the  house.  It  is  also  in  evidence 

•  that  the  soldier  is  very  poor ;  that  he  has  no  property  except  a  little 
home  valued  at  $900  and  no  other  income  than  his  pension  for  the 
support  of  himself  and  invalid  wife. 

On  account  of  the  soldier’s  advanced  age,  poverty,  and  total  disa¬ 
bility,  partly  due  to  causes  of  service  origin,  the  committee  recom¬ 
mend  increase  of  pension  to  $36  per  month. 

S.  3613.  Hattie  A.  Harris,  formerly  Hattie  A.  Hungerford,  the

claimant  in  this  case,  is  pensioned  at  $12  per  month  under  the  Army 
nurse  act  of  August  5,  1892.  (Certificate  Xo.  868261.)  She  served 
as  a  nurse  in  the  Gayoso  Hospital,  at  Memphis,  Tenn.,  from  August 
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25,  1863,  to  March  11,  1864,  caring  for  the  sick  and  wounded  soldie 
of  the  Union  Army. 

She  is  also  the  widow  of  Charles  O.  Harris,  who  served  in  tl 
Civil  War  as  a  private  in  Company  I,  Sixteenth  Wisconsin  Volin 
teer  Infantry,  from  September  23,  i861,  to  December  20,  1864,  whe 
he  was  honorably  discharged.  Soldier  was  wounded  in  right  shou 
der  in  battle  at  Atlanta,  Ga.,  July  21,  1864,  for  which  he  was  allowe 
the  small  pension  of  $2  per  month  from  discharge,  increased  to 
November  6,  1889.  August  19,  1890,  he  was  pensioned  at  $12  pc 
month  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890.  (Certificate  No.  459156.) 

Claimant  was  married  to  soldier  November  25,  1866,  and  is  1 
years  of  age.  Her  soldier  husband  died  in  November,  1910.  Sb 
has  title  to  pension  both  as  a  soldier’s  widow  and  as  a  nurse,  be 
under  the  law  which  forbids  the  payment  of  two  pensions  to  one  an 
the  same  person  she  is  only  receiving  one  pension  of  $12  per  montl 

Evidence  filed  with  the  committee  shows  that  claimant  is  in  poo 
health  and  unable  to  maintain  herself  by  manual  labor  and  that  sh 
is  also  in  destitute  circumstanc  es,  being  entirely  dependent  upon  hcj 
small  pension  for  support.  Her  case  is  worthy  of  favorable  cor 
sicleration  and  your  committee  report  the  bill  with  recommendatio 
for  increase  of  pension  to  $24  per  month,  which  is  the  amount  sh 
would  receive  if  she  could  draw  the  two  pensions  to  which  she  i 
entitled  under  existing  laws. 

S.  4024.  Harlan  Gause,  of  Wilmington,  Del.,  was  late  captah 
Company  I,  Fourth  Regiment  Delaware  Volunteer  Infantry.  H 
was  mustered  in  September  5,  1862,  and  was  honorably  discharge* 
and  mustered  out  June  3,  1865,  having  served  nearly  three  years. 

He  never  applied  for  pension  under  the  general  law,  but  estab 
lished  a  claim  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890,  and  was  original!; 
pensioned  under  said  act  at  $6  per  month  from  February  25,  1903 
which  was  increased  to  $8  March  2,  1904,  and  to  $12  October  11 
1905,  for  total  inability  to  earn  a  support  by  manual  labor.  He  i 
now  pensioned  under  the  age-and-service  act  of  May  11,  1912,  at  tin 
rate  of  $24  per  month.  (Certificate  No.  1065685.) 

Soldier  is  now  upward  of  72  years  of  age.  It  appears  from  th< 
last  report  of  the  board  of  examining  surgeons,  dated  October  11 
1905,  that  he  was  disabled  bv  loss  of  sight  of  left  eye,  disease  of  uri 
nary  organs,  and  senile  debility,  and  was  wholly  unable  to  earn  i 
support  by  manual  labor.  The  fact  that  he  was  allowed  the  maxi 
mum  rate  showed  that  he  was  wholly  unfitted  for  earning  a  suppori 
by  manual  labor. 

Medical  evidence  filed  with  this  committee  shows  that  soldier  k 
now  totally  blind  in  both  eyes  and  requires  the  regular  and  constanl 
aid  and  assistance  of  another  person.  It  is  further  shown  that  he  is 
poor  and  entirely  dependent  upon  his  pension  for  support.  His  case 
is  worthy  of  favorable  consideration,  and  your  committee  report  the 
bill  with  recommendation  for  increase  of  pension  to  $50  per  month; 
his  disability  is  not  due  to  the  service  and  no  greater  increase  is 
warranted  by  special  act. 

S.  4090.  William  Rodgers,  of  Mifflintown,  Pa.,  was  a  private  in 
Company  I,  Fifty-third  Regiment  Pennsylvania  Volunteer  Infantry.

$12  per  month  from  July  22,  1885. 

The  claimant  is  now  over  67  years  of  age.  He  has  not  been  exai 
ined  by  Pension  Bureau  surgeons  since  November  9,  1892,  when  ]| 
was  rated  $10  on  disease  of  eyes  and  $24  on  paralysis  of  right  sic 
Evidence  filed  with  this  committee  is  to  the  effect  that  soldier 
totally  disabled  by  reason  of  paralysis  and  is  unable  to  earn  a  livii 
and  that  his  financial  condition  is  such  that  he  is  unable  to  proper 
care  for  himself.

Nelson  W.  Armstrong,  of  Glenburn,  N.  Dak.,  the  claimai 
in  this  case,  was  a  good  soldier  and  has  an  honorable  military  recor 
He  enlisted  in  the  Union  Army  September  1,  1861,  as  a  private 
Company  H,  Forty-fourth  Illinois  Volunteer  Infantry,  and  was  di 
charged  June  18,  1863,  for  physical  disability,  namely,  phthisis  pu 
monalis.  He  again  enlisted  August  25, 1864,  as  a  private  in  Compan 
G,  First  Michigan  Volunteer  Engineers  and  Mechanics,  and  serve 
until  the  close  of  the  war,  being  honorably  discharged  June  6,  186 
He  has  a  record  of  treatment  in  the  service  for  rheumatism,  chron 
bronchitis,  intermittent  fever,  and  phthisis  pulmonalis.  His  toh 
service  was  two  years  and  seven  months. 
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Soldier  is  75  years  of  age  and  receives  a  pension  of  $30  per  month 
under  certificate  No.  305750.  He  was  originally  pensioned  under  the 
general  law  for  bronchitis  and  rheumatism  contracted  in  the  Army 
iat  $2  per  month  from  discharge ;  increased  to  $4  October  5,  1883 ;  to 
$8  June  1,  1887,  for  bronchitis  and  rheumatism  and  resulting  disease 
of  heart ;  to  $12  March  20, 1889 ;  to  $14  December  17, 1890 ;  and  to  $17 
February  1,  1899.  Claim  for  further  increase  under  the  general  law 
Was  rejected  March  20,  1907,  and  adhered  to  April  25,  1907,  on  the 
•ground  that  soldier’s  condition  was  due  in  part  to  other  than  pen- 
jsioned  causes.  ^ 

It  appears,  however,  from  medical  testimony  filed  with  this  com¬ 
mittee  that  soldier  now  has  cancer  of  stomach,  which,  together  with 
his  other  diseases,  renders  him  helpless  and  unable  to  care  for  him- 
Jgelf .  His  physician  reports  that  soldier  is  only  able  to  sit  up  in  a 
chair  for  a  few  hours  each  day,  and  that  he  will  require  the  services 
lof  a  nurse  for  the  balance  of  "his  life,  which  will  only  be  for  a  few 
[months  longer.  It  is  also  in  evidence  that  soldier  is  poor  and  needy 
(and  without  source  of  income  aside  from  his  pension.  His  case  is 
vorthy  of  favorable  consideration,  and  the  committee  report  the 

bill  with  recommendation  for  increase  of  pension  to  $50  per  month.

•  S.  4401.  Jeremiah  Lyshon,  of  Philadelphia,  Pa.,  was  a  private  in 
Company  B,  First  Regiment  Pennsylvania  Volunteer  Light  Artil¬ 
lery.  He  enlisted  May  26,  1863,  and  served  until  the  close  of  the  war, 
peing  honorably  discharged  and  mustered  out  June  9,  1865. 
u  He  is  at  present  in  receipt  of  pension  under  the  age-and-service 
ict  of  May  11,  1912,  at  the  rate  of  $17  per  month.  (Certificate  No. 
^87938.)  He  was  formerly  pensioned  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890, 
;it  $12  per  month,  granted  him  on  account  of  total  inability  to  earn 
■  \  support  by  manual  labor.  It  does  not  appear  from  the  papers  that 
pe  ever  applied  for  pension  under  the  general  law. 

The  claimant  is  now  nearly  69  years  of  age.  The  report  of  the  last 
poard  of  surgeons,  dated  May  22,  1905,  showed  that  he  was  disabled 
py  injury  of  left  eye  and  resulting  loss  of  sight,  injury  of  right  leg, 
pud  disease  of  heart,  and  was  wholly  unable  to  earn  a  support  by 
manual  labor.  Medical  and  other  evidence  filed  with  this  committee 
phows  that  claimant  is  totally  disabled  by  reason  of  partial  loss  of 
.'fight  and  injury  of  right  leg,  and  is  wholly  incapacitated  for  labor 
bf  any  kind.  It  is  further  in  evidence  that  claimant  is  poor  and 
without  property,  and  is  entirely  dependent  upon  his  pension  for 
support. 

Acting  in  this  case  as  we  have  in  similar  cases,  and  it  being  meri¬ 
torious,  the  committee  report  the  bill  favorably,  with  recommenda- 
:ion  for  increase  of  pension  to  $30  per  month. 

S.  4478.  Ormiston  C.  Wing,  of  Hot  Springs,  S.  Dak.,  was  a  private 
in  Company  I,  Fourth  Regiment  Minnesota  \olunteer  Infantry.  He 
unlisted  September  5,  1864,  and  was  honorably  discharged  June  12, 
1865,  having  served  about  nine  months. 

He  filed  a  claim  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890,  established  the 
;?ame,  and  was  originally  pensioned  under  said  act  at  $6  per  month 
from  August  1,  1907,  which  was  increased  to  $8  June  3,  1908.  He  is 
«aow  pensioned  at  $15.50  per  month  under  the  age-and-service  act  of 
May  11, 1912.  (Certificate  No.  1141155.)  It  does  not  appear  from  the 
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papers  that  he  ever  made  application  for  pension  under  the  genera' 
law. 

Claimant  is  about  67  years  of  age.  It  appears  from  the  last  reporj 
of  the  board  of  examining  surgeons,  June  3,  1908,  that  he  was  dig 
abled  by  left  inguinal  hernia,  chronic  eczema,  and  senile  debility,  and 
was  practically  unable  to  perform  manual  labor.  Medical  evidenc; 
filed  with  this  committee  shows  that  claimant  is  afflicted  with  hernia 
also  chronic  eczema,  covering  the  entire  body,  which  is  incurable  ant 
can  only  be  partially  relieved  by  medical  treatment,  and  in  conse 
quence  of  his  disabilities  is  wholly  incapacitated  for  earning  a  sup 
port  by  manual  labor.  It  is  further  shown  that  claimant  is  withou 
property  and  with  no  other  means  of  support  than  his  pension. 

Acting  in  this  case  as  we  have  in  similar  cases,  and  it  being  meri 
torious,  the  committee  report  the  bill  favorably,  with  recommenda 
tion  for  increase  of  pension  to  $24  per  month. 

S.  4597.  M.  Theresa  Sampson,  of  No.  12  Kelsey  Street,  Waterville 
Me.,  is  the  widow  of  Enoch  Sampson,  late  private  in  Company  F 
First  Maine  Volunteer  Cavalry,  who  served  from  October  11,  1861 
to  August  12,  1864,  when  he  died  of  gunshot  wounds  in  prison  a 
Andersonville,  Ga. 

Claimant  married  the  soldier  June  9,  1844.  The  pension  whicl 
she  draws  at  present  is  $12  per  month  under  the  general  law.  (Cer 
tificate  No.  50223.) 

It  appears,  however,  that  claimant  is  93  years  of  age,  and  it  h 
shown  by  medical  and  other  evidence  filed  with  this  committee  thai 
she  is  disabled  by  ill  health  and  old  age  and  is  in  such  an  enfeeblec 
condition  that  she  is  confined  to  her  bed  a  greater  part  of  the  tinn 
and  needs  the  constant  attendance  of  another  person.  She  is  als( 
shown  to  be  in  destitute  circumstances,  having  no  property  and  nc 
source  of  income  aside  from  her  pension. 

The  committee  report  the  bill  favorably  for  increase  of  pensioi 
to  $20  per  month. 

S.4599.  Almond  R.  Spaulding,  of  Portland,  Me.,  was  a  private  ir 
Company  I,  Fourteenth  Regiment  Maine  Volunteer  Infantry.  Hi 
enlisted  January  10,  1862,  and  was  discharged  July  25,  1862,  or 
surgeon’s  certificate  of  disability  on  account  of  chronic  disease  ol 
the  digestive  organs. 

Soldier  filed  and  established  a  claim  for  pension  under  the  genera] 
law  for  disease  of  stomach,  and  was  originally  pensioned  therefor 
at  $2  per  month  from  February  28,  1884;  increased  to  $6  March  2 
1895.  He  is  now  pensioned  under  the  age-and-service  act  of  May  11, 
1912,  at  the  rate  of  $19  per  month.  (Certificate  No.  309788.)  Claim 
for  total  disability  rating  under  the  act  of  May  11,  1912,  was  rejected 
on  the  ground  that  the  evidence  on  file  failed  to  show  that  soldier 
was  wholly  incapacitated  for  manual  labor  by  reason  of  pensioned 
cause,  namely,  disease  of  stomach. 

Claimant  is  now  nearly  73  years  of  age.  He  has  not  been  ex¬ 
amined  by  Pension  Bureau  surgeons  since  May  21,  1902,  when  he  was 
rated  $6  on  disease  of  stomach,  $4  on  disease  of  bowels,  $10  on  dis¬ 
ease  of  heart,  $4  on  disease  of  rectum,  $6  on  rheumatism,  $4  on  injury 
to  left  foot,  and  $4  on  injury  to  right  thumb. 

Medical  evidence  filed  with  this  committee  shows  that  claimant  is 
broken  down  and  entirely  disabled  by  reason  of  old  age,  disease  of 
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stomach  and  heart,  arteriosclerosis,  and  general  debility,  and  is 
wholly  incapacitated  for  manual  labor.  It  is  further  shown  that 
Iclaimant  is  poor  and  without  property  and  is  dependent  upon  his 
■pension  and  the  labor  of  his  wife  for  support.  The  witnesses  are 
Ipersonally  known  to  Senator  Johnson  as  men  of  high  repute  and  ^ 

Standing.  ...  ..  .  .  . 

Acting  in  this  case  as  we  have  in  similar  cases,  and  it  being  meri¬ 
torious,  the  committee  report  the  bill  favorably,  with  recommenda¬ 
tion  for  increase  of  pension  to  $30  per  month. 

S.  4692.  Alfred  Deforest  Walker,  of  Bismarck,  N.  Dak.,  served  as 
a  private  in  Company  F,  Thirty-second  Regiment  Iowa  Volunteer 
Infantry.  He  was  a  good  soldier  and  has  a  good  record,  having 
enlisted  August  15,  1862,  and  being  honorably  discharged  August 
10,  1865,  after  nearly  three  years  of  continuous  service. 

Soldier  filed  a  claim  for  pension  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890, 

, established  the  same,  and  was  originally  pensioned  under  said  act 
,at  the  rate  of  $12  per  month.  He  is  now  pensioned  under  the  age-and- 
tservice  act  of  May  11,  1912,  at  the  rate  of  $24  per  month.  ( Certifi¬ 
cate  No.  874337.)  His  application  for  pension  under  the  general 
law,  filed  March  13,  1888,  on  account  of  rheumatism,  chronic  diar¬ 
rhea,  dyspepsia,  and  results  of  typhoid  fever,  he  has  never  been  able 
to  prove  and  has  long  since  abandoned. 

Soldier  is  now  in  the  seventy-third  year  of  his  age.  He  has  not 
s*been  examined  by  a  board  of  surgeons  since  June  13,  1894,  but  as 
tfar  back  as  that  date  he  was  reported  to  be  so  disabled  by  dyspepsia, 

i  piles,  and  general  debility  as  to  be  practically  unable  to  perform 
e manual  labor.  Evidence  filed  in  the  Pension  Bureau  and  with  this 
o  committee  shows  that  soldier  is  totally  disabled  for  labor  and  is 
o  comparatively  helpless  and  that  he  is  financially  poor  and  dependent 

upon  his  pension  for  support.  His  neighbors  petition  generally  in 
ahis  behalf,  and  the  committee  are  of  opinion  he  should  have  the 
small  increase  to  $30  per  month  proposed  in  the  bill. 

Q  S.4763.  John  R.  Boso.  of  Parkersburg.  W.  Va.,  was  a  private 
el  in  Company  D,  Seventeenth  Regiment  West  A  irginia  A  olunteer 
Q  Infantry.  He  enlisted  August  9,"  1864.  and  served  until  the  close 
■f  of  the  war,  being  honorably  discharged  June  30,  1865. 

He  is  now  and  has  been  since  May  13. 1908,  a  pensioner  under  special 

ii  act  at  the  rate  of  $30  per  month/  (Certificate  No.  291902.)  Prior 
!  thereto  he  was  pensioned  under  the  general  law  at  820  per  month 
•  for  catarrh  and  resulting  total  deafness  of  left  ear  and  slight  deaf- 

'  ness  of  right  ear  and  disease  of  throat  and  neuralgia,  causing  disease 
:  of  eyes  and  heart,  which  the  evidence  shows  he  incurred  during  his 

military  service.  .  . 

The  claimant  is  now  68  years  of  age.  Additional  medical  evidence 
filed  with  this  committee  shows  that  claimant  is  suffering  from 
catarrh  of  nose  and  throat,  partial  deafness  of  both  ears,  chronic 
neuralgia,  bronchitis,  valvular  heart  disease,  and  enlarged  prostate 
gland;  that  he  also  has  a  varicocele  on  left  side  and  atrophy  of  left 
testicle;  that  he  is  afflicted  with  rheumatism  to  such  an  extent  that 
he  is  entirely  helpless  at  times  and  unable  to  dress  or  undress  himself ; 
and  that  he  is  a  physical  wreck  and  is  entirely  disabled  for  the  per¬ 
formance  of  manual  labor. 
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Neighbors  testify  that  claimant  is  totally  disabled  and  unable  t 
dress  and  undress  himself,  and  that  he  is  poor  and  without  incom 
from  any  source  except  his  pension.  It  is  believed  that  soldier’ 
condition  is  such  that  increase  to  $40  is  warranted,  his  disabilitie 
being  largely  of  service  origin.

He  enlistee 
June  19,  1861;  reenlisted  as  a  veteran  volunteer  December  27,  1883 
and  was  discharged  June  13,  1865,  on  surgeon’s  certificate  of  disa 
bility  in  consequence  of  gunshot  wound  of  right  arm  received  ir 
battle  at  Atlanta,  Ga.,  July  22,  1864. 

Soldier  filed  and  established  a  claim  for  pension  under  the  gen 
eral  law  for  gunshot  wound  of  right  arm,  and  was  pensioned  there 
for  at  $4  per  month  from  discharge  and  $8  per  month  from  April  27 
1869.  He  was  killed  by  accident  April  22,  1872,  leaving  claimant 
with  four  minor  children  under  the  age  of  18  vears  surviving. 

Claimant  married  the  soldier  January  19, ~  1864,  and  she  is  ir 
receipt  of  pension  under  the  act  of  April  19,  1908,  at  the  rate  of  $12, 
per  month.

Claimant  is  68  years  of  age,  and  it  is  shown  by  medical  evidence 
filed  with  this  committee  that  she  is  a  nervous,  broken-down  old 
woman,  disabled  by  ill  health  and  old  age,  and  in  such  feeble  con¬ 
dition  that  she  can  do  absolutely  nothing  toward  earning  a  support.

Soldier  filed  and  established  a  claim  for  pension  under  the  general 
law  for  injury  to  back  and  left  hip,  and  was  pensioned  therefor  at 
$2  per  month  from  discharge ;  increased  to  $4  March  27,  1889,  to  $8 
June  24,  1891,  and  to  $12  January  11,  1893.  (Certificate  No.  253958.) 
He  was  pensioned  at  the  time  of  his  death  at  $30  per  month  under 
special  act  approved  March  7,  1906.

1,  1910,  he  was  rated  $17  on  disease  of  leg  and  resulting  sciatica,  $6 
on  loss  of  teeth,  and  $14  on  chronic  diarrhea,  and  the  examining 
surgeons  reported  in  part  as  follows : 

Rliis  claimant  is  so  disabled  from  disease  of  the  leg  and  resulting  sciatica, 
oss  of  teeth,  and  chronic  diarrhea  as  to  be  incapacitated  for  performing  anv 
manual  labor,  and  is  entitled  to  $30  a  month. 
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Medical  and  other  evidence  filed  Avith  this  committee  is  to  the 
effect  that  claimant  is  totally  disabled  for  the  performance  of  manual 
labor  and  is  much  of  the  time  confined  to  his  home  and  requires  in 
:part  the  aid  and  assistance  of  another  person.  It  also  appears  from 
ithe  evidence  that  he  is  poor  and  Avithout  property,  except  his  little 
home,  not  wholly  paid  for,  and  Avith  no  other  income  than  his  pen¬ 
sion  for  the  support  of  himself  and  Avife. 

It  is  belieA^ed  that  soldier’s  condition  is  such  that  increase  to  $40 
is  Avarranted,  his  disabilities  being  of  service  origin. 

S.  5185.  Joseph  M.  Lansden,  of  Bethany,  Ill.,  Avas  a  private  in 
i Company  E,  Twenty-first  Illinois  Volunteer  Infantry.  He  enlisted 
August  17,  1862,  and  was  honorably  discharged  March  23,  1864,  on 
asurgeon’s  certificate  of  disability,  in  consequence  of  gunshot  Avound 
3of  left  arm  receded  in  battle  at  Stone  RUer,  Tenn.,  December  30, 
"1862.  He  Avas  taken  prisoner  the  folloAving  day  and  was  confined  at 
Hlbby  Prison,  Richmond,  Va.,  until  March  7, 1863,  Avhen  paroled, 
s  Soldier  was  originally  pensioned  under  the  general  laAv  for  gun¬ 
shot  Avound  of  left  arm  at  $4  per  month  from  discharge;  increased 
do  $8  April  21,  1875 ;  to  $10  May  21,  1890,  and  to  $14  April  18,  1906. 
rRheumatism  alleged  as  a  result  of  wound  of  left  arm  Avas  not  so 
^accepted  by  the  medical  referee.  He  is  now  pensioned  under  the 
)age-and-serAuce  act  of  May  11,  1912,  at  the  rate  of  $16.50  per  month, 
l  (Certificate  No.  93737.)  Claim  for  total-disability  rating  under  the 
nsact  of  May  11,  1912,  was  rejected  on  the  ground  that  claimant  was 
ijnot  shown  to  be  unfit  for  manual  labor  by  reason  of  pensioned  cause, 
inamely,  gunshot  wound  of  left  arm. 

1  The  claimant  is  noAv  nearly  70  years  of  age.  It  is  shown  by  the 
ijevidence  filed  in  his  case  that  he  is  broken  doAvn  and  totally  dis¬ 
abled  by  reason  of  gunshot  wound  of  left  arm,  throat  trouble,  rheu¬ 
matism,  and  old  age,  and  tAvo  physicians  and  several  neighbors  tes¬ 
tify  that  he  is  entirely  incapacitated  for  earning  a  support  by  manual 
labor.  The  eATidence  shows  that  he  is  poor  and  without  property, 
except  a  small  home,  and  with  no  other  income  than  his  pension. 

?  On  account  of  soldier’s  ad^ranced  age.  poA^ertv,  good  record,  and 
Total  disability,  the  committee  report  the  bill  favorably,  with  rec¬ 
ommendation  for  increase  of  pension  to  $30  per  month. 

t  S.  5190.  Joseph  M.  ConAvay,  of  Lynn,  Mass.,  was  a  private  in  Com- 
D.pany  K.  Second  Regiment  Connecticut  Volunteer  Heavy  Artillery, 
file  enlisted  in  the  Union  Army  January  4,  1864,  and  serATed  faith- 
iffully  until  after  the  close  of  the  war,  being  honorably  discharged  and 
•mustered  out  August  18,  1865.  He  has  a  record  of  wound  in  battle 
if  at  Petersburg,  Va.,  June  22,  1864. 

L  Soldier  filed  and  established  a  claim  for  pension  under  the  general 
[daw  for  gunshot  wound  of  right  leg,  and  was  originally  pensioned 
therefor  at  $4  per  month  from  discharge,  which  was  increased  to  $8 
if  September  4,  1872.  He  is  now  pensioned  under  the  age-and-service 
act  of  May  11,  1912,  at  the  rate  of  $16.50  per  month.  (Certificate  No. 
108580.)  .  Claim  for  total  disability  rating  under  the  act  of  May  11, 
1912.  was  rejected  on  the  ground  that  claimant  was  not  shown  to  be 
unfit  for  manual  labor  by  reason  of  pensioned  cause,  namely,  gunshot 
wound  of  right  leg. 

This  claimant  is  noAv  66  years  of  age.  The  medical  evidence  accom¬ 
panying  is  to  the  effect  that  he  is  entirely  disabled  for  performing 
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manual  labor  by  reason  of  gunshot  wound  of  right  leg  and  results 
His  profession  is  that  of  a  mining  engineer,  but  he  had  to  give  it  uj 
on  account  of  his  injured  limb  for  the  reason  that  he  could  not  ge 
around  in  the  performance  of  his  various  duties,  and  on  this  accoun 
was  compelled  to  take  up  any  light  occupation  he  can  find  in  orde: 
to  get  a  living.  Neighbors  testify  that  claimant  is  totally  disable^ 
from  doing  any  kind  of  work,  and  gets  around  with  difficulty;  tha 
he  has  no  property  of  any  kind,  and  is  wholly  dependent  upon  hi; 
pension  for  support.  Acting  in  this  case  as  we  have  in  similar  cases 
and  it  being  meritorious,  the  committee  report  the  bill  favorabb 
with  recommendation  for  increase  of  pension  to  $30  per  month. 

S.  5196.  Philamena  B.  Mahoney,  of  Bethel,  Vt.,  is  the  former 
widow  of  George  Bush,  who  served  as  a  private  in  Company  A 
Ninety-second  Regiment  New  York  Volunteer  Infantry.  He  enlistee 
October  10,  1861,  and  was  discharged  October  4,  1862,  for  physica 
disability,  namely,  phthisis  pulmonalis.  He  was  pensioned  at  tin 
time  of  his  death  at  $10  per  month  under  the  general  law  for  disease 
of  lungs.  He  died  of  disease  (abscess)  of  liver  April  12,  1900. 

Claimant  married  the  soldier  February  12,  1864,  after  his  dis 
charge  from  the  Army.  She  was  pensioned  under  the  act  of  June  27 
1890  (certificate  No.  555837), at  $8  per  month  to  April,  1906,  when  she 
forfeited  same  by  remarriage  to  one  John  Mahoney.  Her  seconc 
husband  died  in  February,  1913,  and  she  now  asks  for  renewal  of  he] 
former  pension.  She  has  no  pensionable  status  under  the  remarriec 
widows’  act  of  March  3, 1901,  for  the  reason  that  she  was  not  the  wif( 
of  soldier  during  any  part  of  the  period  he  was  in  the  Army  and  be 
cause  his  death  is  not  shown  to  have  been  due  to  the  military  service 

Claimant  is  73  years  old  and  the  evidence  filed  with  the  committed 
is  that  she  is  left  in  absolutely  destitute  circumstances,  and  withoui 
means  of  any  kind,  and  with  no  one  to  whom  she  can  look  for  care 
and  support.  An  increase  of  widow’s  pension  to  $20  per  month  it 
recommended. 

S.  5218.  Justine  M.  Thrift,  of  rural  route  No.  4,  Price  Hill  Station 
Cincinnati,  Ohio,  is  the  widow  of  William  H.  Thrift,  who  is  showr 
by  the  War  Department  records  to  have  enlisted  September  9,  1861 
as  a  private  in  Company  D,  Sixteenth  Iowa  Volunteer  Infantry,  anc 
to  have  been  discharged  November  21,  1862,  on  surgeon’s  certificate 
of  disability  “  on  account  of  rupture  caused  while  in  the  perform¬ 
ance  of  his  duty  in  the  Battle  of  Iuka,  Miss.;  September  19,  1862.” 

He  again  enlisted  May  28,  1864,  as  a  private  in  Compan}^  H,  Forty- 
fourth  Regiment  Iowa  Volunteer  Infantry,  and  was  honorably  mus¬ 
tered  out  September  25,  1864.  At  the  breaking  out  of  the  War  with 
Spain  he  was  commissioned,  June  10,  1898,  as  major  and  additional 
paymaster,  United  States  Volunteers,  and  served  as  such  until  June 
13,  1899,  when  he  was  honorably  discharged. 

Soldier  was  pensioned  under  the  general  law  (certificate  No. 
109893)  at  $22.50  per  month  on  account  of  left  inguinal  hernia,  in¬ 
curred  in  the  Civil  War,  and  disease  of  liver,  result  of  yellow  fever 
contracted  during  service  in  the  War  with  Spain.  He  died  March 
30,  1914,  in  hospital  at  Hot  Springs,  Ark.,  of  “  post-operative  shock 
following  prostatectomy.” 

Claimant  married  the  soldier  June  8,  1894.  She  has  never  applied 
for  pension  under  the  general  law,  as  she  can  not  prove  that  soldier’s 
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eath  was  due  to  the  military  service,  and  she  has  no  pensionable 
Jsatus  under  the  act  of  April  19,  1908,  on  account  of  her  having  mar¬ 
ked  the  soldier  subsequent  to  June  27,  1890. 

Claimant  is  46  years  of  age  and  is  left  without  means  of  support, 
is  shown  by  the  following  statement  of  Senator  Cummins,  who 
itroduced  the  bill  in  her  behalf : 

United  States  Senate,  June  19,  191 If. 

*  My  Dear  Senator  :  In  the  matter  of  the  application  for  widow’s  pension  of 
rrs.  Justine  M.  Thrift,  widow  of  Gen.  William  H.  Thrift,  I  beg  to  state  that  I 
prsonally  know  her  to  be  without  means  of  support  and  in  great  need  of  this 
bnsion.  She  has  no  one  to  look  to  for  assistance  and  really  is  in  a  pitiable  situ- 
tion.  Gen.  Thrift  was  a  gallant  soldier,  having  served  in  both  the  Civil  and 
:*ie  Philippine  Wars.  He  was  brigadier  general  of  the  Iowa  National  Guard 
ad  served  as  adjutant  general  while  I  was  governor  of  the  State  of  Iowa.  I 
J’ncerely  trust  that  it  may  be  found  possible  to  grant  the  widow  relief.

S.  5266.  Caspar  Schiesser,  of  Monroe,  Wis.,  served  as  a  private  in 
’bmp any  A,  Second  Independent  Battalion  Wisconsin  A  olunteer 
infantry,  and  Company  G,  Sixth  Regiment  Wisconsin  Volunteer 
infantry.  ITe  enlisted  April  19,  1864,  and  was  honorably  discharged 
July  14,  1865,  by  reason  of  the  close  of  the  war. 

He  filed  and  established  a  claim  for  pension  under  the  general  law 
Sr  rheumatism  and  resulting  disease  of  heart  and  left  inguinal 
ernia.  and  was  originally  pensioned  therefor  at  $4  per  month  from 
'  ischarge ;  increased  to  $8  May  1,  1882;  to  $12  April  3,  1884:  to  $44 
bvember  9,  1887,  and  to  $18  July  30,  1889.  He  is  now  pensioned 
nder  the  age-and-service  act  of  May  11,  1912,  at  the  rate  of  $20  per 
lonth.  (Certificate  Ho.  275954.)  Claim  for  total  disability  rating 
5 nder  the  act  of  May  11, 1912,  was  rejected  on  the  ground  that  claim- 
nt  was  not  shown  to  be  wholly  unfit  for  manual  labor  by  reason  of 
ensioned  causes. 

This  claimant  is  now  in  the  73d  year  of  his  age.  The  report  of  his 
ist  medical  examination,  taken  October  15,  1913,  showed  that  he  was 
isabled  by  rheumatism,  disease  of  heart,  hernia,  and  senile  debility r 
nd  was  practically  unable  to  perform  manual  labor  for  his  support. 
Medical  evidence  filed  with  this  committee  is  to  the  effect  that 
laimant  is  totally  unfit  to  do  any  labor  whatever  or  earn  any  wages; 
aat  he  is  subject  to  sinking  spells  whenever  he  exerts  himself  in  the 
;ast;  has  a  poor  appetite,  and  has  lost  40  pounds  in  weight  within 
year;  that  he  is  troubled  with  dizziness  in  the  morning,  and  is 
fflicted  with  rheumatism  and  double  hernia,  and  is  totally  unfit 
hvsically  to  earn  anything  whatever.  Neighbors  testify  that  soldier 
3  weak  and  debilitated  and  unable  to  perform  manual  labor;  that 
is  house  wherein  he  lives  cost  him  $1,800;  that  he  has  no  other  prop- 
rty  or  estate,  and  that  he  has  no  other  income  than  the  pension  he 
3  now  receiving,  namely,  $20  per  month.  On  account  of  soldier  s  ad- 
anced  age,  necessitous  circumstances,  good  record,  and  total  ina- 
ility  to  earn  a  support  by  his  own  manual  labor,  largely  due  to 
auses  of  service  origin,  the  committee  report  the  bill  favorably* 
izith  recommendation  for  increase  of  pension  to  $30  per  month. 
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S.  5333.  Moses  Bahney  served  as  a  private  and  corporal  in  Col 
panies  F  and  B,  Fifty-fourth  Regiment  Pennsylvania  Yolunte 

was  a  good  soldier  and  has  a  good  record,  haviil 
enlisted  December  31,  1861,  and  being  honorably  discharged  Ms! 
31,  1865,  by  reason  of  the  close  of  the  war. 

He  filed  a  claim  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890,  established  tl 
same,  and  was  originally  pensioned  under  said  act  at  $12  per  moni 
for  loss  of  sight  of  left  eye,  rheumatism,  and  disease  of  heart.  I 
is  now  pensioned  under  the  age-and-service  act  of  May  11,  1912,  ; 
the  rate  of  $25  per  month.  (Certificate  No.  632689.)  His  claim  f< 
pension  under  the  general  law  was  rejected  because  he  could  not  fu 
nish  the  necessary  evidence  to  prove  service  origin  of  his  disability 

Claimant  is  over  72  years  of  age.  The  medical  evidence  file 
with  this  committee  shows  that  he  is  totally  blind  in  both  eyes ;  thi 
he  is  almost  totally  deaf;  that  he  is  of  feeble  mind,  and  that  he 
unable  to  care  for  himself.  The  testimony  further  shows  that  h 
wife  is  aged  and  helpless ;  that  he  has  no  property,  and  that  he  an 
his  wife  are  entirely  dependent  upon  his  pension  for  support.  Ac 
ing  in  this  case  as  we  have  in  similar  cases,  and  it  being  meritoriou 
the  committee  report  the  bill  favorably  with  recommendation  f< 
increase  of  pension  to  $50  per  month. 

.  S.  5335.  Peter  Smith,  of  Or  ting,  Wash.,  was  late  private,  una: 
signed,  Thirteenth  Regiment  Kansas  Volunteer  Infantry.  He  serve 
from  December  20,  1864,  to  May  30,  1865,  and  was  honorably  dij 
charged. 

He  is  at  present  in  receipt  of  pension  under  the  age-and-servic 
act  of  May  11,  1912,  at  the  rate  of  $15  per  month.  (Certificate  N< 
556571.)  He  was  formerly  pensioned  under  the  act  of  June  27,  189< 
at  $12  per  month,  granted  him  on  account  of  total  inability  to  ear 
a  support  by  manual  labor.  He  also  applied  for  pension  under  th 
general  law,  alleging  service  origin  of  rheumatism  and  throat,  hear 
and  head  trouble,  but  this  application  he  has  been  unable  to  prov 
and  has  long  since  abandoned. 

Claimant  is  about  69  years  of  age.  It  appears  from  the  last  repor 
of  the  board  of  examining  surgeons,  October  2,  1901,  that  he  wa 
disabled  by  reason  of  nasopharyngeal  catarrh,  rheumatism,  and  dig 
ease  of  heart,  and  as  far  back  as  that  date  was  wholly  unable  to  eari 
a  support  by  manual  labor.  Medical  and  other  evidence  filed  wit! 
this  committee  shows  that  claimant  is  a  sufferer  from  rheumatism 
heart  disease,  piles,  catarrh,  and  other  bodily  infirmities  and  is  to 
tally  disabled  for  the  performance  of  manual  labor.  Evidence  o 
neighbors  shows  that  he  is  very  poor  and  without  property  or  othe 
income  than  his  pension.  Acting  in  his  case  as  we  have  in  simila 
cases,  the  committee  recommend  increase  of  pension  to  $24  pe 
month. 

S.  5372.  Julia  Sitz,  of  Washington,  D.  C.,  is  the  widow  of  Charle 
Sitz,  late  musician,  band,  One  hundred  and  fifth  Regiment  Pennsyl 
vania  Volunteer  Infantry.  He  enlisted  October  10,  1861,  and  was 
honorably  discharged  and  mustered  out  August  13,  1862. 

Soldier  filed  and  established  a  claim  for  pension  under  the  genera 
law  for  chronic  diarrhea  and  resulting  piles,  and  was  pensioned 
therefor  at  $4  per  month  from  March  25,  1884,  increased  to  $6  Jun( 
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i  1886.  July  12,  1890,  he  was  allowed  $12  per  month  under  the 
bt  of  June  27,  1890.  He  died  of  heart  disease  October  26,  1890. 

|  Claimant  married  the  soldier  March  10,  1857,  and  she  is  now  in 
;ceipt  of  pension  under  the  act  of  April  19,  1908,  at  the  rate  of  $12 
sr  month.  (Certificate  No.  402337.)  She  formerly  drew  a  de- 
pndent  widow’s  pension  of  $8  per  month  under  the  act  of  June  27, 
890.  Her  application  for  pension  under  the  general  law  was  re¬ 
acted  because  soldier’s  death  was  not  shown  to  have  been  due  to  the 
dlitary  service. 

Claimant  is  80  years  of  age,  and  medical  evidence  filed  with  this 
>mmittee  shows  that  she  is  paralyzed  and  helpless,  the  following 
iing  the  report  of  her  physician : 

I  am  her  attending  physician,  and  she  is  suffering  from  paralysis  of  the 
fft  side  of  her  body,  face,  arm,  leg,  and  she  is  totally  disabled  and  requires 
ie  constant  care  and  attention  of  another  person,  and  that,  in  my  opinion,  her 
Usability  is  permanent. 

j  It  is  also  shown  that  she  is  in  destitute  circumstances,  having  no 
Iher  source  of  income  than  her  pension  . 

<  On  account  of  claimant’s  advanced  age,  helplessness,  and  poverty, 
bid  in  consideration  of  the  fact  that  she  is  a  war  widow,  the  com- 
iittee  report  the  bill  favorably,  with  recommendation  for  increase 
E  pension  to  $24  per  month. 

j  S.  5379.  Amanda  M.  Startsman  is  the  widow  of  Lawrence  Starts- 
Sjian,  who  served  as  a  private  in  Company  G,  One  hundred  and  six- 
henth  Regiment  Illinois  Volunteer  Infantry.  He  enlisted  August  18, 
,jS62,  and  was  honorably  discharged  June  7,  1865,  by  reason  of  the 
ose  of  the  war.  It  does  not  appear  that  he  ever  applied  for  a  pen- 
on  during  his  lifetime.  He  died  of  lung  disease  April  14, 1884. 
Claimant  married  the  soldier  February  11,  1862,  and  was  his  wife 
uring  the  whole  period  of  his  service  at  the  front.  The  pension 
hich  she  draws  at  present  is  $12  per  month,  under  the  act  of  April 
9,  1908.  (Certificate  No.  387894.)  She  formerly  drew  a  dependent 
ddow’s  pension  of  $8  per  month  under  the  act  of  June  27, 1890.  Her 
pplication  for  a  pension  under  the  general  law  wTas  rejected  for  the 
eason  that  soldier’s  death  was  not  proved  to  have  resulted  from  the 
lilitary  service. 

i  It  is  shown  by  evidence  filed  with  this  committee  that  claimant  is 
bout  75  years  of  age,  disabled  by  reason  of  heart  and  kidney  trouble, 
ailing  sight,  and  other  infirmities  of  age,  and  is  in  such  an  enfeebled 
ondition  that  she  can  do  absolutely  nothing  toward  earning  a  sup- 
ort  and  needs  the  care  and  attention  of  another  person.  The  evi¬ 
dence  further  shows  that  she  is  very  poor,  having  no  other  income 
ban  the  pension  she  is  now  receiving,  namely,  $12  per  month. 

In  view  of  the  soldier’s  long-continued  and  honorable  service  and 
be  claimant’s  advanced  age,  physical  infirmities,  and  extreme  pov- 
rty,  and  in  consideration  of  the  fact  that  she  is  a  war  widow,  the 
ommittee  report  the  bill  favorably  with  recommendation  for  increase 
|f  pension  to  $20  per  month. 

S.  5440.  Emily  Morang,  of  Brunswick,  Me.,  is  the  widow  of  Wil¬ 
iam  Morang,  who  served  as  a  private  in  Company  L,  First  District 
f  Columbia  Volunteer  Cavalry.  He  enlisted  February  1,  1864,  and 
j as  honorably  discharged  and  mustered  out  July  17, 1865. 
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Soldier  filed  and  established  a  claim  for  pension  under  the  ge: 
eral  law  for  loss  of  sight  of  right  eye  and  impaired  vision  of  le 
eye,  and  was  pensioned  therefor  at  $12  per  month  from  April  1 
1883,  and  $30  per  month  from  July  6,  1887.  (Certificate  N 
368099.)  He  died  March  31,  1913. 

Claimant  married  the  soldier  November  14,  1892.  She  has  nev< 
applied  for  pension  under  the  general  law,  for  the  reason  that  si 
can  not  prove  that  soldier’s  death  was  due  to  the  military  servic 
and  she  has  no  pensionable  status  under  the  act  of  April  19,  190 
on  account  of  her  having  married  the  soldier  subsequent  to  June  2 
1890. 

*  Claimant  is  also  the  former  widow  of  Ivory  W.  Thompson,  wl 
was  a  soldier  in  the  Civil  War,  in  which  he  served  honorably  f< 
three  years,  from  October  15,  1861,  to  October  13,  1864,  as  a  privai 
in  company  F,  Twenty-third  Massachusetts  Volunteer  Infantr; 
He  died  June  22,  1883,  leaving  claimant  with  three  minor  childre 
surviving  him. 

Claimant  was  married  to  her  first  soldier  husband,  Ivory  V 
Thompson,  November  13,  1875.  Her  application  for  pension  as  h 
widow  under  the  general  law,  numbered  500239,  was  rejected  becaus 
she  could  not  furnish  the  necessary  evidence  to  show  that  his  deat 
was  due  to  the  military  service.  His  children  have  long  since  passe 
the  age  of  16  years,  and  no  one  has  ever  drawn  any  pension  on  a< 
count  of  his  service  and  death. 

Claimant  is  now  58  years  of  age  and,  as  the  evidence  filed  wit 
this  committee  shows,  in  poor  health  and  needy  circumstance! 
She  is  physically  unable  to  earn  a  living  and  is  left  without  proj 
erty,  except  a  small  place  which  yields  no  income,  and  she  has  n 
other  means  of  support.  Her  case  is  exceptional,  in  that  she  is  th 
widow  of  two  soldiers  of  the  Civil  War  and  yet  is  not  pensioned  o 
account  of  the  service  of  either  of  them.  The  committee  are  o 
opinion  that  she  is  justly  and  equitably  entitled  to  a  pension  of  $1 
per  month. 

S.  5453.  Marcus  E.  Ferguson,  of  1948  Walnut  Street,  Chicago,  Ill 
was  late  second  lieutenant  Company  G,  Ninety-fourth  Regimen 
Illinois  Volunteer  Infantry.  He  was  mustered  in  August  20,  186S 
and  honorably  resigned  February  3,  1863. 

Soldier  filed  and  established  a  claim  for  pension  under  the  genera 
law  for  chronic  diarrhea  and  resulting  disease  of  rectum  and  wa 
originally  pensioned  therefor  at  $8  per  month  from  February  13 
1886,  which  was  increased  to  $17  December  23,  1901.  He  is  mw 
pensioned  under  the  age-and-service  act  of  May  11,  1912,  at  the  rati 
of  $21  per  month.  (Certificate  No.  521198.)  Claim  for  total  dis 
ability  rating  under  the  act  of  May  11,  1912,  was  rejected  on  th< 
ground  that  claimant  was  not  wholly  unfit  for  manual  labor  b} 
reason  of  pensioned  causes — namely,  chronic  diarrhea  and  resulting; 
disease  of  rectum. 

This  claimant  is  now  in  the  eightieth  year  of  his  age.  When  Iasi 
examined,  June  2,  1913,  he  was  rated  $12  on  chronic  diarrhea  and 
disease  of  rectum,  $4  on  loss  of  teeth,  and  $12  on  senile  debility, 
Medical  evidence  filed  with  this  committee  shows  that  claimant  is 
a  constant  sufferer  from  chronic  diarrhea,  piles,  and  disease  of 
rectum;  that  he  is  also  disabled  by  injury  of  left  arm,  rheumatism, 
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:ind  weak  heart,  and  is  wholly  incapacitated  for  the  performance  of 
^ny  kind  of  labor.  It  is  further  shown  in  the  evidence  that  claimant 
\s  poor  and  without  property  and  is  entirely  dependent  upon  his 
bension  for  support.  It  is  belieyed  that  his  condition  is  such  that 
increase  to  $30  is  warranted,  his  disabilities  being  partly  of  service 
origin. 

,  S.  5595.  William  Hurley  was  a  private  in  Company  D,  One  hun¬ 
dred  and  forty-sixth  Regiment  Indiana  Volunteer  Infantry.  He 
pnlisted  January  24,  1865,  and  was  honorably  discharged  August 
31,  1865. 

,  He  filed  a  claim  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890,  established  the 
(same,  and  was  originally  pensioned  under  said  act  at  $8  per  month, 
jfrom  November  2^  1891.  He  is  now  pensioned  under  the  age-and- 
pervice  act  of  May  11, 1912,  at  the  rate  of  $15.50  per  month.  (Certifi¬ 
cate  No.  794648.)  On  October  24,  1889,  he  filed  a  claim  under  the 
Ofeneral  law  on  account  of  rheumatism  and  resulting  disease  of  the 
heart,  but  this  claim  he  has  been  unable  to  prove  and  has  long  since 
abandoned. 

Claimant  is  now  nearly  68  years  old.  He  has  not  been  examined 
by  a  board  of  surgeons  since  February  20,  1901,  but  as  far  back  as 
that  date  he  was  so  reported  to  be  so  disabled  by  disease  of  heart  and 
stomach  as  to  be  practically  unable  to  perform  manual  labor. 

Evidence  filed  with  this  committee  shows  that  claimant  is  broken 
down  and  totally  disabled  from  intercostal  neuralgia,  disease  of 
bladder,  and  old  age,  and  a  physician  and  two  neighbors  testify  that 
he  is  unable  to  perform  manual  labor  for  his  support.  It  is  further 
shown  that  soldier  is  financially  poor  and  without  property,  except 
a  small  home,  and  with  no  other  income  than  his  pension  for  the 
support  of  himself  and  wife,  who  is  also  in  poor  health. 

On  account  of  soldier’s  advanced  age,  poverty,  and  inability  to 
Barn  a  support  by  his  own  manual  labor,  the  committee  report  the 
bill  favorably,  with  recommendation  for  increase  of  pension  to  $30 
per  month. 

S.  5638.  Whitman  M.  Colby  served  as  a  private  and  corporal  in 
Company  I,  Ninth  Iowa  Volunteer  Infantry.  He  enlisted  Septem¬ 
ber  17,  1861.  and  was  discharged  September  13,  1862,  on  surgeon's 
certificate  of  disability  in  consequence  of  gunshot  wound  of  right 
shoulder  received  in  battle  at  Pea  Ridge,  Ark.,  March  7,  1862. 

1  Soldier  is  at  present  in  receipt  of  pension  under  the  age  and 
service  act  of  May  11,  1912,  at  the  rate  of  $19  per  month,  certificate 
No.  13158.  He  was  formerly  pensioned  under  the  general  law  at 
$17  per  month  for  gunshot  woimcl  of  right  shoulder.  Claim  for 
'total-disability  rating  under  the  act  of  May  11,  1912,  Avas  rejected 
on  the  ground  that  claimant  was  not  shown  to  be  rendered  unfit  for 
manual  labor  by  reason  of  pensioned  cause,  namely,  gunshot  wound 
lof  right  shoulder. 

Claimant  is  noAv  nearly  75  years  of  age.  When  last  medically  ex¬ 
amined,  February  18,  1911,  he  was  rated  $24  on  gunshot  Avound  of 
right  shoulder,  the  surgeons  reporting  that  he  was  incapacitated  in 
a  degree  equivalent  to  the  loss  of  a  hand  or  foot  for  purposes  of 
manual  labor.  Medical  eAddence  filed  with  this  committee  shows 
that  claimant  is  nearly  blind  from  cataract  in  both  eyes ;  that  he  is 
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also  disabled  by  gunshot  wound  of  right  shoulder,  heart  trouble, 
and  old  age,  and  is  absolutely  unable  to  do  anything  toward  earning 
a  support.  Evidence  of  neighbors  shows  that  claimant  is  unable  to 
labor  and  that  he  has  no  property,  not  even  a  home,  and  no  other 
means  of  support  than  his  pension. 

Acting  in  this  case  as  we  have  in  similar  cases,  and  it  being  meri¬ 
torious,  the  committee  report  the  bill  favorably,  with  recommerida 

tion  for  increase  of  pension  to  $36  per  month.  * 

• 

S.  5725.  Anna  M.  Foster,  of  Argentine,  Kans.,  is  the  widow  of 
George  W.  Foster,  who  served  as  a  private  in  Company  I,  Thirty- 
ninth  Regiment  Iowa  Volunteer  Infantry.  He  enlisted  August  18, 
1862,  and  was  discharged  May  12,  1863,  for  physical  disability, 
namely,  disease  of  lungs. 

Soldier  filed  and  established  a  claim  for  pension  under  the  general 
law  tor  disease  of  lungs  and  was  pensioned  therefor  at  $4  per  month 
from  August  30,  1881;  increased  to  $12  July  30,  1890,  and  to  $14 
December  19,  1900.  He  was  pensioned  at  the  time  of  his  death  at 
$20  per  month  under  the  age  or  service  act  of  February  6,  1907.  He 
died  July  17,  1910. 

Claimant  filed  and  established  a  claim  for  pension  under  the  act 
of  April  19,  1908,  and  she  is  in  receipt  of  pension  at  the  rate  of 
$12  per  month.  (Certificate  No.  712643.)  She  was  married  to  soldier 
July  2,  1860,  and  it  appears  that  she  was  his  faithful  nurse  for 
many  years,  he  being  a  great  sufferer  and  nearly  helpless  for  a  long 
period  prior  to  his  death. 

Claimant  is  71  years  of  age,  and  medical  evidence  filed  with  this 
committee  shows  that  she  is  invalid  and  crippled  from  fracture 
of  hip  and  poor  health,  and  is  absolutely  incapable  of  doing  any¬ 
thing  toward  earning  a  support.  The  evidence  shows  that  she  has 
no  property,  except  a  small  three-room  frame  house  in  which  she 
lives,  and  of  but  little  value,  and  that  she  has  no  source  of  income 
aside  from  her  pension. 

On  account  of  claimant’s  advanced  age,  physical  infirmities,  and 
extreme  poverty,  and  of  the  further  fact  that  she  is  a  war  widow, 
the  committee  recommend  increase  of  her  pension  to  $20  per  month. 

S.  5740.  Jacob  C.  Rennaker,  of  Eldorado,  Kans.,  was  a  private  in 
Company  K,  Thirty-fourth  Regiment  Indiana  Volunteer  Infantry. 
He  enlisted  September  21,  1861,  and  was  honorably  discharged  Sep¬ 
tember  23,  1864,  having  served  three  years.  He  has  a  record  of 
wound  in  battle  at  Port  Gibson,  Miss.,  May  1,  1863. 

Soldier  filed  and  established  a  claim  for  pension  under  the  general 
law  for  gunshot  wound  of  left  hand  and  is  pensioned  therefor  at  $24 
per  month.  (Certificate  No.  36202.)  He  was  first  pensioned  at  $8 
per  month  from  discharge;  increased  to  $12  July  29,  1876;  to  $16 
December  7,  1887;  to  $17  March  27,  1889;  and  to  $24  November  22, 
1893.  Claim  for  further  increase  was  rejected  April  18,  1903,  and 
claim  for  total-disability  rating  under  the  act  of  May  11,  1912,  was 
rejected  on  the  ground  that  soldier  was  not  shown  to  be  wholly  unfit 
for  manual  labor  by  reason  of  pensioned  disability,  namely,  gunshot 
wound  of  left  hand. 

This  claimant  is  now  in  the  seventy-third  year  of  his  age.  He  has 
not  been  examined  by  Pension  Bureau  surgeons  in  some  years,  but 
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idence  filed  with  this  committee  shows  that  he  is  totally  disabled 
■t  reason  of  old  age.  gunshot  wound  of  left  hand,  with  crippled 
ft  wrist,  varicose  veins  of  left  leg.  and  stomach  trouble;  and  two 
lysicians  and  two  neighbors  testify  that  he  is  wildly  incapacitated 
r  earning  a  support  by  manual  labor.  It  is  also  shown  that  soldier 
poor  and  without  property,  except  a  little  home  worth  about  $-400, 
id  with  no  other  means  of  support  than  his  pension. 

(On  account  of  soldier’s  advanced  age.  poverty,  good,  record,  and 
tal  disability,  largely  due  to  gunshot  wound  received  in  battle,  the 
mmittee  report  the  bill  favorably,  with  recommendation  for  in¬ 
ease  of  pensicn  to  $36  per  month. 

S.  5765.  Minerva  Freeman,  of  Farero.  X.  Dak.,  is  the  widow  ^of 
mis  Freeman,  who  enlisted  in  the  Union  Army  November  i,  1861, 
rly  in  the  war,  and  served  as  a  private,  corporal,  and  sergeant  in 
imp  any  M,  Third  Regiment  Massachusetts  Cavalry,  until  April  15, 
61,  when  he  was  commissioned  as  second  lieutenant  in  Company  B, 
rst  Louisiana  Cavalry.  Fie  was  promoted  to  captain  October  3, 
61,  and  was  honorably  discharged  and  mustered  out  December  18, 
65,  after  four  years  of  continuous  service. 

Soldier  was  pensioned  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890,  at  $10  per 
onth  from  November  23,  1901.  July  13,  1907,  he  was  allowed  $12 
r  month  under  the  act  of  February  6.  1907.  He  was  pensioned  at 
e  time  of  his  death  at  $30  per  month  under  special  act  approved 
mu  ary  28.  1910.  He  died  July  2,  1912,  of  diabetes,  fractured  hip, 
d  cerebral  hemorrhage. 

Claimant  married  the  soldier  December  1.  1870.  and  she  is  now  in 
ceipt  of  pension  under  the  act  of  April  19.  1908,  at  the  rate  of  $12 
r  month.  (Certificate  No.  718159.)  She  is  unable  to  obtain  pension 
icier  the  general  law,  as  she  can  not  prove  that  soldier's  death  was 
ie  to  the  military  service. 

Claimant  is  68  years  of  age  and.  as  the  evidence  shows,  in  poor 
alth  and  needy  circumstances.  She  has  no  property  and  no  means 
support  except  her  pension  and  the  small  sum  of  $35  yearly  de- 
red  from  a  small  investment  in  a  savings  association. 

It  is  believed  that  the  soldier’s  long  and  honorable  service  and  the 
limant’s  destitute  circumstances  justify  the  allowance  in  this  case 
the  rate  of  pension  to  which  claimant  would  have  been  entitled 
d  her  husband  died  of  disabilities  contracted  in  service,  namely,  $20 
r  month. 


S.  5766.  Cornelia  A.  Anderson,  of  Clinton,  Conn.,  is  the  widow 
John  P.  Anderson,  who  enlisted  in  the  Union  Army  February  25, 
64,  as  a  private  in  Company  D,  Third  Massachusetts  Volunteer 
ivalry.  He  was  transferred  to  the  United  States  Navy  August  5, 

64.  and  served  as  seaman  on  the  ships  Roclolph  and  Itasca  until 
ter  the  close  of  the  war,  being  honorably  discharged  August  21, 

65. 

He  filed  and  established  a  claim  for  pension  under  the  act  of  June 
,  1890,  and  was  pensioned  under  said  act  at  the  rate  of  $12  per 
3nth.  He  died  September  8,  1892. 

Claimant  married  the  soldier  December  20,  1866,  and  she  is  in  re- 
ipt  of  pension  at  the  rate  of  $12  per  month  under  the  act  of  April 
,  1908.  (Certificate  No.  10107.)  She  formerly  drew  a  dependent 
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widow’s  pension  of  $8  per  month  under  the  act  of  June  27,  189! 
She  has  received  and  is  receiving  all  the  pension  to  which  she  is  ei 
titled  under  existing  laws. 

Claimant,  however,  is  71  years  of  age,  and  it  is  shown  by  mediq 
evidence  filed  with  this  committee  that  she  is  invalid  and  wholl 
unable  to  do  anything  to  earn  a  living,  the  following  being  the  repo: 
of  the  physician:  1 

This  is  to  certify  that  Mrs.  Cornelia  Anderson,  of  Clinton,  Conn.,  was  unfit 
my  care  from  November  19  to  29,  inclusive,  suffering  from  chronic  nephritis 
chronic  endocarditis,  and  cardiac  asthma.  During  all  of  this  time  she  w; 
totally  incapacitated  from  doing  any  work  and  during  the  greater  part  of  tl 
time  was  confined  in  bed.  In  my  opinion,  she  will  never  be  able  to  do  any  mo 
work. 

Neighbors  testify  that  claimant  is  in  feeble  health  and  unable  i 
do  any  work;  that  she  has  no  property  except  a  home,  which  afforc 
her  a  shelter  and  nothing  more  and  produces  no  income;  and  that  si 
has  no  source  of  income  except  her  pension,  and  is  partly  depender 
upon  others  for  her  support.  Her  case  is  worthy  of  favorable  cor 
sideration,  and  the  committee  report  the  bill  with  recommendatio 
for  increase  of  pension  to  $20  per  month. 

S.  5767.  Margaret  A.  Bitgood,  of  Voluntown,  Conn.,  is  the  wido^ 
of  Joel  Iv.  Bitgood,  who  served  as  a  private  in  Company  G,  Twelft 
Connecticut  Volunteer  Infantry.  He  enlisted  November  27,  186: 
and  was  honorably  discharged  December  2,  1864,  having  served  thre 
years.  He  has  a  record  of  wound  in  battle  at  Port  Hudson,  La 
May  29,  1863. 

Soldier  filed  a  claim  for  pension  under  the  general  law  for  gunshc 
wound  of  left  forearm  and  the  same  was  admitted  at  $4  per  monf 
from  discharge,  which  rate  was  increased  to  $14  April  20,  1886,  fo 
gunshot  wound  of  left  forearm,  malarial  poisoning,  and  disease  o 
chest;  to  $17  August  26,  1886;  to  $24  March  26,  1890,  and  to  $3 
June  1,  1892.  He  died  November  17,  1904,  of  disease  of  lungs,  whic! 
originated  in  the  service. 

Claimant  married  the  soldier  February  5,  1866.  She  filed  am 
established  a  claim  for  pension  under  the  general  law  and  she  is  i: 
receipt  of  pension  at  the  rate  of  $12  per  month.  (Certificate  Nc 
587304.) 

It  appears,  however,  that  she  is  71  years  of  age,  and  it  is  shown  b 
medical  and  other  evidence  filed  with  this  committee  that  she  is  ' 
constant  sufferer  from  rheumatism  in  a  severe  form,  also  a  cancer 
ous  affection  of  the  face,  which  wholly  incapacitates  he  for  an 
kind  of  work  and  renders  necessary  the  aid  and  care  of  another  per 
son.  It  is  also  shown  that  she  has  but  little  property  and  that  he 
income  aside  from  her  pension  is  only  about  $3  a  month. 

In  view  of  the  soldier’s  long  and  honorable  service  and  woum 
received  in  battle,  and  the  widow’s  advanced  age,  poverty,  and  un 
fovtunrte  physical  condition,  the  committee  report  the  bill  favor 
ably  with  recommendation  for  increase  of  pension  to  $20  per  month 

S.  5 1 68.  Almira  E.  Briggs  is  the  widow  of  George  L.  Briggs,  wh< 
served  as  a  private  in  Company  H,  Eighteenth  Connecticut  Volun 
teer  Infantry,  and  One  hundred  and  fifty-ninth  Company,  Seconc 
Battalion,  Veteran  Reserve  Corps.  He  enlisted  July  26,  1862,  anc 
was  honorably  discharged  July  25,  1865,  having  served  three  years. 
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Soldier  never  filed  a  claim  for  pension  under  the  general  law,  but 
tablished  one  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890,  and  was  pensioned 
ider  said  act  at  the  rate  of  $12  per  month.  He  died  of  heart  dis¬ 
use  March  28,  1905. 

Claimant  married  the  soldier  June  11,  1872.  The  pension  which 
ie  draws  at  present  is  $12  per  month.  (Certificate  No.  G02121.) 
he  formerly  drew  a  dependent  widow’s  pension  of  $8  per  month 
iider  the  act  of  June  27,  1890.  She  has  received  and  is  receiving  all 
Le  pension  to  which  she  is  entitled  under  existing  laws. 

It  appears,  however,  that  claimant  is  now  over  80  years  of  age, 
id  it  is  shown  by  medical  evidence  filed  with  this  committee  that 
ie  is  feeble  and  decrepit  and  totally  disabled,  the  following  being 
e  report  of  the  physician : 

She  is  82  years  of  age.  She  has  a  weak  heart,  with  pulse  varying  from  96 
100  beats"  per  minute,  and  on  account  of  this  weakness  there  is  chronic 
ema  of  both  legs.  She  has  a  chronic  bronchial  cough,  due  in  part  to  st  sis 
blood  in  the  lungs  on  account  of  the  heart  weakness.  She  has  a  large 
moral  hernia  on  the  left  side.  She  is  nervous  and  suffers  from  pain  in 
iwels  on  account  of  flatulence  due  to  faulty  digestion.  Also  she  has  a  well- 
veloped  scirrhus  cancer  of  the  left  breast,  which,  on  account  of  her  extreme 
e  and  her  cardiac  weakness,  is  inoperable.  If  senile  causes  or  the  accident 
pneumonia,  grippe,  or  any  of  the  acute  diseases  to  which  she  is  liable  do 
d  intervene  to'  cause  death,  the  action  of  the  cancer  is  inexorable  and  will 
on  end  her  life. 

Neighbors  testify  that  claimant  is  a  very  old  lady,  in  very  feeble 
ialth,  and  unable  to  do  anything  to  aid  in  her  support,  and  that  she 
in  destitute  circumstances  and  without  other  means  of  support 
ran  the  pension  she  is  now  receiving,  namely,  $12  per  month, 
jin  view  of  the  soldiers  long  and  honorable  service  and  the 
Jidow’s  advanced  age,  physical  infirmities,  and  extreme  poverty, 
lie  committee  report  the  bill  favorably  with  recommendation  for 
■crease  of  pension  to  $20  per  month. 

I1  S.  5775.  Maria  Lewis,  of  West  Mystic,  Conn.,  is  the  former  widow 
3  John  L.  Sergnious,  late  a  corporal  in  Company  K,  Twenty-sixth 
onnect’ cut  Volunteer  Infantry,  who  enlisted  September  10,  1862, 
id  died  in  service  June  17,  1863.  of  wounds  received  in  battle. 

!  Claimant  married  the  soldier  July  31,  1853,  and  w  as  pensioned  by 
Ttificate  No.  17335  at  $8  per  month,  which  pension  she  drew  to  July 
l',  1866,  when  she  forfeited  same  by  remarriage  to  one  William  W. 

Iewus.  Her  second  husband  died  August  19,  1907,  and  upon  appli- 
ition  and  proof  that  she  was  again  a  widow7  and  in  dependent  cir-

On  account  of  soldier’s  advanced  age,  his  long  and  honorabl 
service,  his  poverty,  and  total  disability  for  manual  labor,  largely  du 
to  causes  of  service  origin,  the  committee  report  the  bill  favorably 
with  recommendation  for  increase  of  pension  to  $36  per  month. 

S.  5795.  Elizabeth  Pangburn,  of  Spokane,  Wash.,  is  the  widow  o 
Benjamin  Pangburn,  who  served  as  a  private  in  Company  A,  Fifty 
third  Regiment,  and  Company  G,  Fifty-first  Regiment,"  Wisconsu 
Volunteer  Infantry.  Soldier  enlisted  March  8,  1865,  and  was  hon 
orably  discharged  and  mustered  out  June  29,  1865,  having  servei 
about  four  months.  He  died  of  cerebral  hemorrhage  September  19 
1905.  He  was  a  pensioner  at  the  time  of  his  death  at  $22  per  montl 
for  severe  deafness  of  both  ears  and  disease  of  rectum  admitted  ai 
of  service  origin. 

Claimant  married  the  soldier  January  28,  1858,  and  she  is  now  ii 
receipt  of  pension  under  the  act  of  April  19,  1908,  at  the  rate  of  $11 
per  month.  (Certificate  No.  602492.)  She  formerly  drew7  a  de 
pendent  widow’s  pension  of  $8  per  month  under  the  act  of  June  27 
1890.  She  has  received,  and  is  receiving,  all  the  pension  to  whicl 
she  is  entitled  under  existing  laws. 

It  is  shown  by  evidence  filed  with  this  committee  that  claimant  is 
74  years  of  age,  disabled  by  ill  health  and  old  age,  and  in  such  feebk 
condition  that  she  is  incapable  of  doing  anything  toward  earning  a 
support.  It  is  further  shown  that  she  is  without  property  except  a 
small  home,  and  with  no  other  means  of  support  than  the  pension 
she  is  now  receiving,  namely,  $12  per  month. 

The  committee  recommend  an  increase  of  pension  to  $20  per  month 
to  widow,  as  proposed  by  the  bill. 

S.  5797.  Mary  M.  Calef  is  the  widow  of  John  H.  Calef,  late  lieu¬ 
tenant  colonel  Third  Regiment  United  States  Artillery,  and  colonel, 
United  States  Army,  retired. 

John  H.  Calef  was  bom  in  Massachusetts  September  24,  1841.  He 
was  a  cadet  at  the  United  States  Military  Academy  from  July  1,  1858, 
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k  June  17,  1862,  when  graduated  and  appointed  second  lieutenant 
L  the  Fifth  United  States  Artillery.  He  was  promoted  to  first  lieu- 
Enant  November  4,  1863;  to  captain  March  16,  1875;  to  major,  First 
rtillery,  August  27,  1896 ;  and  to  lieutenant  colonel  Third  Artillery 
jime  6,"  1900.  He  was  retired  August  16,  1900,  at  his  own  request, 
fter  years  of  service,  and  was  advanced  to  the  grade  of  colonel  on  the 
Tired  list  April  23,  1904,  under  act  of  Congress  approved  that  date.  • 
le  took  a  distinguished  part  in  the  Battle  of  Gettysburg  and  was 
revetted  captain  and  major  for  gallant  and  meritorious  services  clur- 
lg  the  war. 

Col.  Calef  died  January  4,  1912,  of  broncho-pneumonia.  The 
i clow,  the  beneficiary  under  this  bill,  and  whom  he  married  Sep- 
unber  15,  1870.  is  now  receiving  the  pension  of  $12  per  month  (cer- 
ficate  No.  743055)  provided  by  the  act  of  April  19,  1908,  for  the 
idow  of  an  officer  or  enlisted  man  who  served  90  days  in  the  Civil 
Gar.  She  also  filed  a  claim  under  the  general  law,  which  claim  was 
gaily  approved  for  neurasthenia  but  was  medically  rejected  on  the 
round  that  soldier’s  death  from  broncho-pneumonia  was  not  the 
jsult  of  neurasthenia  and  was  not  otherwise  proved  as  due  to  his 
etive  military  service. 

It  is  stated  in  a- medical  certificate  dated  March  17,  1897,  on  file  in 
ae  case  of  this  officer,  “  that  he  is  suffering  from  chronic  gastritis, 
dth  intense  hypochondriasis  and  depression  simulating  true  melan- 
liolia.  This  has  lasted  and  apparently  has  been  steadily  increasing 
or  about  a  year.  His  physical  disability  and  mental  depression  ren- 
er  him  at  present  entirely  unable  for  duty  of  any  kind.” 

The  following  evidence  is  on  file  in  the  case: 

Brig.  Gen.  John  A.  Kress,  United  States  Army,  testified  February 
,  1912,  that— 


I  certify  that  I  bad  known  John  Haskell  Calef  since  July,  1S58.  He  served  as 
llitary  instructor  in  tlie  St.  Louis  University  several  years  after  liis  retire¬ 
ment  from  active  service  and  when  that  employment  ceased  passed  tlie  winter 
vi son  of  each  year  in  St.  Louis,  where  I  reside.  During  tlie  long  period  tlius 
idic-ated  I  knew  that  be  suffered  from  neurasthenic  pains,  which,  he  informed 
e.  originated  during  his  service  in  artillery  stations  in  the  extreme  South, 
otably  at  Key  West.  Fla.  He  dined  with  me  on  Christmas  eve,  1912  (1911). 
nd  then  complained  that  there  was  much  more  pain  than  usual  in  the  left  side 
f  his  chest.  Dr.  Chaddoek,  who  attended  him  in  his  last  illness,  told  me  that 
eath  was  due  to  the  weakened  condition  caused  by  the  continual  and  prolonged 
eurr  sthenic  attack,  preventing  sufficient  resistance  to  a  comparatively  mild 
ttack  of  pneumonia,  which  otherwise  would  not  have  been  fatal. 

Dr.  Charles  G.  Chaddoek  testified  February  5,  1912,  as  follows: 


This  is  to  certify  that  I  knew  Col.  John  Haskell  Calef  during  the  last  two 
tears  of  his  life;  that  I  attended  him  medically  at  various  times  and  during 
lis  final  illness,  which  terminated  in  death  on  January  4,  1912.  He  died  of 
eart  failure  in  the  course  of  a  mild  broncho-pneumonia,  heart  failure  being 
irectly  due  to  myocarditis,  which  was  evidently  of  long  standing.  He  had  been 
lubject,  in  my  observation,  to  attacks  of  brachial  root  neuritis,  and  as  his 
listory  stands,  a  great  sufferer  for  many  years.  These  conditions,  which  ren- 
ered  a  mild  lung  involvement  fatal,  seem  fairly  attributable  to  his  years  of 
Military  service. 


The  widow  is  65  years  of  age,  and  evidence  filed  with  the  com- 
aittee  shows  that  she  is  left  in  poor  circumstances,  her  income  aside 
rom  her  pension  not  exceeding  $125  per  annum.  The  committee 
eel  that  there  can  be  little  doubt  that  soldier’s  death  was  indirectly 
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traceable  back  to  the  military  service,  and  the  bill  is  therefore  rc 
ported  favorably  with  recommendation  for  increase  of  pension  t 
$30  per  month. 

S.-5799.  John  A.  Patterson,  of  Belfast,  Me.,  was  a  private  in  Com 
pany  H,  Twelfth  Regiment  Maine  Volunteer  Infantry.  He  enlistei 
March  3,  1865,  and  was  honorably  discharged  and  mustered  ou 
.  March  10,  1866.  He  has  a  record  of  treatment  while  in  the  servic 
for  rheumatism  and  diarrhea,  and  the  evidence  shows  that  he  als< 
suffered  from  typhoid  fever  and  fever  and  ague. 

Claimant  is  now  on  the  pension  roll  under  the  general  law  b1 
certificate  No.  80115  at  $30  per  month,  having  been  raised  at  differ 
ent  times  from  $8  per  month  on  account  of  increased  disabilitv  fo 
which  originally  pensioned  (partial  paralvsis  of  right  armV  anc 
rheumatism  and  disease  of  heart. 

When  claimant  was  last  medically  examined,  June  19,  1907,  h< 
was  rated  $8  on  partial  paralysis  of  right  arm,  $10  on  rheumatism 
and  $17  on  disease  of  heart,  and  the  examining  surgeons  reportec 
that  he  was  weak,  anemic,  and  very  much  debilitated,  and  totally 
incapacitated  for  performing  any  manual  labor. 

Accompanying  the  bill  is  the  following  sworn  statement  of  Dr 
E.  D.  Tapley,  of  Belfast,  Me. :  •  j 

This  is  to  certify  that  I  have  examined  John  A.  Patterson,  Company  H 
Twelfth  Maine  Volunteer  Infantry,  and  have  attended  him  for  seven  years  anc 
find  his  condition  to  be  one  of  total  disability  because  of  his  cardiac  disease 
the  result  of  rheumatism.  His  right  arm  is  useless,  and  because  of  rheumatism 
he  is  practically  a  helpless  cripple.  This  condition  has  steadily  progressed  foi 
the  past  seven  years  since  I  have  known  him  intimately  as  his  physician,  anc 
at  times  he  is  unable  to  care  for  himself  and  is  dependent  upon  an  attendant 

Soldier  is  66  years  of  age  and  very  poor,  having  no  property  and  nc 
other  income  than  his  pension.  It  is  believed  that  his  condition  is 
such  that  increase  to  $40  is  warranted,  his  disabilities  being  of  service 
origin. 

S.  5807.  Annie  Wilson,  of  West  Nutley,  1ST.  J.,  is  the  widow  of 
Charles  P.  Wilson,  who  enlisted  August  11,  1862,  as  a  private  in 
Company  D,  One  hundred  and  twenty-eighth  Regiment  New  York 
Volunteer  Infantry,  to  serve  three  years.  He  was  promoted  to 
second  lieutenant  in  the  Ninetieth  United  States  Colored  Troops  in 
September,  1863,  and  was  discharged  on  tender  of  resignation  May 
28,  1864.  He  again  enlisted  September  7,  1864,  as  a  private  in  Com¬ 
pany  D,  One  hundred  and  twenty-eighth  New  York  Infantry,  and 
was  finally  and  honorably  discharged  June  28,  1865,  by  reason  of 
the  close  of  the  war. 

Soldier  filed  and  established  a  claim  for  pension  under  the  general 
law  for  disease  of  eyes  (conjunctivitis)  and  was  originallv  pen¬ 
sioned  therefor  (certificate  No.  1006120)  at  $2  per  month  from  Feb¬ 
ruary  12,  1891;  increased  to  $6  March  2,  1895.  On  May  3.  1904,  he 
was  pensioned  at  $8  per  month  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890.  He 
died  April  17,  1906. 

Claimant  married  the  soldier  September  16,  1890,  and  was  left 
at  his  death  with  two  minor  children  under  the  age  of  16  years. 
She  has  never  applied  for  pension  under  the  general  law,  soldier’s 
death  not  being  from  cause  of  service  origin,  and  she  has  no  pen¬ 
sionable  status  under  the  act  of  April  19,  1908,  on  account  of  her 
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aving  married  the  soldier  subsequent  to  June  27,  1890.  .  She  vas 
scognized  as  soldier’s  lawful  widow  in  the  payment  of  his  accrued 
ension,  and  her  minor  children  by  the  soldier  were  pensioned  under 
ae  act  of  June  27,  1890,  to  September  24,  1912,  when  the  younger  of 
hem  became  16  years  of  age. 

Claimant  is  46  years  of  age  and,  as  the  evidence  shows,  m  poor 
ealth  and  destitute  circumstances.  Physicians  testify  that  she  is 
hysically  unable  to  earn  a  living,  and  it  is  also  shown  that  she  is 
3ft  without  any  means  for  her  support.  There  are  many  precedents 
or  legislative  action  in  cases  of  this  character,  in  view  of  which 
he  committee  report  the  bill  favorably,  with  a  recommendation  for 
tension  at  $12  per  month. 

S.  5821.  Benjamin  F.  Bourne,  of  Eldorado,  Kans.,  served  nearly 
hree  years  in  Company  F,  Twenty-seventh  Indiana  Volunteer  In- 
jantry,  and  Companv  C,  Battalion  of  United  States  Engineers,  hav- 
ng  enlisted  August  27,  1861,  and  being  honorably  discharged  June 
5,  1864,  by  reason  of  the  close  of  the  war. 

He  established  a  claim  for  pension  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890, 
nd  was  originally  pensioned  under  said  act  at  $12  per  month  on 
jccount  of  disability  from  disease  of  heart  and  rectum.  He  is  now 
pensioned  under  the  age- and-ser vice  act  of  May  11,  1912,  at  the  rate 
>f  $24  per  month.  (Certificate  No.  842815.)  His  application  for 
>ension  under  the  general  law  and  for  total  disability  rating  under 
he  act  of  May  11,  1912,  was  rejected  because  he  could  not  furnish 
he  necessary  evidence  to  prove  service  origin  of  his  disabilities. 

Claimant  is  now  upward  of  71  years  of  age.  He  has  not  been 
ixamined  by  Pension  Bureau  surgeons  in  many  years,  but  medical 
widence  filed  with  this  committee  shows  that  he  is  disabled  by  dis¬ 
ease  of  heart  and  rectum,  disease  of  bladder,  and  other  infirmities 
)f  age  and  is  wholly  incapacitated  for  performing  manual  labor  for 
lis  support.  It  further  appears  that  he  is  poor  and  without  property, 
except  a  little  home,  and  with  no  other  income  than  his  pension  for 
lie  support  of  himself  and  wife.  On  account  of  soldier’s  advanced 
tge,  poverty,  good  record,  and  total  disabilitv  for  earning  a  support 
ay  his  own  manual  labor  the  committee  recommend  increase  of  pen¬ 
sion  to  $36  per  month. 

S.  5822.  Robert  S.  Clark,  of  Eldorado,  Kans.,  was  a  private  and 
(corporal  in  Company  C,  One  hundred  and  thirty-second  Regiment 
Ohio  National  Guard  Infantry.  He  enlisted  May  2,  1864,  and  was 
honorably  discharged  September  10,  1864,  having  served  over  tour 

months.  .  . 

He  is  now  and  has  been  since  March  12,  1908,  a  pensioner  under 
special  act  at  the  rate  of  $24  per  month.  (Certificate  No.  601848.) 
Prior  thereto  he  was  pensioned  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890,  at  $12 
per  month  for  disease  of  eyes  and  nervous  system.  He  has  never 
made  claim  for  pension  under  the  general  law,  his  disabilities  not 

being  from  cause  of  service  origin. 

The  claimant  is  now  an  old  man  of  73  years  of  age.  1  he  additional 
testimony  submitted  in  his  case  shows  that  he  is  totally  blind  and 
'  consequently  helpless,  requiring  the  care  and  assistance  of  other  per¬ 
sons.  It  is  also  shown  that  he  is  a  poor  man  and  entirely  dependent 
upon  his  pension  for  support.  Jhe  committee  believe  the  cncum- 
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stances  in  this  case  justify  an  increase  of  soldier’s  pension  to  $30  m 
month  and  so  recommend.  1 

S.  5828.  Lucy  Carey,  of  Boise,  Idaho,  is  the  widow  of  Jesse  Caw 

Vll  V\°sc“  bj  the  r?C0I'ds  of  the  War  Department  to  have  enliste 
duly  31  iSoo,  as  a  private  m  Company  D,  One  hundred  and  sever 

teenth  Regiment  Indiana  \  olunteer  Infantry,  and  to  have  been  hor, 
orablv  discharged  February  25,  1864.  He  again  enlisted  October  U 
1864,  as  a  private  in  the  Seventeenth  Independent  Battery  Indian 
Volunteer  Light  Artillery,  and  was  honorably  discharged  at  the  clos 
of  the  war,  July  8,  1865.

Claimant  married  the  soldier  February  15,  1891.  She  has  neve 
made  claim  for  pension  under  the  general  law,  for  the  reason  tha 
so.diei  s  death  was  not  from  cause  of  service  origin.  Her  clain 
under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890,  No.  760980,  was  rejected  because  sh< 
married  the  soldier  subsequent  to  the  passage  of  said  act.  Her  minoi 
children  by  the  soldier  were  pensioned  under  the  act  of  June  27 

1890,  to  June  25,  1913,  when  the  younger  of  them  became  16  years 
or  age.  J 

Claimant  is  52  years  of  age  and,  as  the  evidence  shows,  in  pool 
health  and  needy  circumstances.  Her  physician  testifies  that  she  is 
physically  disabled  for  work  and  is  much  of  the  time  confined  to  hei 
bed  and  neighbors  testify  that  she  has  only  an  income  of  $40  an¬ 
nually  and  is  in  part  dependent  upon  others  for  her  support. 

There  are  many  precedents  for  legislation  in  cases  of  this  charac¬ 
ter  and  the  committee  report  the  bill  favorably  with  recommenda¬ 
tion  lor  pension  at  $12  per  month. 

S.  5831.  Frances  Terry  of  Seattle,  Wash.,  applied  for  pension  as 
the  widow  of  Albert  O.  Terry,  late  of  Company  E.  Thirty-seventh 
Regiment  Wisconsin  Volunteer  Infantry.  Her  application  was  re- 
jected  on  the  ground  that  claimant  was  unable  to  prove  her  title  as 
legal  widow  of  soldier  by  proving  death  or  divorce  of  a  former 
husband. 

The  military  records  show  that  Albert  O.  Terry  enlisted  Septem¬ 
ber  12,  1861,  m  Company  G,  Fourteenth  Wisconsin  Volunteer  In¬ 
fantry,  and  was  discharged  August  15,  1862,  for  physical  disability, 
namely,  phthisis  pulmonalis.  He  again  enlisted  March  13,  1864,  in 
Company  E,  Thirty-seventh  "Wi sconsin  Volunteer  Infantry,  and  was 
honorably  discharged  July  27, 1865,  by  reason  of  the  close  of  the  war. 

He  filed  and  established  a  claim  for  pension  under  the  general 
law  and  was  originally  pensioned  at  $4  per  month  from  March  25, 
1887,  for  injury  of  right  shoulder,  which  originated  in  the  service. 
September  12,  1890,  lie  was  pensioned  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890, 
at  $8  per  month,  which  was  increased  to  $10  per  month  May  9,  1894. 
He  was  pensioned  at  the  time  of  his  death  at  $12  per  month  under 
the  age-and-service  act  of  February  6,  1907.  He  died  of  disease  of 
stomach  September  16, 1908. 
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Claimant  and  soldier  are  shown  to  have  been  married  July  14, 
1881,  and  they  lived  together  as  husband  and  wife  until  soldier  died, 
four  children,  all  now  over  16  years  of  age,  being  born  to  them.  It 
appears  from  evidence  filed  that  claimant  was  married  October  IT, 
1872,  tn  one  Gilbert  J.  Tisdale,  with  whom  she  lived  as  his  wife  until 
i  September  8,  1874,  when  they  separated.  It  further  appears  that 
i  Tisdale  applied  for  divorce  from  claimant  and  was  granted  same, 
but  no  judgment  entry  was  made  on  the  docket  of  the  court,  on 
which  account  the  divorce  is  held  as  not  having  been  completed  and 
'valid.  Tisdale  subsequently  remarried,  and  disappeared  about  1877 
or  1878,  and  no  positive  proof  of  his  death  can  be  secured.  He  was 
a  soldier  of  the  Civil  War  and  also  a  pensioner  on  account  of  disa¬ 
bilities  incurred  in  the  service,  but  the  records  of  the  Pension  Bureau 
show  that  he  has  drawn  no  pension  since  September  4,  1876;  he  is 
'beyond  doubt  long  since  dead. 

'fj  Claimant  is  now  62  years  of  age,  and  it  is  shown  that  she  is  a 
woman  of  good  character  and  in  necessitous  circumstances.  Evi¬ 
dence  filed  with  the  committee  is  to  the  effect  that  she  is  in  failing 
^health  end  unable  to  labor  for  a  living,  and  that  she  is  without  means 
of  any  kind  and  entirely  dependent  upon  others  for  support.  She 
married  soldier  innocently,  lived  with  him  over  27  years  as  his  faith- 
1  ful  wife,  and  is  the  mother  of  his  children. 

The  committee  recognize  this  claimant  as  the  widow  of  the  sol¬ 
dier  and  report  the  bill  back  favorably,  with  recommendation  for 
pension  at  $12  per  month. 

S.  5850.  Mary  A.  De  Lany,  of  Great  Falls,  Mont.,  is  the  widow  of 
Arthur  W.  De  Lany,  who  enlisted  August  12,  1862,  as  a  private  in 
Company  H,  Seventh  Begiment  Minnesota  Volunteer  Infantry, 
was  promoted  to  first  lieutenant  and  adjutant  Forty-seventh  Wis¬ 
consin  Volunteer  Infantry,  January  24,  1865,  and  served  faithfully 
until  after  the  close  of  the  war.  being  honorably  discharged  and 
mustered  out  September  4, 1865.  He  was  a  brave  and  efficient  soldier, 
and  took  part  in  many  hard  battles  and  severe  marches. 

He  filed  a  claim  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890,  established  the 
same,  and  was  pensioned  under  said  act  at  the  rate  of  $12  per  month 
on  account  of  disability  from  injury  to  right  ankle.  He  died  Feb¬ 
ruary  19,  1903. 

Claimant  married  the  soldier  July  9,  1889,  and  it  appears  that  she 
was  his  faithful  nurse  for  many  years,  he  being  invalid  and  helpless 
and  requiring  her  constant  care  and  attention.  She  is  at  present 
in  receipt  of  pension  under  the  act  of  April  19,  1908,  at  the  rate  of 
$12  per  month.  ( Certificate  No.  5664°3. )  She  formerly  drew  a  depend¬ 
ent  widow’s  pension  of  $8  per  month  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890. 

It  is  shown  by  medical  and  other  evidence  filed  with  this  commit¬ 
tee  that  claimant  is  78  years  of  age,  disabled  by  ill  health  and  old 
I  age,  and  in  such  an  enfeebled  condition  that  she  can  do  absolutely 
nothing  toward  earning  a  support.  The  evidence  also  shows  that  she 
is  left  without  means  except  her  pension,  and  with  no  near  relatives 
to  whom  she  can  look  for  care  and  support  in  her  old  age. 

In  view  of  the  long  and  honorable  service  of  the  soldier  and  the 
widow’s  advanced  age.  physical  infirmities,  and  extreme  poverty, 
the  committee  report  the  bill  favorably,  with  recommendation  for 
'  increase  of  pension  to  $20  per  month. 
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S.  5852.  Charles  Nettleton,  of  Des  Moines,  Iowa,  was  a  private  in 
Companies  K  and  E,  Third  Regiment  Wisconsin  Volunteer  Cavalry. 
He  was  a  good  soldier  and  has  a  good  record,  having  enlisted  Decem¬ 
ber  31,  1861,  and  being  honorably  discharged  September  8,  1865. 

He  is  now  and  has  been  since  January  27,  1911,  a  pensioner  under 
special  act  at  the  rate  of  $24  per  month.  (Certificate  No.  704348.) 
Prior  thereto  he  was  pensioned  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890,  at 
$12  per  month,  granted  him  on  account  of  total  inability  to  earn  a 
support  by  manual  labor.  He  was  denied  pension  under  the  general 
law  because  he  was  not  able  to  connect  his  disabilities  with  the  mili¬ 
tary  service. 

This  claimant  is  now  nearly  70  years  of  age.  The  additional  testi¬ 
mony  of  physicians  and  neighbors  submitted  to  the  committee  shows 
that  he  is  a  nervous  wreck,  sorely  afflicted  with  paralysis  agitans, 
almost  totally  deaf,  and  his  heart  in  such  condition  that  any  exercise 
prostrates  him,  and  that  he  is  in  such  an  enfeebled  condition  of  health 
that  he  is  absolutely  unable  to  do  work  of  any  kind  to  earn  a  sup¬ 
port.  It  is  also  shown  that  he  is  desperately  poor,  without  source  of 
income  other  than  his  pension,  and  has  a  wife  dependent  upon  him 
for  support.  His  case  strongly  appeals  for  further  relief,  and  the 
committee  report  the  bill  favorably  with  recommendation  for  in¬ 
crease  of  pension  to  $36  per  month. 

S.  5863.  Orville  Choate,  of  Morrisville,  Vt.,  is  shown  by  the  War 
Department  records  to  have  enlisted  September  8,  1862,  as  a  private 
in  Company  E,  Thirteenth  Vermont  Militia  Infantry,  and  to  huu  j 
been  honorably  discharged  July  21,  1863.  He  again  enlisted  June 
1,  1864,  as  a  private  in  Company  C,  Seventeenth  Vermont  Volunteer 
Infantry,  and  was  discharged  October  12,  1865,  for  disability — 
namelv,  dyspepsia. 

Soldier  filed  and  established  a  claim  for  pension  under  the  general, 
law  for  disease  of  heart  and  is  pensioned  therefor  at  the  rate  of  $30 
per  month.  (Certificate  No.  75458.)  He  was  first  pensioned  at  $6 
per  month  from  discharge,  increased  to  $8  May  11,  1887,  to  $12  De¬ 
cember  23,  1896,  and  to  $30  January  25,  1911.  He  was  denied  a 
higher  rating  on  the  ground  that  his  condition  was  largely  due  to 
senile  degeneration,  and  claim  on  account  of  malarial  poisoning, 
chronic  diarrhea,  disease  of  liver,  and  piles  was  rejected  because  he 
could  not  furnish  the  necessary  evidence  to  prove  continuance  of 
said  disabilities  from  date  of  discharge. 

This  claimant  is  now  in  the  eighty-eighth  year  of  his  age,  having 
been  bom  February  13,  1827.  He  was  last  medically  examined  Jan¬ 
uary  25,  1911,  by  a  full  board  of  surgeons,  who  reported  in  part  as 
follows : 

The  soldier  sellers  from  malaria  frequently  and  the  liver  shows  the  beginning 
of  atrophy.  The  tongue  is  coated,  the  skin  is  jaundiced,  the  bowels  are  tym¬ 
panitic  and  tender.  He  has  acute  attacks  of  malaria  once  in  four  to  six  weeks. 
This  claimant  is  so  disabled  from  disease  of  heart  as  to  require  the  frequent 
and  periodical  though  not  regular  and  constant  aid  and  attendance  of  another 
person,  and  is  therefore  entitled  to  $50  per  month.  •  He  requires  assistance  in 
dressing  and  undressing,  in  taking  his  bath.,  and  the  general  care  and  super¬ 
vision  which  an  attendant  would  give  a  person  who  was  under  a  physician’s 
treatment  in  preparing  medicines,  etc. 

It  is  shown  by  evidence  filed  with  this  committee  that  claimant 
is  a  constant  sufferer  from  disease  of  liver,  malarial  poisoning,  hem- 
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orrhoids,  disease  of  heart,  and  the  infirmities  incident  to  extreme  old 
age,  and  is  totally  disabled;  that  his  aged  wife  is  a  helpless  invalid, 
and  that  he  is  poor  and  with  no  other  income  than  his  pension.  It 
is  believed  that  his  condition  is  such  that  increase  to  $50  is  war¬ 
ranted,  his  disabilities  being  largely  of  service  origin. 

S.  5867.  Frederick  W.  Schaeffer,  of  Grants  Pass,  Oreg.,  served  as 
a  private  in  the  United  States  Marine  Corps  from  December  12, 
1864,  to  January  13,  1869,  and  was  honorably  discharged.  He  had 
previously  served  from  September  3,  1862,  to  June  15,  1863,  as  a 
private  in  Company  G,  Twenty-sixth  New  Jersey  Volunteer  In¬ 
fantry. 

He  is  at  present  in  receipt  of  a  pension  under  the  age-and-service 
act  of  May  11,  1912,  at  the  rate  of  $16  per  month.  (Certificate  No. 
415954.)  He  was  formerly  pensioned  at  $12  per  month  under  the 
act  of  February  6,  1907.  It  does  not  appear  from  the  papers  that 
he  ever  applied  for  pension  under  any  other  law. 

It  is  shown  by  medical  and  other  evidence  filed  with  this  com¬ 
mittee  that  claimant  is  nearly  70  years  of  age,  disabled  by  rheuma¬ 
tism  and  old  age,  and  in  such  crippled  and  feeble  condition  that  he 
is  entirely  incapacitated  for  performing  manual  labor,  and  can  only 
get  about  for  short  distances  with  the  aid  of  a  cane.  It  is  further 
shown  that  he  is  desperately  poor  and  without  means  of  support 
aside  from  his  small  pension.  On  account  of  claimant’s  advanced 
age,  total  disability,  and  extreme  poverty,  the  committee  report  the 
V  I  favorably  for  increase  of  pension  to  $30  per  month. 

S.  5868.  Catharine  Terwilger  is  the  widow  of  John  W.  Terwilger, 
fate  sergeant,  Company  F,  One  hundred  and  fifty-sixth  New  York 
Volunteer  Infantry,  who  enlisted  August  17,  1862,  and  was  killed  in 
1  attle  at  Winchester,  Va.,  September  17,  1864. 

Claimant  married  the  soldier  January  1,  1851.  The  pension  which 
she  draws  at  present  is  $12  per  month  under  the  general  law.  (Cer¬ 
tificate  No.  43230.) 

It  is  shown  by  medical  and  other  evidence  filed  with  this  com¬ 
mittee  that  claimant  is  88  years  of  ‘age;  that  she  is  a  sufferer  from 
senile  dementia  and  has  almost  entirely  lost  her  mind ;  and  that  she 
is  in  such  condition  that  she  must  be  cared  for  as  if  she  were  a  little 
child.  It  is  also  shown  that  claimant  is  in  destitute  circumstances 
land  without  property  or  income  aside  from  her  pension.  Her  case 
is  worthy  of  favorable  consideration,  and  the  committee  recommend 
increase  of  pension  to  $20  per  month. 

S.  5878.  Stephen  D.  Mitchell,  of  Berlin,  Wis.,  served  as  a  private 
in  Company  D,  Fiftieth  Wisconsin  Volunteer  Infantry.  He  enlisted 
February  15,  1865,  and  was  honorably  discharged  June  16,  1866. 

He  filed  and  established  a  claim  for  pension  under  the  general  law 
for  impaired  digestion  and  resulting  debility,  result  of  chronic  diar¬ 
rhea  and  bilious  fever,  and  was  originaly  pensioned  therefor  at  $2 
per  month  from  October  26,  1882,  increased  to  $6  March  23,  1887, 
and  to  $10  June  25,  1890.  Disease  of  heart,  rheumatism,  and  deaf- 
iness  alleged  as  results  were  said  by  the  medical  referee  not  to  be 
shown  results.  He  is  now  pensioned  under  the  age-and-service  act 
of  May  11,  1912,  at  the  rate  of  $16  per  month.  (Certificate  No. 
385208.) 
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Claimant  is  now  in  the  seventieth  year  of  his  age.  It  is  shown 
by  medical  evidence  filed  with  this  committee  that  he  is  a  sufferer 
from  chronic  heart  disease,  urinary  troubles,  impaired  digestion, 
diarrhea,  impaired  sight  and  hearing,  and  other  infirmities  of  age, 
and  is  totally  disabled  for  the  performance  of  manual  labor.  Neigh¬ 
bors  also  testify  that  claimant  is  incapacitated  for  labor  and  that  he 
is  poor  and  without  other  income  than  his  pension. 

On  account  of  soldier’s  age,  poverty,  and  total  disability,  the 
committee  report  the  bill  favorably,  with  recommendation  for  in¬ 
crease  of  pension  to  $24  per  month. 

S.  5889.  Benjamin  Williams,  of  Preston,  Idaho,  was  a  private  in 
Company  K,  Fourth  Regiment  Ohio  Volunteer  Cavalry.  He  en¬ 
listed  March  9,  1884,  and  was  discharged  to  date  July  15,  1865. 
After  the  war  he  enlisted  April  26,  1867,  in  the  Regular  Army  and 
served  to  May  1,  1870,  as  a  private  in  Company  D,  Thirteenth 
United  States  Infantry. 

Soldier  filed  a  claim  for  pension  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890, 
established  the  same,  and  was  originally  pensioned  under  said  act 
at  $12  per  month  from  July  10,  1890,  for  rheumatism  and  disease 
of  heart.  He  is  now  pensioned  under  the  age-and-service  act  of 
May  11,  1912,  at  the  rate  of  $16  per  month.  (Certificate  No.  762513.) 
His  application  for  a  pension  under  the  general  law  was  rejected  for 
the  reason  that  he  could  not  prove  that  his  disabilities  originated  in 
the  service. 

Soldier  is  now  upward  of  67  years  of  age.  He  has  not  been  ex¬ 
amined  by  a  board  of  Pension  Bureau  surgeons  in  many  years,  but 
evidence  filed  with  this  committee  shows  that  he  is  broken  in  health 
and  strength  and  totally  disabled,  and  a  physician  and  neighbors 
testify  that  he  is  unable  to  perform  manual  labor  and  at  times  is 
almost  unable  to  get  around.  It  further  appears  that  he  is  poor 
and  without  property  except  a  small  house  and  lot,  and  with  no  other 
means  of  support  than  his  pension. 

On  account  of  soldier’s  age,  poverty,  and  total  disability  for  earn¬ 
ing  his  support  by  his  own  manual  labor,  the  committee  report  the 
bill  favorably,  with  recommendation  for  increase  of  pension  to  $30 
per  month. 

S.  5895.  Ezra  W.  Con  ant.  of  Waterbury  Center,  Vt.,  was  a  private 
in  Company  B,  Tenth  Regiment  Vermont  Volunteer  Infantry.  He 
enlisted  in  the  Union  Army  July  14,  1862,  and  was  discharged 
October  19,  1864,  in  consequence  of  wound  received  in  action.  He 
has  a  record  of  wound  in  battle  at  Locust  Grove,  Va.,  November 
27,  1863. 

Soldier  filed  and  established  a  claim  for  pension  under  the  general 
law,  and  is  pensioned  by  certificate  No.  41681  at  $24  per  month  for 
gunshot  wound  of  left  shoulder  and  resulting  ankylosis  and  muscu¬ 
lar  atrophy,  and  disease  of  mouth,  result  of  scurvy,  which  originated 
in  the  service.  Pie  was  first  pensioned  at  $8  per  month  from  dis¬ 
charge;  increased  to  $12  June  4,  1873;  to  $14  December  15,  1887;  to 
$16  June  20,  1888;  and  to  $24  June  19,  1901.  Applications  for 
further  increase  were  rejected  July  25,  1906,  and  August  22,  1911. 
His  last  application  for  increase  was  rejected  December  19,  1913, 
on  the  ground  that  his  condition  was  largely  due  to  general  rheuma¬ 
tism,  disease  of  heart  and  lungs,  and  senile  degeneration. 
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When  this  claimant  was  last  medically  examined  September  8, 
1913,  he  was  rated  $30  on  gunshot  wound  of  left  shoulder  and  result¬ 
ing  ankylosis  and  muscular  atrophy;  $6  on  disease  of  mouth;  $50 
on  rheumatism;  $10  on  disease  of  heart;  and  $15  on  disease  of  lungs. 
The  concluding  paragraph  of  the  examining  surgeon’s  report  is  as 
follows : 

Tliis  claimant  is  so  disabled  from  gunshot  wound  of  left  shoulder  and  result¬ 
ing  ankylosis  and  atrophy  of  muscles  and  disease  of  chest  and  disease  of  mouth, 
result  of  scurvy,  as  to  require  the  frequent  and  periodical,  though  not  regular 
and  constant,  personal  aid  and  attendance  of  another  person,  and  is  entitled 
to  $50  a  month. 

Medical  and  other  evidence  filed  with  this  committee  is  to  the 
effect  that  claimant  is  totally  disabled,  is  unable  to  dress  or  feed 
himself,  and  requires  the  constant  services  of  an  attendant.  He  is 
72  years  of  age  and  very  poor,  being  entirely  dependent  upon  his 
pension  for  support.  It  is  believed  that  his  condition  is  such  that 
increase  to  $50  is  warranted,  his  disabilities  being  partly  of  service 
origin. 

S.  5900.  Laura  C.  Bailey,  of  503  West  Street,  Wilmington,  Del., 
is  the  widow  of  Charles  P.  Bailev,  who  served  as  a  private  in 
Company  H,  Twenty-ninth  Begiment  Pennsylvania  Volunteer  In¬ 
fantry.  Soldier  enlisted  June  6.  1864,  and  was  honorably  discharged 
and  mustered  out  July  17,  1885,  by  reason  of  the  close  of  the  war. 

He  filed  a  claim  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890.  established  the 
same,  and  was  originally  pensioned  under  said  act  at  $8  per  month 
from  January  6,  1894;  increased  to  $10  May  10,  1905,  and  to  $12 
April  25,  1908.  He  died  January  4,  1914. 

Claimant  married  the  soldier  May  20,  1891.  and  it  appears  that  she 
was  his  faithful  nurse  for  several  years,  he  being  invalid  and  help¬ 
less  and  requiring  her  constant  care  and  attention,  in  consequence  of 
which  her  health  became  very  much  impaired. 

She  has  never  applied  for  a  pension  under  the  general  law,  as  she 
can  not  prove  that  soldier’s  death  was  due  to  the  military  service, 
and  she  has  no  pensionable  status  under  the  act  of  April  19,  1908,  on 
account  of  her  having  married  the  soldier  subsequent  to  June  27, 
1890.  ' 

Claimant  is  58  years  of  age  and,  as  the  evidence  shows,  in  poor 
health  and  dependent  circumstances.  A  physician  and  several  neigh¬ 
bors  testify  that  she* is  physically  unable  to  do  manual  labor  for  her 
support,  and  that  she  is  left  without  property  or  other  means  and 
endeavors  to  support  herself  at  the  precarious  occupation  of  keep¬ 
ing  roomers  in  a  rented  house. 

The  committee  find  many  precedents  for  favorable  action  in  cases 
of  this  character  and  so  report  the  bill  with  recommendation  for 
pension  at  $12  per  month. 

S.  5901.  David  Frank,  of  Crocketts  Bluff,  Ark.,  served  as  a  second- 
class  private  in  Company  A,  First  Begiment  Michigan  Engineers 
and  Mechanics.  He  enlisted  August  15,  1864,  and  Served  until  the 
close  of  the  war,  being  honorably  discharged  June  6,  1865. 

He  never  applied  for  pension  under  the  general  law,  but  estab¬ 
lished  a  claim  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890,  and  was  originally  pen¬ 
sioned  under  said  act  at  $6  per  month  from  August  2,  1890,  which 
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was  increased  to  $12  April  26,  1904,  for  total  inability  to  earn  a 
support  by  manual  labor.  He  is  now  pensioned  under  the  age-and- 
service  act  of  May  11,  1912,  at  the  rate  of  $22.50  per  month.  (Cer¬ 
tificate  No.  870335.) 

It  is  shown  by  medical  and  other  evidence  filed  with  this  com¬ 
mittee  that  this  soldier  is  over  80  years  of  age,  physically  and  men¬ 
tally  broken  down,  and  in  such  condition  that  he  is  unable  to  per¬ 
form  any  kind  of  labor  or  even  to  care  for  himself.  He  has  been 
adjudged  in  the  probate  court  of  Arkansas  County,  Ark.,  as  weak- 
minded,  and  his  pension  is  now  being  paid  to  his  duly  appointed 
guardian.  It  is  also  shown  that  he  is  in  destitute  circumstances,  hav¬ 
ing  no  other  means  of  support  than  his  pension.  His  case  is  worthy 
of  favorable  consideration,  and  the  committee  report  the  bill  with 
recommendation  for  increase  of  pension  to  $30  per  month. 

S.  5961.  Harriet  J.  Weddle,  is  the  widow  of  John  ft.  Weddle,  who 
served  as  a  private  in  Company  C,  Ninth  Regiment  Missouri  State 
Militia  Cavalry.  He  enlisted  February  17,  1862,  and  was  discharged 
J anuary  21,  1865. 

Claimant  was  married  to  soldier  July  9,  1854.  Her  application  for 
pension  stands  denied  on  the  ground  that  she  is  unable  to  prove  that 
soldier  is  dead,  and  that  no  presumption  of  his  death  can  properly 
arise  in  the  case. 

It  appears  from  the  evidence  that  soldier  deserted  claimant  and 
his  family  in  the  vear  1873,  and  was  last  heard  of  through  third 
parties  in  1882.  There  is  but  little  doubt  that  he  is  dead,  as  it  has 
been  over  30  years  since  he  was  last  heard  from.  The  records  of 
the  Pension  Bureau  show  that  he  has  never  applied  for  pension,  and 
he  would  no  doubt  have  done  so  long  ago,  if  living,  as  he  would  now 
be  upward  of  80  years  of  age. 

Claimant  is  80  years  of  age  and  it  is  shown  by  evidence  filed  with 
this  committee  that  she  is  disabled  by  ill  health  and  old  age,  and  is 
physically  incapable  of  doing  any  work  to  support  herself.  It  is 
also  shown  that  she  is  in  destitute  circumstances  and  without 
property,  income,  or  means  of  support. 

I  he  committee  are  of  opinion  that  she  should  be  recognized  as 
the  soldier’s  widow  and  the  bill  is  reported  favorably  with  recom¬ 
mendation  for  pension  at  $12  per  month. 

S.  5964.  Amanda  F.  Powell,  of  Maysville,  Ivy.,  is  the  widow  of 
John  F.  Powell,  who  enlisted  September  30,  1861,  as  a  private  in 
Company  A,  Sixteenth  Kentucky  Volunteer  Infantry,  and  was  dis¬ 
charged  January  25,  1864,  for  physical  disability,  namely,  disease  of 
heart.  He  reenlisted  August  24,  1864,  as  a  landsman  in  the  United 
States  Navy,  and  served  until  the  close  of  the  war,  being  honorably 
discharged  July  3,  1865.  He  has  a  record  of  treatment  while  in  the 
service  for  chronic  diarrhea  and  intermittent  fever. 

Soldier  filed  and  established  a  claim  for  pension  under  the  general 
law  for  chronic  diarrhea  and  disease  of  lungs,  and  was  pensioned 
therefor  at  $2  per  month  from  discharge;  increased  to  $4  Octobed  17, 
1888;  to  $8  December  31,  1890;  to  $10  December  7,  1892;  and  t(0 
$30  April  21,  1897.  He  died  August  1,  1899,  of  disease  of  lungs, 
which  originated  in  the  service. 

Claimant  married  the  soldier  May  26,  1887.  She  filed  and  estab¬ 
lished  a  claim  for  pension  under  the  general  law  and  she  is  now  in 
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receipt  of  pension  at  the  rate  of  $12  per  month.  (Certificate  No. 
493705.) 

Claimant  is  57  years  of  age,  and  it  is  shown  by  medical  evidence 
filed  with  the  committee  that  she  is  almost  blind,  the  following  being 
the  report  of  the  physician : 

She  is  totally  blind  in  right  eye;  has  had  cataract  covering  one-half  of  left 
eye  for  14  years;  has  intermittent  heart  action  from  valvular  disease,  all  of 
svhich  is  progressive  and  hopelessly  unfitting  her  for  any  domestic  duty. 

The  testimony  further  shows  that  claimant  is  in  destitute  circum¬ 
stances,  having  no  property,  not  even  a  home,  and  being  entirely  de¬ 
pendent  upon  her  pension  for  support. 

In  view  of  soldier’s  long  and  honorable  service,  and  claimant’s 
physical  infirmities  and  extreme  poverty,  the  committee  report  the 
bill  favorably,  with  recommendation  for  increase  of  pension  to  $20 
per  month. 

S.  5965.  King  R.  Olmstead,  of  Long  Beach,  Cal.,  was  a  private  in 
Company  D,  Third  Regiment  Michigan  Volunteer  Infantry.  He 
[was  a  good  soldier  and  has  a  good  record,  having  enlisted  March  8, 
4862,  and  being  honorably  discharged  March  5,  1865.  He  has  a 
record  of  wound  in  battle  at  the  Wilderness,  Va.,  May  5,  1861. 

Soldier  is  at  present  in  receipt  of  pension  under  the  age-and-serv- 
ice  act  of  May  11,  1912,  at  the  rate  of  $21  per  month.  (Certificate 
No.  139531.)  'He  was  originally  pensioned  under  the  general  law  for 
shell  wound  of  right  shoulder  at  $2  per  month  from  discharge;  in¬ 
creased  to  $1  December  13,  1878;  to  $8  March  21,  1881;  to  $12  March 
1,  1899,  and  to  $17  December  10,  1902.  Claim  for  further  increase 
under  the  general  law  was  rejected  July  26,  1912,  and  claim  for  total 
disability  rating  under  the  act  of  May  11,  1912,  was  rejected  on  the 
ground  that  claimant  was  not  wholly  unfit  for  manual  labor  by  rea¬ 
son  of  pensioned  cause,  namely,  shell  wound  of  right  shoulder. 

Claimant  is  now  upward  of  71  years  of  age.  It  appears  from  the 
last  report  of  the  board  of  examining  surgeons,  June  5,  1912,  that  he 
was  disabled  bv  shell  wound  of  right  shoulder,  enlarged  prostate, 
and  senile  debility,  and  was  practically  unable  to  perform  manual 
labor.  Medical  evidence  filed  with  this  committee  shows  that  claim¬ 
ant  suffers  from  shell  wound  of  right  shoulder  and  results,  partial 
paralysis  of  left  side,  rheumatism,  and  neuralgia,  and  is  totally  in¬ 
capacitated  for  performing  any  manual  labor.  It  is  also  in  evidence 
that  he  is  financially  poor,  being  almost  entirely  dependent  upon  his 
pension  for  support. 

On  account  of  soldier’s  advanced  age,  long  and  honorable  service, 
bis  necessitous  circumstances,  and  total  disability  for  manual  labor, 
partly  due  to  wound  received  in  battle,  the  committee  report  the 
bill  favorably,  with  recommendation  for  increase  of  pension  to  $36 
per  month. 

S.  5976.  John  S.  Perriton,  of  Huron,  S.  Dak.,  was  a  private  in 
Company  H,  Seventh  Regiment  Iowa  Volunteer  Infantry.  He  en¬ 
listed  July  15,  1861,  and  was  discharged  March  24,  1862,  on  surgeon's 
certificate  on  account  of— 

disability  caused  by  gunshot  wound  penetrating  both  maximilla,  entering  near 
the  right  angle  of  inferior  maxilla  and  issuing  at  the  inner  angle  of  right  eye; 
^disability  total. 
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I^e  was  shot  in  the  face  in  battle  at  Belmont,  Mo.,  November  7 

1801.  ’ 

Soldier  was  originally  pensioned  under  the  general  law  for  gun¬ 
shot  wound  of  face  at  $6  per  month  from  discharge;  increased  to  $8 
September  11,  1877,  to  $10  May  14,  1884,  to  $16  June  1,  1887,  and  to 
$17  November  2,  1904.  He  is  now  pensioned  under  the  age-and- 
service  act  of  May  11,  1912,  at  the  rate  of  $19  per  month.  (Certifi- S 
cate  No.  83222.)  Claim  for  total  disability  rating  under  the  act  of 
May  11,  1912,  was  rejected  on  the  ground  that  claimant  was  not 
shown  to  be  unfit  for  manual  labor  by  reason  of  pensioned  cause, 
namely,  gunshot  wound  of  face. 

Soldier  is  now  in  the  seventy-second  year  of  his  age.  It  appears 
from  the  report  of  the  last  board  of  examining  surgeons,  November 
2,  1904,  that  he  was  disabled  by  gunshot  wound  of  face,  rheumatism, 
and  partial  deal  ness,  and  was  practically  unable  to  earn  a  support 
by  manual  labor.  The  medical  evidence  filed  with  the  committee  is 
as  follows :

Benjamin  Thomas,  M.  D.,  being  first  duly  sworn,  on  oath  says  that  he  is  a 
regularly  licensed  and  practicing  physician  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of 
South  Dakota,  and  th;  t  he  is  engaged  in  the  practice  of  his  profession  at  the 
city  of  Huron,  in  said  State;  that  on  May  28,  1914.  and  also  on  June  8,  1914, 
l;e  made  an  examination  of  John  S.  Perriton,  of  Huron,  S.  Dak.,  concerning 
injuries  received  by  the  said  John  S.  Perriton  by  the  reason  of  an  apparent 
gunshot  wound  claimed  to  li  ve  been  received  by  him  at  the  battle  of  Belmont, 
Mo.,  on  November  7,  1831,  and  while  in  the  United  States  service  as  a  member 
of  Company  II,  Seventh  Iowa  Volunteer  Infantry.  Prom  such  examination 
affi  nt  finds  such  wound  to  have  been  inflicted  by  a  projecti’e  passing  through 
j  -w  from  the  right  side,  which  passed  through  the  roof  of  the  mouth  and 
passed  out  about  one-half  inch  below  the  corner  of  the  left  eye;  that  affiant 
has  before  acted  as  physician  for  said  John  S.  Perriton;  and  that  he  has  for 
some  time  been  suffering  from  otitis  media,  caused  by  the  abnormal  cicatrized 
condition  of  the  nns  1  fossae  as  a  result  of  said  wound.  Affiant  further  says 
that  the  condition  above  referred  to  is  such  that  it  would  be  impossible  for  said 
John  8.  Perriton  to  properly  masticate  any  solid  food,  and  this,  in  connection 
with  the  condition  of  the  nasal  fossae  as  above  described,  necessarily  incapaci¬ 
tates  him  for  manual  labor.

I.  John  S.  Perriton.  being  first  duly  sworn,  on  oath  depose  and  say: 

That  I  was  born  December  23,  1842;  that  I  enlisted  on  the  16th  day  of  July, 
1861,  in  Company  H  of  the  Seventh  Iowa  Infantry  Volunteers;  on  the  7th  day 
of  November,  1881,  I  was  wounded  at  the  Battle  of  Belmont,  Mo.,  receiving  a 
gunshot  wound  in  the  right  jaw.  which  passed  through  the  roof  of  my  mouth, 
coming  out  one-half  inch  below  the  corner  of  the  left  eye.  When  I  fell  I  fell 
on  the  root  of  a  large  tree,  striking  me  in  the  month  and  causing  a  rupture 
of  the  facial  artery,  which  caused  aneurism.  The  date  of  my  discharge  was 
March  22,  1862,  but  I  did  not  leave  the  service  until  one  month  later.  As  one 
result  of  the  wound  received  by  me  at  the  Battle  of  Belmont,  my  teeth  all 
became  loose  and  nearly  all  lost,  and  my  mouth  and  jaws  were  left  in  such  con¬ 
dition  that  I  can  not  and  never  have  been  able  to  have  fitted  any  artificial 
teeth,  and  have  been  unable  to  eat  solid  food  for  50  years  or  more,  and  have 
suffered  much  from  indigestion  and  dyspepsia.  I  am  unable,  on  account  of  such 
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ljuries  and  age,  to  perform  physical  labor.  1  have  no  real  property  of  any 
haracter  and  no  income-producing  personal  property,  and  my  total  income 
esides  pension  does  not  exceed  $280  a  year.

S.  5983.  Samuel  L.  Cole  is  shown  by  the  War  Department  records 
d  have  enlisted  August  12,  1863,  as  a  private  in  Company  H,  One 
undred  and  eighteenth  Indiana  Volunteer  Infantry,  and  to  have 
een  honorably  discharged  March  3,  1864.  He  again  enlisted,  Janu- 
ry  10,  1865,  and  was  mustered  in  as  private  in  the  Seventy-ninth 
ndiana  Volunteer  Infantry,  and  was  honorably  mustered  out  Mav 
T,  1865. 

Soldier  filed  and  established  a  claim  for  pension  under  the  general 
iw  for  bronchitis,  disease  of  stomach  and  bowels,  and  nervous  dis- 
rder,  and  is  pensioned  therefor  (certificate  No.  253832)  at  the  rate 
f  $24  per  month.  He  was  first  pensioned  at  $2  per  month  from 
ischarge;  increased  to  $6  March  10,  1887;  to  $10  July  31,  1889: 
d  $17  January  28,  1891;  and  to  $24  October  2,  1901.  Applications 
Dr  further  increase  were  rejected  August  7,  1903,  and  August  12, 
E>08.  His  last  application  for  increase,  filed  March  2,  1911,  was 
ejected  May  10,  1911. 

When  this  claimant  was  last  medically  examined,  March  22,  1911, 
e  was  rated  $10  on  heart  disease,  $17  on  disease  of  lungs,  $17  on 
iisease  of  stomach  and  bowels,  and  $17  on  nervous  disorder.  The 
oncluding  paragraph  of  the  examining  surgeons’  report  was  as 
dIIows  : 


This  claimant  is  so  disabled  from  disease  of  lungs,  disease  of  digestive  sys- 
im,  disease  of  nervous  system,  and  weak  heart  as  to  be  incapacitated  to  per- 
>rm  any  manual  labor,  and  is  entitled  to  $30  per  month. 

Medical  and  other  evidence  filed  with  this  committee  confirms  the 
ndings  of  the  examining  surgeons  that  claimant  is  totally  disabled 
Dr  the  performance  of  any  manual  labor.  He  is  66  years  of  age  and 
ery  poor,  being  partly  dependent  upon  the  charity  of  friends  for 

ipport. 

I  It  is  believed  that  his  condition  is  such  that  increase  to  $36  is  war- 
mted,  his  disabilities  being  of  service  origin. 

S.  Rept.  842,  63-3 - 4 
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S.  5991.  Egbert  W.  Reed,  of  Los  Angeles,  Cal.,  served  as  a  privat 
in  Company  A,  Hatch’s  Independent  Battalion,  Minnesota  Voluntee 
Cavalry,  lie  enlisted  July  20,  1863,  and  was  honorably  discharge 
and  mustered  out  June  5,  1866,  having  served  nearly  three  years. 

He  filed  a  claim  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890,  established  th 
same,  and  was  originally  pensioned  under  said  act  at  the  rate  of  $1 
per  month.  He  is  now  pensioned  under  the  age-and-service  act  o 
May  11,  1912,  at  the  rate  of  $18  per  month.  (Certificate  No.  616856.  ;j 
He  also  applied  for  pension  under  the  general  law,  but  his  appli | 
cation  was  rejected  because  it  was  not  proven  that  he  was  disable* j 
from  causes  of  service  origin. 

This  claimant  is  now  about  67  years  of  age.  It  is  shown  by  medical 
evidence  filed  with  this  committee  that  he  is  totally  disabled  an* 
entirely  helpless  from  paralysis,  the  following  being  the  report  o| 
the  physician : 

He  is  confined  to  a  wheel  chair  all  of  the  time  because  of  a  paralytic  cond 
tion  which  has  affected  his  limbs  so  that  he  can  not  stand  upon  them  at  al 
and  which  has  affected  his  arms  in  such  a  manner  that  he  can  use  them  onl 
by  bracing  them  against  the  arms  of  his  wheel  chair.  The  arms  and  limbs  ai 
all  very  much  atrophied  in  size,  there  being  very  little  muscular  substance  let 
apon  them. 

Neighbors  testify  that  soldier  is  absolutely  and  entirely  helpless 
that  he  owns  his  home;  that  aside  from  his  pension  he  has  onl; 
an  income  of  about  $30  per  month,  and  that  he  has  a  wife  an* 
young  child  dependent  upon  him  for  support. 

Because  of  soldier’s  long  and  honorable  service  and  his  helpless 
ness,  the  committee  recommend  an  increase  of  his  pension  to  $40  pe 
month. 

S.  6001.  James  S.  Crockett,  of  Frankfort,  Me.,  was  a  private  i 
Company  H,  Second  Maine  Volunteer  Cavalry.  He  enlisted  Decern 
ber  4,  1863,  and  was  honorably  discharged  December  6,  1865,  havin 
served  two  years.  •  i 

He  filed  and  established  a  claim  for  pension  under  the  general  la^ 
for  malarial  poisoning  and  resulting  disease  of  heart  and  liver  and  i 
pensioned  therefor  at  the  rate  of  $24  per  month.  (Certificate  N( 
363651.)  He  was  first  pensioned  at  $4  per  month  from  June  1( 
1886;  increased  to  $6  February  15,  1888;  to  $10  January  9,  1889;  t 
$12  January  15,  1890;  to  $14  July  15,  1891;  to  $17  July  3,  1901;  an 
to  $24  April  6,  1910.  Claim  for  total-disability  rating  under  the  ac 
of  May  11,  1912,  was  rejected  on  the  ground  that  soldier  was  no 
shown  to  be  unfit  for  manual  labor  by  reason  of  pensioned  causes 
namely,  malarial  poisoning  and  resulting  disease  of  heart  and  liver. 

Claimant  is  now  nearly  69  years  of  age.  It  appears  from  his  las 
medical  examination,  taken  August  6,  1913,  that  he  was  sufferinj 
from  malarial  poisoning  and  results,  and  the  examining  surgeon 
reported  that  “  in  our  opinion  is  unable  to  do  manual  labor.”  Med 
leal  evidence  fhed  with  this  committee  shows  that  claimant  is  unabl 
to  do  manual  labor  by  reason  of  heart  trouble,  disease  of  liver,  an< 
gastritis.  Evidence  filed  with  the  committee  further  shows  tha 
claimant  owns  no  property  and  is  entirely  dependent  upon  his  pen 
sion  for  support. 

In  view  of  soldier’s  advanced  age,  his  faithful  and  honorable  serv 
ice  of  two  years,  his  poverty  and  total  disability  for  manual  labor 
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lue  to  causes  of  service  origin,  the  committee  recommend  increase 
>f  pension  to  $30  per  month. 

S.  6006.  Mary  J.  Sanders,  of  33  South  Spring  Street,  Concord, 
N.  H.,  is  the  former  widow  of  Nathan  Hardy,  late  private  in  Com- 
>any  C,  Thirteenth  Regiment  New  Hampshire  Volunteer  Infantry, 
vho  enlisted  August  19,  1862,  and  who  died  January  15,  1865,  of 
;hronic  diarrhea  contracted  in  the  service  and  line  of  duty. 

Claimant  married  the  soldier  May  8,  1862.  She  was  pensioned 
rom  his  death  (certificate  No.  48881)  at  $8  per  month  to  March  31, 
.869,  Avhen  she  remarried  to  one  Daniel  Sanders. 

Claimant’s  second  husband  died  October  15,  1878,  and  upon  appli- 
:ation  and  proof  that  she  remained  a  widow  her  pension  was  re¬ 
newed  under  the  remarried  widows’  act  of  March  3,  1901,  at  $12  per 
nonth,  which  is  the  rate  she  is  now  receiving. 

Claimant  is  over  73  years  of  age,  and  evidence  filed  with  the  com- 
nittee  shows  that  she  is  failing  in  health  and  strength  and  is  in  such 
Ln  enfeebled  condition  that  she  can  do  nothing  toward  earning  a 
iving  and  is  hardly  able  physically  to  care  for  herself.  It  further 
Appears  that  she  is  in  destitute  circumstances  and  without  property 
>r  other  income  than  the  pension  she  is  now  receiving,  namely,  $12 
)er  month. 

In  Anew  of  the  soldier’s  long  and  honorable  seiwice  and  in  con¬ 
sideration  of  the  claimant's  ad^ranced  age,  physical  infirmities,  and 
xtreme  poverty,  the  committee  report  the  bill  faAmrably  with  recom- 
nendation  for  increase  of  pension  to  $20  per  month. 

S.  6010.  Charles  A.  Dick,  of  Independence,  Oreg.,  Avas  a  private  in 
Company  K,  Thirty-third  Regiment  Missouri  Volunteer  Infantry. 
Ie  enlisted  August  20,  1862,  and  was  discharged  February  20,  1863, 
or  physical  disability,  namely,  pneumonia,  and  chronic  diarrhea. 

He  is  at  present  in  receipt  of  a  pension  under  the  age-and-serATice 
ct  of  May  11,  1912,  at  the  rate  of  $19  per  month.  (Certificate  No. 
>99469. )  He  was  formerly  pensioned  under  the  general  laAv  at  $17 
>er  month  for  chronic  diarrhea  and  bronchitis,  with  resulting  naso- 
»haryngeal  catarrh  and  resulting  seArere  deafness  of  left  ear  and 
light  deafness  of  right  ear.  Claim  for  total  disability  rating  under 
he  act  of  May  11,  1912,  was  rejected  on  the  ground  that  claimant  Avas 
lot  shown  to  be  unfit  for  manual  labor  by  reason  of  pensioned  causes. 

This  claimant  is  now  upward  of  72  years  of  age.  When  last  ex¬ 
amined,  December  4,  1907,  he  was  rated  $17  on  chronic  diarrhea ;  $10 
*n  bronchitis;  $6  on  catarrh;  $6  on  deafness,  and  $17  on  heart  dis- 
ase.  Medical  evidence  filed  with  this  committee  shows  that  claimant 
s  totally  disabled  for  performing  manual  labor  by  reason  of  naso- 
)haryngeal  catarrh,  deafness,  heart  trouble,  and  dysentery,  together 
nth  the  general  effects  of  old  age.  It  is  further  shown  that  claim- 
nt  is  poor  and  without  property  except  a  small  frame  house  and 
nth  no  other  means  of  support  than  his  pension.  It  is  believed  that 
nis  condition  is  such  that  increase  to  $30  is  warranted,  his  disabilities 
I'eing  of  service  origin. 

S.  6013.  Fenton  Butterfield,  of  Ogden,  Utah,  enlisted  April  21, 
861,  as  a  private  in  Company  K,  Seventeenth  Indiana  Volunteer  In- 
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fantry,  and  was  discharged  September  1,  1861,  on  surgeon’s  certifi 
cate  of  disability,  in  which  the  surgeon  of  his  regiment  said : 

Necrosis  of  the  tibia  and  fibula,  which  is  painful  at  all  times  and  increase  | 
on  locomotion  and  is  of  a  lasting  nature,  from  which  fact  I  recommend  a  fur 
lough. 

The  captain  of  his  company  said : 

Disease  of  the  lower  extremities  of  long  standing,  which  has  been  increases 
in  severity  since  his  enlistment. 

He  again  enlisted  October  23,  1861,  in  the  Seventh  Battery  Indian! 
Volunteer  Light  Artillery  and  served  over  three  years  as  a  private 
arid  noncommissioned  officer  in  that  organization,  being  honorabbi 
discharged  December  7,  1864.  There  is  a  record  of  scurvy  and  spraii 
of  left  ankle  in  this  service. 

Soldier  filed  a  claim  under  the  general  law  July  5,  1866,  and  hi 
claim  was  admitted  in  August,  1869,  and  he  was  pensioned  for  injury 
of  left  leg  and  resulting  disease  of  same  at  $6  per  month  from  dab 
of  discharge;  increased  to  $12  August  13,  1884,  and  to  $24  Decern  be’ 
23, 1896.  His  name  was  dropped  from  the  roll  in  1911  on  the*  grounc 
that  the  disability  antedated  his  enlistment. 

Soldier  filed  a  claim  under  the  act  of  May  11,  1912,  establishec 
the  same,  and  it  was  admitted  at  $25  per  month  from  August  16, 1912 
and  $30  per  month  from  April  17,  1914,  but  payment  has  ever  sinci; 
been  withheld  to  recover  the  amount  which  is  said  to  have  been  erro 
neously  paid  him  under  the  general  law.  At  the  present  rate  of  pen 
sion  this  man  would  have  to  live  to  be  about  95  years  of  age  before 
he  could  receive  anything  more  from  the  Government. 

Soldier  alleged  that  his  left  leg  was  injured  by  a  log  at  Chea 
Mountain,  W.  Va,,  about  September  1,  1861,  while  assisting  to  cleai 
out  a  new  road.  He  ivas  corroborated  by  the  testimony  of  his  captaii 
and  surgeon  and  his  claim  was  admitted,  notwithstanding  which  hi; 
name  was  dropped  from  the  roll  over  40  years  later  on  the  grounc 
that  his  disability  existed  before  his  enlistment. 

This  man  was  admitted  to  the  service  as  qualified  for  duty  twice 
He  served  in  all  about  three  years  and  a  half.  The  act  of  May  11, 1912 
under  which  he  is  now  pensioned,  but  under  which  he  is  receiving 
no  pension,  was  passed  for  the  purpose  of  providing  additional  aic 
for  old  soldiers  to  keep  them  from  being  compelled  to  go  to  the 
poorhouse.  This  man  is  over  75  years  of  age,  crippled  by  loss  oi 
left  leg  below  the  knee,  and  unable  to  do  any  manual  labor.  The 
evidence  filed  with  the  committee  shows  that  he  is  destitute  of  prop 
erty  or  income,  and  is  without  means  of  support.  He  will  not  live 
long  enough  to  get  any  help  from  the  Government,  unless  relief  k 
afforded  him  by  special  act  of  Congress.  The  committee  repori 
the  bill  favorably  for  pension  at  $30  per  month  without  furthei 
deduction  on  account  of  pension  heretofore  paid  him. 

S.  6014.  Margaret  Sheridan,  of  Fargo,  N.  Dak.,  is  the  widow  oi 
James  Sheridan,  who  enlisted  December  28,  1863,  as  a  private  ii 
Company  F,  Second  Wisconsin  Volunteer  Cavalry,  and  was  honor 
ably  discharged  August  17,  1865,  by  reason  of  the  close  of  the  war 
He  has  a  record  of  treatment  in  the  service  for  rheumatism. 

Soldier  never  made  application  for  pension,  notwithstanding  he 
was  clearly  entitled  to  one  from  date  of  discharge  to  death.  He  died 
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Tuly  25,  1871,  of  disease  of  heart,  result  of  rheumatism  which  origi 
iated  in  the  service. 

Claimant  married  the  soldier  November  24,  1850.  and  was  left  at 
iome  with  four  minor  children  to  care  for  and  support  during  his 
service  at  the  front.  She  filed  and  established  a  claim  for  pension 
inder  the  general  law,  and  she  is  now  in  receipt  of  pension  at  tht 
•ate  of  $12  per  month.  (Certificate  No.  190684.) 

It  is  shown  bv  evidence  filed  in  her  case  that  she  is  80  years  old, 
lisabled  by  ill  health  and  old  age,  and  in  such  an  enfeebled  condition 
hat  she  can  do  absolutely  nothing  toward  earning  a  support,  and  is 
mder  a  physician’s  care  all  the  time.  It  further  appears  that  she 
s  desperately  poor  and  without  property  except  a  small  cottage 
iome,  and  with  no  other  means  of  support  than  her  pension.  Her 
ase  is  eminently  worthy  of  favorable  consideration,  and  the  com- 
nittee  recommend  increase  of  pension  to  $20  per  month. 

S.  6017.  Elizabeth  Buckless  is  the  widow  of  Henry  S.  Buckless, 
ate  acting  master’s  mate.  United  States  Navy. 

Claimant’s  husband  enlisted  February  15,  1862,  and  was  honor- 
ibly  discharged  February  15,  1865,  having  served  three  years.  He 
iled  a  claim  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890,  established  the  same,  and 
vas  origin  all  v  pensioned  under  said  act  at  $8  per  month  from  August 
>8,  1891;  increased  to  $10  January  31,  1903.  and  to  Sl2  July  13,  1905. 

le  died  June  17,  1906.  * 

Claimant  married  the  sailor  May  6,  1865,  and  she  is  now  in  receipt 
if  pension  under  the  act  of  April  19,  1908,  at  the  rate  of  $12  per 
nonth.  (Certificate  No.  18250.)  She  was  formerly  pensioned  under 
;he  act  of  June  27.  1890.  at  $8  per  month,  the  evidence  filed  in  her 
ilaim  showing  that  she  was  in  dependent  circumstances  and  without 

Droperty  or  other  means  of  support. 

Claimant  is  70  years  of  age,  and  it  is  shown  by  medical  evidence 
iled  with  this  committee  that  she  is  invalid  and  almost  a  helpless 
cripple  from  fracture  of  right  hip  of  five  years’  standing;  that  she 
s.  further  enfeebled  by  arteriosclerosis,  dropsy  of  limbs,  and  failing 
bearing.  The  evidence  further  shows  that  she  has  no  property  and 
ao  income  except  the  pension  she  is  receiving,  namely,  $12  per  month. 

In  view  of  the  sailor’s  long  and  honorable  service  and  the  claim- 
iant’s  advanced  age.  helplessness,  and  poverty,  the  committee  report 
the  bill  favorably,  with  recommendation  for  increase  of  pension  to 
£20  per  month. 

S.  6018.  Martha  V.  Coleman  (nee  Hudson)  was  matron  and  nurse 
in  Adams  General  and  Officers’  Hospitals  at  Memphis,  Tenn.  She 
served  from  January  10  to  September  5,  1863,  and  while  so  serving 
contracted  typhoid  fever,  in  consequence  of  which  her  health  became 
seriously  impaired.  She  had  two  brothers  in  the  I  nion  Army  during 
the  war,  both  of  whom  died  in  the  service. 

The  pension  which  the  claimant  draws  at  present  is  $12  per  month. 
(Certificate  No.  418231.)  That  is  the  pension  provided  by  the  act  of 
August  5,  1892,  for  Army  nurses  of  the  Civil  War  who  served  six 
months.  It  appears,  however,  that  she  is  76  years  of  age,  no  longer 
able  to  work,  and  in  very  destitute  circumstances.  She  formerly  sup¬ 
ported  herself  at  sewing,  but  her  hands  have  become  partially  para- 
tlyzed,  rendering  anv  work  of  that  kind  now  impossible.  She  has  no 
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other  means  of  support  than  the  pension  she  is  now  receiving,  namely. 
$12  per  month. 

The  following  is  her  sworn  statement  accompanying  the  bill : 
District  of  Columbia,  Washington ,  D.  C.,  ss: 

Martha  V.  Coleman,  being  duly  sworn,  upon  her  oath  says  that  she  is  and 
has  been  for  the  past  50  years  a  resident  of  the  city  of  Washington,  D.  C. ;  that 
she  is  76  years  of  age;  that  she  served  as  a  nurse  in  the  Union  Army  during 
the  Civil  War,  and  is  now  pensioned  therefor  at  the  rate  of  $12  per  month;  that 
she  has  always  been  able  to  make  her  living  by  sewing  until  the  last  few  months, 
when  her  hands  have  both  become  partially  paralyzed  and  she  is  unable  now  to 
do  any  sewing  or  work  of  any  kind.  By  reason  of  her  present  physical  disabil¬ 
ities  and  her  age  she  is  totally  incapacitated  for  the  performance  of  labor  and 
unable  to  earn  any  income  whatever;  that  she  has  no  property,  real  or  per¬ 
sonal,  and  is  dependent  entirely  upon  her  pension  of  $12  per  month  to  care  for 
and  support  her. 

Affiant  further  says  that  she  had  two  brothers,  Charles  and  William  Hudson, 
who  enlisted  in  the  Union  Army  during  the  Civil  War  with  an  Illinois  regiment, 
and  that  both  died  in  the  service.

The  committee  report  the  bill  favorably,  with  recommendation 
for  increase  of  pension  to  $20  per  month. 

S.  6023.  Emma  S.  Rowe,  of  Littleton,  N.  H.,  is  the  widow  of 
John  M.  Rowe,  who  served  as  a  private  in  Company  C,  Thirteenth 
Regiment  New  Hampshire  Volunteer  Infantry.  He  enlisted  August 
16,  1862,  and  was  honorably  discharged  June  23,  1865,  by  reason 
of  the  close  of  the  war.  He  had  a  hospital  record  of  treatment  from 
April,  1864,  to  discharge,  for  intermittent  fever  and  gravel,  and  it 
is  in  evidence  that  he  suffered  while  in  service  from  dropsy,  malaria, 
and  rheumatism. 

Soldier  was  originally  pensioned  under  the  general  law  for  shell 
wound  of  back  resulting  in  sciatica,  at  $4  per  month  from  discharge, 
which  was  increased  to  $8  May  6,  1891.  On  May  2,  1903,  he  was 
allowed  $12  per  month  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890,  on  account 
of  total  inability  to  earn  a  support  by  manual  labor.  He  was  pen¬ 
sioned  at  the  time  of  his  death  at  $30  per  month  under  the  age  and 
service  act  of  May  11,  1912.  (Certificate  No.  225977.)  He  died 
February  10,  1914,  aged  nearly  86  years. 

Claimant  married  the  soldier  November  2,  1895.  She  has  never 
applied  for  pension  under  the  general  law  as  she  can  not  prove  that 
soldier’s  death  was  due  to  the  military  service  and  she  has  no  pen¬ 
sionable  status  under  the  act  of  April  19,  1908,  on  account  of  her 
having  married  the  soldier  subsequent  to  June  27,  1890. 

It  is  shown  by  evidence  filed  with  this  committee  that  claimant 
is  78  years  of  age,  invalid,  and  disabled  by  ill  health  and  old  age, 
is  in  such  feeble  condition  that  she  can  do  absolutely  nothing 
toward  earning  a  support,  and  is  constantly  under  the  doctor’s  care. 
It  is  also  shown  that  she  is  left  penniless  and  wholly  without  estate 
or  income  of  any  kind. 

We  find  precedents  for  favorable  action  in  cases  of  this  character 
and  the  committee  report  the  bill  with  recommendation  for  pension 
at  $12  per  month. 
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S.  6038.  Martha  J.  Bretney,  of  Lebanon,  Ky.,  is  the  widow  of 
Cdwin  V.  Bretney,  who  enlisted  December  17,  1861,  as  a  private  in 
yomnanv  G,  Forty-eighth  Ohio  Volunteer  Infantry,  and  was  mus- 
erecfout  April  24,  1862.  He  again  enlisted  May  2  1864,  as  a  pn- 
ate  in  Company  E,  One  hundred  and  fifty-second  Regiment  Ohio 
Rational  Guard  Infantry,  and  was  honorably  discharged  September 

1864.  He  died  September  4,  1910,  being  at  the  time  of  his  death 
’pensioner  under  the  age  or  service  act  of  February  6,  190 1,  at  the 

ate  of  $12  per  month.  _  _  .  . 

Claimant  married  the  soldier  January  24,  1869,  and  she  is  m  re- 
eipt  of  pension  at  the  rate  of  $12  per  month  under  the  act  of  April 
9  1908.  (Certificate  No.  732823.)  She  is  69  years  of  age,  and 
nedical  evidence  filed  with  this  committee  shows  that  she  is  dis- 
bled  by  ill  health  and  old  age  from  earning  a  living,  the  following 
>eing  the  report  of  her  physician : 

Bv  reason  of  age  and  various  disabilities  she  is  no  longer  able  to  perform  the 
fork  devolved  upon  her,  and  by  reason  of  disabilities  of  many  years  duration 
be  is  unable  to  perform  tbe  duties  of  her  borne,  and  consequently  she  requires 
ome  one  to  live  with  her  and  to  administer  to  her  wants. 

Evidence  filed  with  the  committee  shows  that  claimant  has  no 
stocks,  bonds,  or  investments  from  which  she  derives  an  income; 
;hat  her  income  from  all  sources  does  not  amount  to  $2o0  a  year,  and. 
;hat  the  pension  she  now  receives  practically  constitutes  her  only 

nThe  committee  recommend  an  increase  to  $20  per  month  for  widow, 

S.  6044.  Peter  M.  Fritts,  of  Roseburg,  Oreg.,  served  as  a  private, 
orporal,  and  sergeant  in  Company  H,  Twenty-fourth  Missouri  v  oh 
nteer  Infantry.  He  enlisted  September  14,  1861,  and  was  dis- 
harged  December  22,  1862,  on  surgeon’s  certificate  of  disability  on 
ccount  of  gunshot  wound  of  left  thigh  received  m  battle  at  I  ea 
iidge,  Ark.,  March  7,  1862. 

Soldier  was  orginally  pensioned  under  the  general  law  at  $2  pei 
nonth  from  discharge  for  gunshot  wound  of  left  thigh;  increased  to 
;4  August  19,  1874,  and  to  $8  February  2,  1887,  for  gunshot  wound  of 
eft  thigh  and  resulting  atrophy  of  same.  On  January  19,  1891,  he 
vas  pensioned  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890,  at  $12  per  month  on 
iccount  of  disability  from  gunshot  wound  of  left  thigh,  rheumatism, 
tnd  lumbago.  He  is  now  pensioned  under  the  age-and-service  act  of 
May  11, 1912,  at  the  rate  of  $20  per  month.  (Certificate  A o.  133096. ) 

This  claimant  is  nearly  75  years  of  age.  He  has  not  been  ex- 
rniined  by  Pension  Bureau  surgeons  since  June  24,  1891,  when  he 
iva-s  rated  $8  on  gunshot  wound  of  leH  thigh,  $4  on  atrophy  ,$  l  oi 
rheumatism,  and  $4  on  lumbago.  Medical  evidence  filed  with  this 
committee  shows  that  claimant  is  broken  down  and  totally  disabled 
bv  old  age,  gunshot  wound  of  left  thigh,  rheumatism,  lumbago,  an 
varicose  veins  of  both  legs,  and  is  wholly  unable  to  earn  a  livelihood 
by  manual  labor.  Neighbors  also  testify  that  claimant  is  unable  to 
perform  manual  labor,  and  that  he  has  no  property  except  a  sma 
home,  and  no  other  income  than  his  pension  for  the  support  or  him¬ 
self  and  wdfe.  ,  J  , 

On  account  of  claimant’s  advanced  age,  poverty,  wound  received 

in  battle,  and  total  disability  for  earning  a  support  by  his  own 
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manual  labor,  the  committee  recommend  increase  of  pension  to  $80 
per  month  as  proposed  in  the  bill. 

S.  6049  Calvin  Barker,  of  Promise  City,  Iowa,  is  shown  by  the! 
records  of  the  War  Department  to  have  enlisted  September  1,  1861. 
as  a  private  in  Company  I,  Fourth  Iowa  Volunteer  Infantry,  and  to 
ha\e  been  honorably  discharged  April  10,  1862,  on  account  of  pro¬ 
tracted  illness.  He  again  enlisted  October  16,  1864,  as  a  private  in 
Company  H.  Sixteenth  Iowa  Volunteer  Infantry,  and  served  until 
the  close  of  the  war,  being  honorably  discharged  July  19,  1865.  He 
lias  a  record  of  treatment  in  the  service  for  chronic  pneumonia, 
cough,  pain  in  side,  and  debility. 

Soldier  is  now.  and  has  been  since  February  25,  1907,  a  pensioner 
under  special  act  at  the  rate  of  $30  per  month.  (Certificate  No. 
437644.)  Prior  thereto  he  was  pensioned  under  the  general  law  at 
$12  per  month  for  disease  of  left  eye  and  resulting  loss  of  sight  oi 
same,  which  originated  in  the  service. 

Soldier  is  now  about  78  years  of  age.  It  is  shown  by  medical  and 
other  evidence  filed  with  this  committee  that  claimant  is  helpless 
from  paralysis  of  lower  limbs,  is  unable  to  care  for  himself  and  re¬ 
quires  the  constant  aid  of  an  attendant,  with  no  prospect,  because  of 
his  age,  of  any  improvement  in  his  condition.  It  is  further  shown 
that  soldier  owns  property  valued  at  $1,800;  that  his  expenses  on 
account  of  his  helpless  condition  have  thrown  him  in  debt  about 
$400;  that  he  is  gradually  getting  further  in  debt;  and  that  he  has 
no  other  means  of  support  than  his  pension. 

His  case  is  worthy  of  favorable  consideration,  and  the  committee 
recommend  increase  of  pension  to  $40  per  month,  as  proposed  in  the 
bill. 

8.  6065.  John  G.  Berry,  of  Fairfield,  Me.,  is  the  helpless  and  de¬ 
pendent  child  of  Eben  L.  Berry,  who  served  as  a  private  in  Company 
G,  Twenty-second  Regiment  Maine  Volunteer  Infantry.  He  enlisted 
September  10,  1862,  and  was  honorably  discharged  August  14,  1863. 

Soldier  never  made  application  for  pension,  notwithstanding  he 
was  entitled  to  one  from  date  of  discharge  to  death.  He  died  March 
27,  1884,  of  disease  resulting  from  malarial  poisoning,  which  origi¬ 
nated  in  the  service. 

Laticia  B.  Berry,  widow  of  the  soldier,  whom  he  married  May  8, 
1859,  filed  and  established  a  claim  for  pension  under  the  general  law 
and  she  was  pensioned  by  certificate  No.  296837  at  the  rate  of  $8  per 
month  from  date  of  soldier’s  death  to  July  12,  1884,  when  she 
remarried  to  one  Chester  B.  Gerry.  She  is  not  again  widowed  and 
has  no  pensionable  status  under  existing  laws.  After  her  remarriage 
soldier’s  two  minor  children.  Ami  Berry  and  Jenny  M.  Berry,  were 
pensioned  under  the  general  law  to  February  26,  1888,  when  the 
younger  of  them  became  16  years  of  age.  No  one  is  now  receiving  any 
pension  on  account  of  this  soldier’s  service  and  death. 

John  G.  Berry,  claimant,  was  bom  May  13,  1864,  and  is  over  50 
years  of  age.  He  is  practically  totally  blind  and  is  also  an  epileptic, 
and  the  evidence  filed  with  this  committee  shows  that  he  has  been  so 
since  he  was  7  years  old.  He  has  been  supported  and  cared  for  by 
his  mother  ever  since  soldier's  death,  except  one  year,  when  he  was 
cared  for  on  the  town  farm.  He  has  no  property,  income,  or  means 
of  support  other  than  that  afforded  by  his  mother,  who  is  herself  very 
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poor.  The  facts  in  the  case  are  substantiated  by  the  evidence  filed 
in  the  Pension  Bureau  and  with  this  committee. 

Claimant  has  no  title  for  pension  under  any  general  law,  as  he  was 
over  16  years  of  age  when  his  father  died.  His  case,  however,  is 
within  the  intent  and  spirit  of  the  pension  laws,  and  the  committee 
report  the  bill  favorably  with  recommendation  for  pension  at  $12 
per  month. 

S.  6071.  Oscar  Avery  is  shown  by  the  records  of  the  War  Depart¬ 
ment  to  have  enlisted  July  19,  1862,  as  a  private  in  Capt.  Wines’s 
company,  Seventy-sixth  Regiment  Indiana  Volunteer  Infantry,  and 
to  have  been  honorably  discharged  August  20,  1862.  He  again  en¬ 
listed,  November  30,  1864,  as  a  private  in  Company  D,  Twenty-sixth 
Indiana  Volunteer  Infantry,  and  served  until  after  the  close  of  the 
jwar,  being  honorably  discharged  and  mustered  out  November  29, 
1865. 

Soldier  never  filed  a  claim  for  pension  under  the  general  law,  but 
Established  one  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890,  and  was  originally 
bensioned  under  said  act  at  $6  per  month  from  February  3,  1896; 
Increased  to  $8  September  28,  1898,  and  to  $10  October  29,  1902.  He 
is  now  pensioned  under  the  age-and-service  act  of  May  11,  1912,  at 
the  rate  of  $24  per  month.  (Certificate  No.  955165.) 

Soldier  is  now  upward  of  82  years  of  age.  It  appears  from  the 
last  report  of  the  board  of  examining  surgeons,  October  29,  1902, 
that  he  was  disabled  by  disease  of  respiratory  organs,  rheumatism, 
idisease  of  rectum,  nasopharyngeal  catarrh,  and  senile  debility  and 
iwas  practically  unable  to  perform  manual  labor.  It  is  shown  by 
medical  and  other  evidence  filed  with  this  committee  that  claimant 
is  disabled  by  weak  heart,  chronic  bronchitis,  ill  health,  and  old  age 
and  is  entirely  incapacitated  for  the  performance  of  manual  labor. 
The  evidence  further  shows  that  claimant  is  poor  and  without  prop¬ 
erty  and  with  no  other  income  than  his  pension  for  the  support  of 
himself  and  wife.  Acting  in  this  case  as  we  have  in  similar  cases, 
and  it  being  meritorious,  the  committee  report  the  bill  favorably 
with  recommendation  for  increase  of  pension  to  $36  per  month. 

S.  6079.  Ella  M.  Decker,  of  Phoenix,  N.  Y.,  is  the  widow  of  James 
L.  Decker,  who  eidisted  in  the  Union  Army  August  26,  1862,  as  a 
sergeant  in  Company  G,  One  hundred  and  forty-ninth  Regiment 
New  York  Volunteer  Infantry.  He  was  promoted  to  second  lieu¬ 
tenant  Company  H,  Eighth  Regiment  United  States  Colored  Volun¬ 
teer  Infantry,  November  9,  1863,  and  to  first  lieutenant  and  adjutant, 
same  regiment,  December  10,  1864,  and  was  honorably  mustered  out 
November  10,  1865,  after  over  three  years  of  continuous  service.  He 
has  a  record  of  wound  in  left  side  in  battle  October  29,  1863.  He  was 
a  brave  and  efficient  soldier. 

Soldier  filed  and  established  a  claim  for  pension  under  the  gen¬ 
eral  law  and  was  pensioned  by  certificate  No.  778583  at  the  rate  of 
j$20  per  month  for  total  deafness  of  left  ear  and  slight  deafness  of 
■right  ear,  which  originated  in  the  service.  He  died  October  3,  1910, 
■the  cause  of  his  death  being  shown  by  the  public  records  as  “  acute 
inflammation  of  bladder  and  urethra,  caused  from  improper  use  of 
f  catheter.”  The  evidence  shows  that  he  was  a  long-time  sufferer  from 
prostatic  and  bladder  troubles,  and  by  reason  of  deafness  contracted 
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in  the  Army  was  precluded  from  business  pursuits,  for  which  he  was 
otherwise  unusually  qualified. 

Claimant  married  the  soldier  December  30,  1896,  and  lived  with 
him  as  his  wife  for  nearly  14  years  and  was  his  faithful  nurse  during 
his  last  sickness.  She  has  never  filed  a  claim  for  pension  under  the 
general  law,  as  she  can  not  prove  that  soldier’s  death  was  due  to 
the  military  service,  and  she  has  no  pensionable  status  under  the  act 
of  April  19,  1908,  on  account  of  her  having  married  the  soldier  sub¬ 
sequent  to  June  27,  1890. 

Claimant  is  63  years  of  age,  and  it  is  shown  by  evidence  filed  with 
this  committee  that  she  is  left  without  property,  except  a  dower  or 
one-third  interest  in  a  farm  worth  about  $5,000,  which  is  encumbered 
by  mortgages  for  $3,200,  with  other  debts,  and  that  she  is  without 
other  means  of  support.  She  is  unable  to  earn  a  living  and  is  in  poor 
health. 

On  account  of  claimant’s  advanced  years  and  destitute  circum¬ 
stances  the  committee  recommend  that  her  name  be  placed  upon  the 
pension  roll  and  allowed  $12  per  month  pension,  the  amount  that  she 
would  have  been  entitled  to  had  she  married  the  soldier  before  the 
passage  of  the  act  of  June  27,  1890. 


S.  6081.  William  P.  Stone,  of  Spokane.  Wash.,  was  a  private  in 
Company  F,  One  hundred  and  eighty-fifth  Regiment  New  York 
Volunteer  Infantry.  He  enlisted  September  3,  1864,  and  was  honor¬ 
ably  discharged  September  2,  1865,  on  surgeon’s  certificate  of  dis¬ 
ability  on  account  of  gunshot  wound  of  left  leg.  received  in  battle 
at  Five  Forks,  Va.,  March  29,  1865. 

Soldier  is  at  present  in  receipt  of  pension  under  the  general  law 
(certificate  No.  56631)  at  the  rate  of  $17  per  month  for  gunshot 
wound  of  left  leg,  with  resulting  varix.  Applications  for  increase 
under  the  general  law7  were  rejected  September  2,  1910,  and  July  11, 
1912,  and  application  for  total  disability  rating  under  the  act  of 
May  11,  1912,  was  rejected  on  the  ground  that  soldier  was  not  shown 
to  be  wholly  incapacitated  by  reason  of  pensioned  causes,  namely, 
gunshot  wmund  of  left  leg,  with  resulting  varix. 

When  this  claimant  Avas  last  medically  examined,  July  5,  1912,  he 
was  rated  $24  on  gunshot  Avound  of  left  leg  and  results  and  $8  on 
disease  of  heart.  The  concluding  paragraph  of  the  examining  sur¬ 
geon’s  report  was  as  follows : 

This  chi i m;i lit  is  so  disabled  from  gunshot  wound  of  left  leg  and  disease  of 
heart  as  to  he  incapacitated  in  a  degree  equivalent  to  the  loss  of  a  hand  or 
foot  for  the  purposes  of  manual  labor  and  is  entitled  to  $.'10  per  month. 

Evidence  filed  with  this  committee  is  to  the  effect  that  soldier  is 
Avholly  disqualified  for  earning  a  support  by  manual  labor.  He  is 
67  years  of  age  and  poor,  and  his  only  property  being  a  small  home 
valued  at  $1,600  and  mortgaged  for  $1,100,  and  he  has  a  Avife  and 
family  dependent  upon  him  for  support. 

On  account  of  soldier’s  advanced  age,  necessitous  circumstances, 
and  total  disability  for  earning  a  support  by  manual  labor,  partly 
due  to  wound  received  in  battle,  the  committee  are  of  opinion  he 
should  have  increase  of  pension  to  $30  per  month  as  proposed  in  the 
bill. 

S.  6086.  Mary  Alfrey,  of  Colorado  City,  Colo.,  is  the  widow  of 
James  W.  Alfrey,  late  second  lieutenant  in  Company  E,  Twelfth 
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Missouri  Volunteer  Cavalry.  He  served  from  September  25,  1863, 
to  March  9,  1865,  when  he  honorably  resigned  in  consequence  of 
physical  disability,  namely,  chronic  hepatitis  and  chronic  nephritis. 
He  has  a  record  of  treatment  while  in  the  service  from  October  20, 
1864,  to  November  27,  1864,  for  intermittent  fever.  He  died  May 
16,  1866.  It  does  not  appear  that  he  ever  applied  for  a  pension  dur¬ 
ing  his  lifetime. 

Claimant  married  the  soldier  March  18,  1855,  and  was  his  wife 
luring  the  whole  period  of  his  service  in  the  Army.  She  remarried 
July  11,  1877,  to  one  Samuel  Bozarth,  from  whom  she  was  divorced 
upon  her  own  application  July  5,  1910,  and  was  given  the  right  to 
resume  her  former  name.  Her  application  for  a  pension  under  the 
act  of  April  19,  1908,  No.  965149,  was  rejected  on  account  of  her 
remarriage  prior  to  the  passage  of  said  act. 

Claimant  is  76  years  of  age  and  it  is  shown  by  medical  evidence 
filed  with  this  committee  that  she  is  disabled  by  ill  health  and  old 
age,  and  is  in  such  condition  that  she  can  do  absolutely  nothing 
toward  earning  a  support.  It  is  also  shown  that  she  has  only  a  small 
property  in  the  suburbs  of  Colorado  City,  Colo.,  which  affords  her 
a  sheltel*  and  nothing  more  and  produces  no  income,  and  is  without 
other  means  for  her  support. 

Claimant  was  the  wife  of  the  soldier  during  his  Army  service  and 
is  again  a  widow,  aged,  poor,  and  in  feeble  health,  and  the  com¬ 
mittee  report  the  bill  favorably  with  recommendation  for  pension 
at  $12  per  month. 

S.  6096.  Mary  M.  Nolan,  of  Washington,  D.  C.,  is  the  widow  of 
James  Nolan,  late  a  private  in  Company  E,  Sixth  Battalion  District 
of  Columbia  Militia  Infantry.  Soldier  enlisted  April  17,  1861,  and 
was  honorably  discharged  July  17,  1861. 

He  filed  a  claim  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890,  established  the 
same,  and  was  originally  pensioned  under  said  act  at  $6  per  month 
from  September  22,  1890,  which  was  increased  to  $12  May  29,  1901, 
if  or  total  inability  to  earn  a  support  by  manual  labor.  He  was  pen¬ 
sioned  at  the  time  of  his  death  at  $15  per  month  under  the  age-or- 
service  act  of  Februarv  6,  1907.  He  died  of  paralysis  March  12, 
1911. 

Claimant  married  the  soldier  March  8,  1859.  She  filed  and  estab¬ 
lished  a  claim  for  pension  under  the  act  of  April  19,  1908,  and  she 
is  now  in  receipt  of  pension  at  the  rate  of  $12  per  month.  (Certifi¬ 
cate  not.  720042.)  It  appears,  however,  that  she  is  75  years  of  age,, 
and  it  is  shown  by  medical  evidence  filed  with  this  committee  that 
sshe  is  a  sufferer  from  chronic  rheumatism  and  other  infirmities  of 
age  and  is  in  such  an  enfeebled  condition  that  she  can  do  absolutely 
nothing  toward  earning  a  support  and  is  most  of  the  time  confined 
I  to  her  room.  It  is  also  in  evidence  that  she  is  extremely  poor  and 
i  without  other  means  of  support  than  her  pension. 

On  account  of  claimant’s  advanced  age,  physical  infirmities,  and 
}  extreme  poverty,  and  in  consideration  of  the  fact  that  she  is  a  war 
widow,  the  committee  report  the  bill  favorably  with  recommenda¬ 
tion  for  increase  of  pension  to  $20  per  month. 

;  S.  6123.  Emily  S.  Keller,  of  New  York  City,  is  the  widow  of  the 
late  Maj.  Jacob  W.  Keller.  United  States  Army,  retired. 
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Jacob  W.  Keller  was  bom  in  Prussia  October  IT,  1827,  and  came  to 
this  country  when  a  young  man.  At  the  breaking  out  of  the  Civil 
War  he  enlisted  April  16, 1861,  at  the  first  call  for  troops,  as  a  private  ! 
in  Company  K,  Sixth  Regiment  Massachusetts  Volunteer  Infantry,  | 
to  serve  three  months,  and  was  honorably  mustered  out  August  22,  ! 
1861.  He  was  mustered  in  October  12,  1861,  as  first  lieutenant  with 
Company  G,  Fifth  Regiment  New  Hampshire  Infantry,  known  in 
the  Army  of  the  Potomac  as  “The  Fighting  Fifth;”  was  promoted 
captain,  to  date  July  26,  1862,  and  was  honorably  mustered  out  Jan¬ 
uary  26,  1864.  On  January  27,  1864,  he  accepted  appointment  as 
captain  in  the  Invalid  Corps,  being  assigned  to  Company  A,  Third 
Regiment  Veteran  Reserve  Corps.  He  was  appointed  second  lieu¬ 
tenant  in  the  Forty-second  Regiment  United  States  Infantry,  to  rank 
from  July  28,  1866 ;  was  promoted  to  first  lieutenant  March  20,  1867, 
and  was  retired  with  rank  of  captain  December  15,  1870,  in  conse¬ 
quence  of  wound  received  in  battle  at  Fredericksburg,  Va.,  December 
13,  1862.  He  was  advanced  to  the  grade  of  major  on  the  retired  list 
under  act  of  Congress  approved  April  23,  1904. 

During  his  active  service  he  was  in  the  field  with  the  Army  of  the 
Potomac  from  April,  1861,  to  December,  1862;  was  at  Washington, 
D.  C.,  and  on  the  Lake  frontier.  He  took  part  in  the  siege  of  York- 
town;  battles  of  Fair  Oaks,  Peach  Orchard,  Savage  Station,  White 
Oak  Swamp,  Malvern  Hill,  Second  Bull  Run,  Antietam,  and  Fred¬ 
ericksburg. 

Maj.  Keller  died  at  his  home  in  New  York  City  December  2,  1913, 
of  old  age  and  heart  disease.  His  widow  is  now  receiving  the  pen¬ 
sion  of  $12  per  month  (certificate  No.  755784),  provided  by  the  act 
of  April  19,  1908,  for  the  widow  of  any  officer  or  enlisted  man  who 
served  90  days  in  the  Civil  War.  She  is  unable  to  obtain  pension 
under  the  general  law  more  commensurate  with  the  rank  and  services 
of  her  husband,  for  the  reason  that  she  cannot  prove  that  his  death  was 
due  to  wound,  injury,  or  disease  incurred  during  his  active  service 
in  the  Army.  She  married  the  deceased  officer  in  1863,  and  is  now 
80  years  of  age. 

Evidence  filed  with  this  committee  shows  that  Mrs.  Kellar  is  dis¬ 
abled  by  ill  health  and  old  age,  and  is  in  such  an  enfeebled  condition, 
mentally  and  physically,  that  she  requires  the  aid  and  care  of  other 
persons.  It  is  also  shown  that  she  is  entirely  dependent  upon  the 
pension  she  is  receiving,  namely,  $12  per  month. 

In  view  of  the  officer’s  long  and  honorable  service  and  the  widow’s 
advanced  age,  physical  infirmities,  and  necessitous  circumstances, 
the  committee  report  the  bill  favorably  for  increase  of  pension  to 
$20  per  month,  which  is  the  rate  she  would  have  received  had  the 
officer’s  death  resulted  from  the  military  service. 

S.  6124.  Georgia  Ann  Taylor,  of  Boise,  Idaho,  is  the  widow  of 
Edward  R.  Taylor,  who  served  as  a  private  in  Company  K,  Twenty- 
fifth  Regiment  Illinois  Volunteer  Infantry.  Soldier  enlisted  August 
22,  1861,  and  was  honorably  discharged  September  5,  1864,  having 
served  over  three  years. 

He  was  originally  pensioned  at  $6  per  month  under  the  act  of  June 
27,  1890.  On  March  19,  1907,  he  was  allowed  $12  per  month  under 
the  age-and-service  act  of  February  6, 1907.  He  was  pensioned  at  the 
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time  of  his  death  at  $25  per  month  under  the  age-and-service  act  of 
May  11, 1912.  He  died  of  apoplexy  May  9,  1913. 

Claimant  married  the  soldier  September  6,  1877,  and  she  is  in 
receipt  of  pension  under  the  act  of  April  19,  1908,  at  the  rate  of  $12 
per  month.  (Certificate  No.  765735.)  It  apears, however,  that  she  is 
74  years  of  age,  and  it  is  shown  by  medical  and  other  evidence  filed 
with  this  committee,  that  she  has  suffered  amputation  of  right  leg 
and  is  now  by  reason  of  her  extreme  age  and  crippled  condition 
physically  helpless  for  any  kind  of  work,  and  is  unable  to  walk  or 
care  for  herself.  It  is  further  shown  by  the  evidence  that  claimant 
is  in  destitute  circumstances;  that  her  only  property  is  a  small  un¬ 
finished  delapidated  house;  that  she  has  no  other  income  than  her 
pension ;  that  she  requires  an  assistant  or  nurse,  but  is  without  means 
to  employ  one;  and  that  she  is  much  of  the  time  without  the  common 
((necessaries  of  life. 

In  view  of  soldier’s  long  and  honorable  service  and  the  widow’s 
■advanced  age,  helplessness,  and  poverty,  the  committee  report  the 
bill  favorably,  with  recommendation  for  increase  of  pension  to  $20 

per  month. 


S.  6135.  Jean  H.  G.  Kitchel,  of  63  Kearney  Avenue,  Jersey  City, 
N.  J.,  is  the  widow  of  Horace  B.  Kitchel,  who  served  as  a  private  in 
Company  B.  One  hundred  and  twenty-seventh  New  York  Volunteer 
(Infantry.  Soldier  enlisted  August  '  IS,  1862,  and  was  honorably 
.discharged  at  the  close  of  the  war,  June  30,  1865,  having  served 
[nearly  three  years.  He  filed  and  established  a  claim  for  pension  un¬ 
der  the  act  of  June  27.  1890,  and  was  pensioned  under  said  act  at  the 
Irate  of  $8  per  month.  He  died  of  acute  phthisis  March  23,  1905. 

I  Claimant  married  the  soldier  May  16,  1878,  and  she  is  in  receipt 
of  pension  under  the  act  of  April  19,  1908,  at  the  rate  of  $12  per 
month.  (Certificate  No.  595103.)  She  formerly  drew  a  dependent 
widow's  pension  of  $8  per  month  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890,  the 
evidence  showing  that  claimant  was  left  without  property  or  other 
means  for  her  support.  She  never  applied  for  pension  under  the 
general  law,  soldier's  death  not  being  from  cause  of  service  origin. 

It  appears,  however,  that  the  widow  is  70  years  old.  and  it  is  shown 
by  medical  evidence  filed  with  this  committee  that  she  is  an  invalid 
and  totally  disabled,  the  following  being  the  report  of  the  physician : 


That  the  said  Jean  H.  G.  Kitchel  is  afflicted  with  progressive  arthritis  and 
chalky  deposits  at  the  joints;  that  the  character  and  progress  of  her  ailments 
are  such  that  recovery  therefrom  can  not  be  hoped  for :  that  her  present  con¬ 
dition  is  that  of  total  disability ;  that  such  condition  is  permanent,  except  that 
it  will  become  more  aggravated;  and  that  she  now  is  and  will  remain  totally 
disabled  from  performing  any  manual  or  other  labor. 


The  evidence  also  shows  that  the  widow  is  in  destitute  circum¬ 
stances  and  without  other  income  than  the  pension  she  is  now  receiv¬ 
ing,' namely,  $12  per  month. 

In  view  of  the  soldier’s  long  and  honorable  service  and  the  widow’s 
advanced  age,  physical  infirmities,  and  extreme  poverty,  the  com¬ 
mittee  report  the  "bill  favorably  with  recommendation  for  increase 
of  pension  to  $20  per  month. 


S.  6139.  Samuel  R.  Littrell,  of  Savage,  Ky.,  was  a  private  in  Com¬ 
pany  H.  Thirtieth  Regiment  Kentucky  Volunteer  Mounted  Infantry. 
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He  enlisted  January  8,  1864,  and  served  until  the  close  of  the  war, 
being  honorably  discharged  April  18,  1865. 

He  filed  and  established  a  claim  for  pension  under  the  general  law 
for  disease  of  eyes  and  resulting  blindness  of  left  eye,  and  disease 
of  feet,  result  of  frostbite,  and  is  pensioned  therefor  at  the  rate  of 
$17  per  month.  (Certificate  No.  320674.)  He  was  first  pensioned  at 
$4  per  month  from  discharge;  increased  to  $8  April  3,  1881;  to  $10 
-July  23,  1884;  to  $12  August  21,  1889;  to  $16  March  16,  1891;  and 
to  $17  December  4,  1891.  Claims  for  further  increase  were  rejected 
September  22,  1898,  and  November  22,  1907.  His  last  claim  for  in¬ 
crease  was  rejected  June  5,  1911,  and  claim  for  total  disability  rating 
under  the  act  of  May  11,  1912,  was  rejected  on  the  ground  that 
claimant  was  not  shown  to  be  wholly  unfit  for  manual  labor  by 
reason  of  pensioned  causes. 

This  claimant  is  now  upward  of  68  years  of  age.  It  appears  from 
his  last  medical  examination,  May  10,  1911,  that  he  suffered  from 
total  blindness  in  left  eye,  partial  blindness  in  right  eye,  and  disease 
of  feet,  result  of  frostbite,  and  was  practically  unable  to  perform 
manual  labor.  Medical  evidence  filed  with  this  committee  shows 
that  claimant  is  totally  disabled  by  reason  of  old  age,  partial  blind¬ 
ness,  and  disease  of  feet,  and  is  wholly  incapacitated  for  performing 
manual  labor.  Neighbors  also  testify  that  claimant  is  unable  to 
labor  for  his  support  and  that  he  has  no  property,  except  a  little 
home,  and  no  other  income  than  his  pension. 

On  account  of  soldier’s  age,  poverty,  and  total  disability,  largely 
due  to  causes  of  service  origin,  the  committee  report  the  bill  favor¬ 
ably,  with  recommendation  for  increase  of  pension  to  $30  per  month. 

S.  6145.  Charles  T.  Blumenrother,  of  Langlois,  Oreg.,  is  shown  by 
the  records  of  the  War  Department  to  have  enlisted  April  19,  1861, 
at  the  first  call  for  troops,  as  a  drummer  in  Company  II,  Sixth  New 
York  State  Militia,  and  to  have  been  honorably  discharged  July  31, 
1861.  He  again  enlisted  August  11,  1861,  in  Company  H,  Sixty- 
eighth  New  York  Volunteer  Infantry,  and  served  during  the  whole 
period  of  the  war,  being  honorably  mustered  out  November  30,  1865. 
He  took  part  in  many  hard  battles  and  severe  marches.  He  was 
captured  at  Chancellorsville  May  3,  1863;  confined  at  Richmond 
May  9,  1863;  and  paroled  at  City  Point,  Va.,  May  14,  1863.  He  has 
a  record  of  treatment  in  the  service  for  tuberculosis  and  diarrhea. 

Soldier  filed  and  established  a  claim  for  pension  under  the  general 
law  for  chronic  diarrhea  and  resulting  disease  of  rectum,  and  disease 
of  lungs,  and  is  pensioned  therefor  (certificate  No.  265827)  at  the 
rate  of  $24  per  month.  He  was  first  pensioned  at  $4  per  month  from 
August  3,  1881;  increased  to  $12  July  22,  1889;  to  $17  March  13, 
1895;  and  to  $25  October  9,  1901.  Claim  for  total-disability  rating 
under  the  act  of  May  11,  1912,  was  rejected  on  the  ground  that  claim¬ 
ant  was  not  rendered  wholly  unfit  for  manual  labor  by  reason  of 
pensioned  causes. 

Claimant  is  now  68  years  of  age.  When  last  examined,  February 
26,  1914,  he  was  shown  to  be  suffering  from  chronic  diarrhea,  disease 
of  rectum,  disease  of  lungs,  rheumatism,  partial  blindness,  and  deaf¬ 
ness,  and  the  examining  surgeon  reported  in  direct  terms  that  claim¬ 
ant  was  absolutely  incapacitated  for  manual  labor  of  any  kind,  and 
that  his  condition  was  such  as  to  warrant  a  total  disability  with  occa- 
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sional-assistance  rating.  Medical  evidence  tiled  with  this  committee 
shows  that  claimant  is  wholly  blind  in  right  eye.  with  sight  in  left 
eye  greatly  impaired;  that  he  is  partially  deaf,  and  that  he  suffers 
from  chronic  gastritis,  disease  of  lungs,  chronic  bronchitis,  and 
prolapsus  of  rectum,  which  make  it  impossible  for  him  to  do  labor 
of  any  kind.  Neighbors  also  testify  that  claimant  is  wholly  and 
absolutely  disabled  for  any  kind  of  work  and  is  constantly  under 
medical  care,  and  that  his  only  dependence  and  support  is  the  pen¬ 
sion  he  receives  from  the  Government. 

In  view  of  soldier’s  advanced  age.  his  long  and  honorable  service 
throughout  the  war,  his  poverty  and  extreme  disability,  largely  due 
to  causes  of  service  origin,  the  committee  are  of  opinion  he  should 
have  increase  of  pension  to  $40  per  month,  as  proposed  in  the  bill. 


S.  6149.  Jerome  B.  Wood,  of  Rockland,  Me.,  was  a  private  in  the 
Second  Battery,  Maine  Volunteer  Light  Artillery.  He  was  a  good 
soldier  and  has  a  first-class  record,  having  enlisted  November  18, 
1861,  and  being  honorably  discharged  June  16,  1865,  bv  reason  of 
the  close  of  the  war. 

He  is  now  and  has  been  since  February  18,  1909,  a  pensioner  under 
special  act  at  the  rate  of  $30  per  month.  (Certificate  No.  194713.) 
Prior  thereto  he  was  pensioned  at  $12  per  month  under  the  act  of 
June  27,  1890,  granted  him  on  account  of  total  inability  to  earn  a 
support  by  manual  labor,  the  result  of  right  inguinal  hernia,  malarial 
poisoning,  disease  of  heart,  rheumatism,  and  obesity.  His  original 
allowance  of  pension  was  under  the  general  law  at  $4  per  month  from 
discharge  for  right  inguinal  hernia,  which  originated  in  the  service. 

This  soldier  is  now  upward  of  73  years  of  age.  Medical  evidence 
filed  with  this  committee  shows  that  he  has  elephantiasis  of  right  leg 
and  foot — calf  measures  36  inches  and  the  ankle  32  inches ;  that  he  has 
valvular  disease  of  heart  and  right  inguinal  hernia ;  that  he  is  prac¬ 
tically  helpless  and  has  been  unable  to  leave  his  home  for  two  years ; 
that  he  has  to  have  a  regular  nurse  to  attend  and  assist  him  in  dress¬ 
ing  and  undressing,  getting  in  and  out  of  bed,  bandaging  his  leg,  and 
applying  disinfectants  and  deodorizers  morning  and  night,  and  that 
his  disease  is  progressive.  Photographs  filed  with  the  committee 
show  claimant’s  unfortunate  and  grievous  condition.  The  evidence 
further  shows  that  claimant  has  no  property  and  no  other  income 
than  his  pension.  His  case  is  worthy  of  favorable  consideration,  and 
the  committee  report  the  bill  with  recommendation  for  increase  of 
pension  to  $50  per  month. 

S.  6150.  Charles  H.  McCarty,  of  Montpelier,  Ind.,  was  a  private  in 
Company  B,  Eighty-ninth  Regiment  Indiana  Volunteer  Infantry. 
He  enlisted  August  8,  1862,  and  was  discharged  December  19,  1862, 
on  surgeon’s  certificate  of  disability  on  account  of — 

Incipient  phthisis  pulinonalis,  which  existed  prior  to  enlistment.  He  can  not 
endure  the  exposures  of  the  service  or  do  any  effective  duty. 

Soldier  filed  and  established  a  claim  for  pension  under  the  general 
law  for  chronic  diarrhea  and  resulting  piles,  and  is  pensioned  there¬ 
for  at  the  rate  of  $30  per  month.  (Certificate  No.  207752.)  He  was 
first  pensioned  at  $4  per  month  from  discharge;  increased  to  $8 
July  12,  1882;  to  $12  May  14,  1884;  to  $16  December  3.  1884;  to  $17 

November  29,  1899 ;  and  to  $30  March  18,  1908. 
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Soldier  is  now  upward  of  73  years  of  age.  When  last  examined.  I 
March  18,  1908,  he  was  rated  $15  for  chronic  diarrhea,  $10  for  piles 
and  disease  of  rectum,  and  $12  for  resulting  general  debility.  The 
concluding  paragraph  of  the  examining  surgeons’  report  is  as  follows: 

This  claimant  is  so  disabled  from  chronic  diarrhea,  piles,  and  disease  of  1 
rectum,  and  general  debility  as  to  be  incapacitated  for  performing  any  labor  1 
whatever,  and  is  entitled  to  $30  per  month. 

Dr.  William  H.  Foreman,  of  Indianapolis,  Ind.,  testifies,  July  14, 
1914,  in  affidavit  filed  with  this  committee,  as  follows: 

Mr.  C.  H.  McCarty  has  been  troubled  for  years  with  chronic  constipation  and 
piles.  The  condition  has  gradually  grown  worse,  and  he  is  now  unable  because 
of  the  aforesaid  condition  to  perform  any  manual  labor.  From  the  long- 
continued  and  increasing  severity  of  constipation  and  piles  he  has  developed 
through  the  sympathetic  plexuses  an  exaggerated  nervous  state  with  resulting 
disturbances  of  the  skin,  heart,  digestive  processes,  kidneys,  etc.,  together  with 
a  high  degree  of  insomnia,  all  together  incapacitating  him  to  perform  any 
manual  labor.  This  condition  of  chronic  constipation  with  periodic  attacks 
of  persistent  diarrhea  is  the  result  of  a  long-continued  acute  diarrhea  and 
resulting  piles  contracted  while  in  the  service. 

Neighbors  testify  that  claimant  is  a  great  sufferer  from  chronic 
diarrhea  and  resulting  piles,  and  nervous  prostration,  and  is  much  of 
the  time  unable  to  care  for  himself.  It  is  also  in  evidence  that 
claimant  is  poor  and  without  property  or  means  of  support  other 
than  his  pension.  It  is  believed  that  soldier’s  condition  is  such  that 
increase  to  $50  is  warranted,  his  disabilities  being  of  service  origin. 

S.  6156.  George  D.  Carter  is  shown  by  the  records  of  the  War  De¬ 
partment  to  have  enlisted  July  22,  1863,  as  a  private  in  Company  G, 
One  hundred  and  seventeenth  Indiana  Volunteer  Infantry,  and  to 
have  been  honorably  discharged  February  24,  1864.  He  again  en¬ 
listed  November  12, 1864,  as  a  private  in  Company  E,  Forty-third  In¬ 
diana  Volunteer  Infantry,  and  was  honorably  discharged  at  the 
close  of  the  war,  June  14, 1865. 

Soldier  filed  and  established  a  claim  for  pension  under  the  general 
law  for  disease  of  spine  and  heart,  and  is  pensioned  therefor  at  the 
rate  of  $17  per  month.  (Certificate  No.  435391.)  He  was  first  pensioned 
at  $4  per  month  from  December  6,  1886;  increased  to  $6  April  30, 
1890;  to  $12  December  31,  1890;  to  $14  April  16,  1902;  and  to  $17 
December  21,  1904.  His  last  claim  for  further  increase  was  rejected 
July  10,  1914. 

The  claimant  is  now  upward  of  66  years  of  age.  When  last  exam¬ 
ined,  May  27,  1914,  he  was  rated  $5  on  disease  of  spine  and  $12  on 
disease  of  heart.  Another  board  of  surgeons  before  whom  the  claim¬ 
ant  was  examined  February  9,  1910,  rated  him  $17  on  disease  of 
spine,  $14  on  disease  of  heart,  $8  on  rheumatism,  and  $8  on  general 
debility.  Medical  and  other  evidence  filed  with  this  committee  shows 
that  claimant  is  a  sufferer  from  disease  of  spine  and  heart  and  is 
totally  disabled  for  performing  manual  labor.  The  evidence  further 
shows  that  he  is  financially  poor  and  without  other  income  than  his 
pension. 

On  account  of  soldier’s  advanced  age,  poverty,  and  total  disability, 
due  to  causes  of  service  origin,  the  committee  recommend  increase 
of  pension  to  $30  per  month  as  proposed  in  the  bill. 

S.  6161.  Hiram  Bender,  of  Medford,  Oreg.,  was  a  private  in  Com¬ 
pany  H,  Forty-sixth  Wisconsin  Volunteer  Infantry.  He  enlisted 
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February  5,  1865,  and  was  honorably  discharged  May  13,  1865,  hav- 
ng  served  a  little  more  than  three  months.  He  has  a  record  of 
reatment  in  th$  service  for  measles  and  acute  bronchitis. 

Soldier  filed  and  established  a  claim  for  pension  under  the  general 
aw  for  nasopharyngeal  catarrh,  asthma,  and  disease  of  liver,  and 
vas  pensioned  at  $6  per  month  from  discharge,  increased  to  $10 
luly  13,  1885,  and  to  $12  October  21,  1885.  He  is  now  pensioned 
mder  the  age-and-service  act  of  May  11,  1912,  at  the  rate  of  $18 
>er  month.  (Certificate  Xo.  286106.)  Claim  for  increase  under  the 
reneral  law  was  rejected  April  29,  1912,  alleged  paralysis  and  dia- 
)etes  not  accepted  as  results,  and  claim  for  total-disability  rating 
mder  the  act  of  May  11.  1912,  was  rejected  on  the  ground  that 
laimant  was  not  shown  to  be  unfit  for  manual  labor  by  reason  of 
)ensioned  causes,  namely,  nasopharyngeal  catarrh,  asthma,  and  dis¬ 
ease  of  liver. 

The  claimant  is  now  upward  of  71  years  of  age.  The  last  certifi¬ 
cate  of  medical  examination,  dated  December  3,  1913,  showed  that 
le  was  suffering  from  catarrh,  asthma,  disease  of  liver,  and  paralysis 
>f  left  side,  and  the  examining  surgeons  reported  in  part  as  follows : 

We  believe  this  man  to  be  unfit  for  manual  labor  on  account  of  catarrh, 
isthma,  and  liver  disease,  independent  of  old  age  and  hemiplegia. 

Medical  evidence  filed  with  this  committee  is  to  the  effect  that 
claimant  is  totally  disabled  for  the  performance  of  manual  labor  by 
•eason  of  diabetes  and  paralysis  of  left  side.  Xeighbors  testify  that 
laimant  is  unable  to  earn  a  living  and  that  he  has  no  other  source 
>f  income  than  his  pension.  On  account  of  disabilities  contracted 
n  service,  the  committee  recommend  increase  of  pension  to  $2-1 
>er  month. 

S.  6164.  Juliette  Pierce,  of  Portland.  Oreg..  s  the  widow  of  Lewis 
^  Pierce,  late  private  in  Company  K,  Fifty-sixth  Massachusetts 
Volunteer  Infantry,  and  Two  hundred  and  forty-sixth  Company, 
first  Battalion,  Veteran  Reserve  Corps.  Soldier  enlisted  February 
-3,  T864.  and  was  honorably  discharged  and  mustered  out  July  14. 
.865.  He  has  a  record  of  wound  in  battle  at  Spottsvlvania.*  Ya. 
Jay  12,  1864. 

He  was  originally  pensioned  under  the  general  law  for  gunshot 
vounds  of  left  foot  and  right  hand  at  $2.66f  per  month  from  dis- 
charge;  increased  to  $4  September  6,  1867;  to  $6  August  19,  1869; 
md  to  $12  January  7,  18£5.  He  was  pensioned  at  the  time  of  his 
leath  at  $24  under  special  act  approved  March  5,  1910.  (Certificate 
So,  54792.)  He  died  of  pneumonia  May  5,  1914. 

Claimant  married  the  soldier  August  27,  1890.  She  has  never 
ipplied  for  pension  under  the  general  law  for  the  reason  that  sol¬ 
der's  death  was  not  from  cause  of  service  origin  and  she  has  no 
)ensionable  status  under  the  act  of  April  19,  1908,  on  account  of  her 
laving  married  the  soldier  subsequent  to  June  27,  1890. 

i  Claimant,  however,  is  74  years  old,  and  medical  and  other  evidence 
iled  with  this  committee  shows  that  she  is  a  sufferer  from  rheuma- 
ism,  failing  sight,  and  other  infirmities,  and  is  wholly  unable  to  do 
anything  toward  earning  a  support.  The  evidence  further  shows 
:  hat  she  is  very  poor  and  without  property,  except  an  equity  in  two 
ots,  worth  about  $600,  and  with  no  income  from  any  source. 

S.  Kept.  842,  63-5 - 5 
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There  are  numerous  precedents  for  legislation  in  cases  of  this  char¬ 
acter,  and  the  committee  report  the  bill  favorably,  with  recoin-  j 
mendation  for  pension  at  $12  per  month.  •  n 

S.  6174.  Frank  Pugsley,  of  Rochester,  N.  H.,  is  shown  by  the  War 
Department  records  to  have  enlisted  August  20,  1861,  as  a  private 
in  Company  I,  Third  New  Hampshire  Volunteer  Infantry,  and  to 
have  been  discharged  October  17,  1861,  for  physical  _  disability, 
namelv,  impaired  constitution  and  debility.  He  again  enlisted 
August  29,  1864,  as  a  private  in  Company  D,  First  New  Hampshire 
Heavy  Artillery,  and  served  until  the  close  of  the  war,  being  honor¬ 
ably  discharged  June  15,  1865. 

Soldier  is  now  and  has  been  since  May  8,  1906,  a  pensioner  under 
special  act  at  the  rate  of  $24  per  month.  (Certificate  No.  388995.) 
He  was  originally  pensioned  under  the  general  law  for  varicose 
veins  of  left  leg,  which  originated  in  the  service,  at  $2  per  month, 
from  October  21,  1886,  which  was  increased  to  $4  October  31,  1888, 
and  to  $12  May  27,  1891.  He  might  have  drawn  a  pension  from 
date  of  discharge  had  he  applied  in  time,  but  he  refused  to  file  his 
claim  until  after  the  expiration  of  the  “  arrears  ”  act,  and  so  saved 
to  the  Government  some  hundreds  of  dollars. 

Claimant  is  an  old  man  of  about  83  years  of  age.  It  is  shown  by 
the  medical  evidence  filed  in  the  case  that  he  is  generally  broken 
down  from  ill  health  and  old  age  and  in  such  feeble  condition  that 
he  is  wholly  incapacitated  for  labor  of  any  kind  and  has  been  for 
several  years.  It  is  also  shown  that  he  is  very  poor  and  without  in¬ 
come  or  means  of  support  for  himself  and  aged  wife  other  than  his 
pension.  He  is  worthy  and  deserving  of  further  relief  and  the 
committee  report  the  bill  favorably  with  recommendation  for  in¬ 
crease  of  pension  to  $30  per  month. 

S.  6180.  Callie  E.  Kooken,  of  Idaho  Springs,  Colo.,  is  the  widow 
of  Daniel  S.  Kooken,  late  private  Company  K,  Fourth  Regiment 
West  Virginia  Volunteer  Infantry.  Soldier  enlisted  July  15,  1861, 
and  w7as  honorably  discharged  and  mustered  out  July  20,  1864.  ^He 
has  a  record  of  wound  in  battle  at  Vicksburg,  Miss.,  May  19,  1863. 

Soldier  filed  and  established  a  claim  for  pension  under  the  general 
law  for  gunshot  wound  of  left  shoulder,  and  was  pensioned  therefor 
at  $4  per  month  from  discharge,  which  was  increased  to  $6  Feb¬ 
ruary  5,  1890.  On  June  1,  1897,  he  was  pensioned  under  the  act  of 
June  27,  1890,  at  $8  per  month,  which  was  increased  to  $12  April  3, 
1901.  He  died  of  pneumonia  June  6,  1903. 

Claimant  married  the  soldier  August  27,  1878,  and  she  is  at  present 
in  receipt  of  pension  under  the  act  of  April  19,  1908,  at  the  rate  of 
$12  per  month.  (Certificate  No.  606246.)  She  formerly  drew  a 
dependent  widow’s  pension  of  $8  per  month  under  the  act  of  June 

27,  1890.  <  . 

It  appears,  however,  that  claimant  is  66  years  old,  and  it  is  shown 
by  medical  testimony  filed  with  this  committee  that  she  is  totally 
disabled  and  practically  helpless,  the  following  being  the  report  of 
her  physician : 

She  lias  diabetes  mellitus  with  its  accompanying  derangement  of  nutrition, 
gangrene  of  feet,  impaired  vitality.  For  six  months  was  helpless.  At  this  date 
is  able  to  wait  upon  herself.  Is  now  developing  a  cataract  in  both  lens.  In 
her  helpless  condition  is  dependent  on  charity. 
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Neighbors  testify  that  claimant  is  unable  to  do  any  labor  on 
scount  of  cataracts  in  both  eyes  and  heart  trouble,  and  that  she  has 
o  income  except  her  pension  of  $12  per  month. 

In  view  of  the  soldier’s  long  and  honorable  service  and  the  widow’s 
Ivanced  age,  helplessness,  and  extreme  poverty  the  committee 
pport  the  bill  favorably  with  recommendation  for  increase  of  pen- 
ion  to  $20  per  month. 

S.  6181.  Seraphina  Kain,  of  Franktown,  Colo.,  applied  for  pension 
the  widow  of  Alexander  L.  Kain,  who  served  as  a  private  in  Com- 
iny  I,  Fifth  Kegiment,  and  Company  D,  First  Kegiment,  Cali- 
mnia  Volunteer  Infantry.  Her  application  was  rejected  on  the 
’ound  that  she  was  unable  to  prove  her  title  as  legal  widow  of  the 
►ldier  by  proving  the  death  of  a  former  husband. 

|  The  official  military  records  show  that  soldier  served  over  three 
Bars,  from  December  16,  1862,  to  January  12,  1866,  and  was  honor- 
ply  discharged.  He  filed  and  established  a  claim  for  pension  under 
,ie  act  of  June  27,  1890,  and  was  pensioned  under  said  act  at  $12 
pr  month.  (Certificate  No.  907454.)  He  died  April  12,  1902,  as 
lie  evidence  shows,  from  disease  of  heart. 

Soldier  married  this  claimant  June  19,  1882,  and  they  lived  to¬ 
other  as  man  and  wife  until  soldier  died,  two  children  being  born 
f  their  union.  It  appears  from  evidence  filed  that  in  April,  1878,

ith  whom  she  lived  as  liis  wife  about  one  year,  when  he  left  her  and 
ent  to  Leavenworth,  Kans.  She  took  her  child  and  followed  him 
)  Leavenworth,  and  they  lived  there  several  months,  when  he  again 
ft  her  and  went  to  parts  unknown.  She  has  never  been  able  to 
id  Schlosser,  nor  has  she  been  able  to  secure  positive  proof  of  his 
(eath.  When  he  left  her  he  was  in  poor  health,  suffering  from  con- 
unption,  and  she  was  later  told  that  he  was  dead.  Her  first  hus- 
iand,  Schlosser,  not  returning,  and  she  having  heard  that  he  was 
ead,  she  was  married  to  the  soldier,  as  above  stated,  June  19,  1882.. 
Claimant’s  marriage  to  the  soldier  has  been  recognized  as  valid 
pd  the  property  left  by  the  soldier  came  to  her  and  her  children, 
he  is  now  71  years  of  age  and  it  is  shown  by  evidence  filed  with 
lis  committee  that  she  is  a  woman  of  good  character  and  in  neces- 
itous  circumstances,  the  little  property  left  by  the  soldier  being 
eavily  encumbered  by  mortgage.  The  evidence  further  shows  that 
ire  is  in  poor  health  and  nearly  helpless  from  rheumatism  and 
;  physically  incapable  at  her  age  of  earning  a  support. 

It  appears  that  claimant  married  soldier  innocently,  lived  with 
dm  nearly  20  years  as  a  faithful  wife,  and  is  the  mother  of  his 
lildren.  "These  are  the  facts  as  shown  by  the  evidence,  and  the 
ommittee  are  of  opinion  that  claimant  should  be  recognized  as  the 
idow  of  the  soldier  and  be  granted  the  pension  of  $12  per  month 

iroposed  in  the  bill. 

S.  6182.  Ellen  Milam,  of  Denver.  Colo.,  is  the  widow  of  John  S. 
lilam.  who  served  in  the  Mexican  War  from  February  11.  1848,  to 
uly  14,  1848,  as  lance  corporal  with  Capt.  Ford’s  detachment  of 
le  Third  LTnited  States  Dragoons.  He  served  in  the  Civil  War  from 
uly  6,  1861,  to  May  28,  1862,  as  first  lieutenant  with  Company  D, 
'irst  Kegiment  Indiana  Volunteer  Heavy  Artillery.  He  was  hon- 
rably  discharged  from  both  services. 
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Soldier  was  originally  pensioned  at  $8  per  month  from  January  21 
1887,  on  account  of  his  service  in  the  Mexican  War.  February  1( 
1891,  he  was  allowed  pension  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890,  a 
$12  per  month  on  account  of  his  service  in  the  Civil  War.  He  wa 
pensioned  at  the  time  of  his  death  at  $24  per  month  under  specia 
act  approved  February  25,  1903.  He  died  of  congestion  of  lung 
at  his  home  in  Denver,  Colo.,  April  12,  1905. 

Claimant  married  the  soldier  August  6,  1851,  and  she  is  in  receip 
of  pension  under  the  act  of  April  19,  1908,  at  the  rate  of  $12  pe 
month.  (Certificate  No.  594975.)  She  was  originally  pensioned  a 
$8  per  month  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890,  the  evidence  filed  in  he 
case  showing  that  she  was  in  dependent  circumstances  and  withou 
property  or  means  of  support  of  any  kind. 

Claimant  is  81  years  of  age,  and  it  is  shown  by  medical  evidenc 
filed  with  this  committee  that  she  is  disabled  by  ill  health  and  old  ag 
and  is  wholly  incapacitated  for  any  work  to  earn  a  support  and  i 
physically  unable  to  care  for  herself.  It  is  also  in  evidence  that  sh 
has  no  other  source  of  income  than  the  pension  she  is  now  receiving 
namely,  $12  per  month. 

In  view  of  soldier’s  honorable  service  in  two  wars  and  the  claim 
ant’s  advanced  age,  helplessness,  and  poverty,  and  in  consideratio: 
of  the  fact  that  she  is  a  war  widow,  the  committee  report  the  b! 
favorably  with  recommendation  for  increase  of  pension  to  $20  pe 
month. 

S.  6193.  Elmina  Swan,  of  Sulligent,  Ala.,  is  the  widow  of  Ben 
jamin  F.  Swan,  who  served  as  landsman  in  the  United  States  Nav; 
on  the  ship  Ohio  from  January  23,  1864,  to  April  20,  1864,  when  h 
was  discharged  on  account  of  physical  disability.  He  disappear#' 
in  1874,  and  has  never  since  been  heard  from.  He  is  no  doubt  Ion, 
since  dead,  but  direct  proof  of  his  death  can  not  be  supplied. 

The  widow  applied  for  pension  under  the  act  of  June  27,  189( 
and  her  application  was  denied  for  the  reason  that  the  sailor  serve' 
but  89  days — one  day  short  of  the  period  necessary  to  give  her 
pensionable  status.  That  action  was  correct.  She  married  the  sailo 
in  September,  1862,  and  is  76  years  of  age. 

Evidence  filed  in  the  Pension  Bureau  shows  that  claimant  is  i: 
necessitous  circumstances,  and  to  a  great  extent  is  dependent  upo: 
the  help  of  others  for  her  support,  and  evidence  to  the  same  effect  i 
filed  with  this  committee.  She  is  unable  to  earn  a  living  and  is  i: 
poor  health. 

There  are  many  precedents  for  legislation  in  cases  of  this  charactei 
and  the  committee  report  the  bill  favorably  with  recommendatio: 
for  pension  at  $12  per  month. 

Harriet  L.  Willis,  of  1526  Grandview  Avenue,  Ports 
mouth,  Ohio,  is  the  widow  of  Hugh  Willis,  late  a  private  in  Com 
pany  C,  Fifth  Regiment  West  Virginia  Volunteer  Infantry,  am 
Sixty-sixth  Company,  Second  Battalion  Veteran  Reserve  Corps 
He  enlisted  August  24,  1861,  and  was  honorably  discharged  Septem 
ber  15,  1864,  having  served  over  three  years. 

Soldier  filed  and  established  a  claim  for  pension  under  the  gen 
eral  law  for  chronic  diarrhea  and  was  originally  pensioned  therefo 
at  $2  per  month  from  discharge;  increased  to  $4  July  29,  1885;  t 
$6  September  7,  1887,  for  chronic  diarrhea  and  resulting  disease  o 
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return;  to  $8  April  22,  1891;  and  to  $12  December  T,  1892.  He  died 
larch  23,  1903,  of  disease  of  heart  and  kidneys.

Mrs.  Harriet  L.  Willis  lias  been  under  my  care  for  the  last  year.  She  has 
»en  a  constant  sufferer  with  rheumatism  and  is  permanently  disabled.  She  is 
bt  able  to  walk  without  assistance,  and  can  not  dress  herself  or  do  any  labor 
!  any  kind.  She  requires  a  constant  companion. 

Evidence  of  neighbors  is  to  the  effect  that  claimant  can  not  walk 
bout  the  house  without  the  aid  of  a  cane  and  some  one  to  support 
er ;  that  she  has  no  property  and  no  income  other  than  her  pension. 
In  view  of  the  soldier’s  long  and  honorable  service  and  the  widow’s 
dvanced  age,  physical  helplessness,  and  extreme  poverty,  the  com- 
jiittee  report  the  bill  favorably  with  recommendation  for  inciease  of 
ension  to  $20  per  month. 

S.  6213.  Clara  E.  Squier,  of  Neville,  Ohio,  is  the  lawful  widow  of 
ohn  M.  Squier,  who  enlisted  October  7,  1861,  as  a  sergeant  m  Com- 
any  C,  Twenty-third  Kentucky  Volunteer  Infantry.  He  was  ap- 
ointed  regimental  sergeant  major  July  28,  1864,  promoted  to  first 
eutenant  Company  C  September  24,  1864,  and  to  captain  Company 
)  March  1,  1865/ and  was  honorably  mustered  out  December  27, 
865,  after  over  four  years  of  continuous  service.  He  wTas  a  brave 
nd  efficient  officer  and  has  a  highly  creditable  record.

per  month,  which  was  increased  to  $12  per  month  from  January  7, 
898,  for  total  inability  to  earn  a  support  by  manual  laboi .  He  died 
ipril  20,  1899,  the  cause  of  his  death  being  given  by  the  public  rec¬ 
ords  as  chronic  catarrhal  bronchitis.  ^  .  . 

Claimant  married  the  soldier  October  6,  1867,  ana  she  is  in  leceipt

In  view  of  the  soldier’s  long  and  honorable  service  and  the  widow 
advanced  age,  physical  helplessness,  and  extreme  poverty,  the  con 
mittee  report  the  bill  favorably,  with  recommendation  for  increai 
of  pension  to  $20  per  month. 

S.  6223.  John  S.  Colbath,  the  beneficiary  in  this  case,  is  a  resider 
of  Rochester,  N.  H.,  and  has  an^  honorable  military  record.  He  er 
listed  in  the  Union  Army  October  1,  1861,  early  in  the  war,  an 
served  over  three  years  as  a  private  in  Company  G,  Seventh  Nei 
Hampshire  Volunteer  Infantry,  being  honorably  discharged  Dc 
cember  13,  1864.  It  is  shown  by  the  records  that  he  was  severel 
wounded  in  left  groin  in  the  battle  at  Fort  Wagner,  S.  C.;  July  R 
1863,  and  was  treated  in  hospital  for  several  months. 

Soldier  is  at  present  in  receipt  of  a  pension  under  the  age-anc 
service  act  of  May  11,  1912,  at  the  rate  of  $25  per  month.  ( Certificat 
No.  42453.)

He  was 
pensioned  at  the  time  of  his  death  at  $30  per  month  under  special  act 
approved  February  24,  1905.  He  died  December  15,  1906. 

Claimant  married  the  soldier  July  1,  1879,  and  she  is  at  present  in 
receipt  of  pension  under  the  act  of  April  19,  1908,  at  the  rate  of  $12 
per  month.  ( Certificate  No.  63107 0. )  She  formerly  drew  a  dependent 
widow’s  pension  of  $8  per  month  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890.  She 
has  received  and  is  receiving  all  the  pension  to  which  she  is  entitled 
under  existing  laws. 
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Claimant  is  5*2  years  of  age  and  medical  evidence  tiled  with  this 
committee  shows  that  she  is  unable  to  earn  a  living  and  is  in  poor 
lealth,  the  following  being  the  report  of  the  physician : 

I  have  carefully  examined  Mrs.  May  C.  Moore,  widow  of  \V.  \V.  Moore,  de¬ 
ceased,  and  find  that  she  is  suffering  from  a  varicose  ulcer  extending  from  the 
nternal  malleolus  on  the  left  leg  halfway  to  the  knee.  The  said  May  C.  Moore 
s  not  bedridden,  but  she  is  unable  to  perform  any  work  of  any  kind,  caused  by 
he  above  disease. 


The  evidence  also  shows  that  claimant  is  poor  and  without  prop¬ 
erty,  except  a  small  home  worth  about  $1,000.  and  with  no  other 
neans  of  support  than  the  pension  she  is  now  receiving,  namely,  $1*2 
aer  month.  The  committee  recommend  an  increase  of  widow's  pen- 
don  to  $20  per  month. 


S.  6312.  Horace  L.  Farmer,  of  Johnson  City,  Tenn.,  served  as  a 
private  in  Company  G,  First  Eegiment  Tennessee  A  olunteer 
Mounted  Infantry.  He  enlisted  March  4,  1864.  and  was  honorably 
lischarged  and  mustered  out  April  21,  1865. 

He  filed  and  established  a  claim  for  pension  under  the  general  law 
for  rheumatism  and  resulting  disease  of  heart,  and  is  pensioned  there¬ 
for  at  the  rate  of  $30  per  month.  (Certificate  Xo.  481756.)  He  was 
irst  pensioned  at  $4  per  month  from  July  13,  1885;  this  was  subse¬ 
quently  increased  to  $12,  then  to  $14,  $i7.  $24,  and  finally  to  $30 
August  14,  1912.  Application  for  further  increase,  filed  January  8, 
L913,  was  rejected  July  14,  1913.  He  might  have  drawn  pension  from 
late  of  discharge  had  he  applied  in  time,  but  he  refused  to  file  his 
daim  until  after  the  expiration  of  the  “  arrears  "  act,  and  so  saved 


he  Government  some  hundreds  of  dollars. 

When  soldier  was  last  examined  by  a  Pension  Bureau  surgeon, 
May  31,  1913,  he  was  rated  at  $30  (total  disability  for  manual  labor) 
for  rheumatism  and  disease  of  heart  and  was  not  reported  for  in- 
xease.  Medical  evidence  filed  with  the  committee  is  to  the  effect 
hat  claimant  is  totally  disabled  for  the  performance  of  manual  labor 
ay  reason  of  rheumatism  and  resulting  disease  of  heart,  and  requires 
:he  aid  of  a  second  party  a  part  of  the  time.  He  is  66  years  of  age, 
md  evidence  filed  with  this  committee  shows  that  he  is  poor  and 
without  property  or  income,  except  his  pension,  for  the  support  of 
aimself  and  wife.  It  is  believed  that  his  condition  is  such  that 
ncrease  to  $36  is  warranted,  his  disabilities  being  of  service  origin. 


S.  6338.  Sarah  E.  Stoddard,  of  Bristol  Ferry,  E.  I..  is  the  widow 
af  Elbridge  I.  Stoddard,  who  enlisted  June  20.  1861.  early  in  the 
war,  as  a  private  in  Company  H,  Twelfth  Massachusetts  4  olunteer 
Infantry,  and  was  honorably  discharged  as  sergeant  major,  same 
regiment,  July  8,  1864,  having  served  over  three  years. 

Soldier  filed  a  claim  for  pension  under  the  act  of  June  27.  1890, 
established  the  same,  and  was  originally  pensioned  under  said  act 
at  $6  per  month  from  May  29,  1905.  which  was  increased  to  88  Octo¬ 
ber  16.  1905.  He  was  pensioned  at  the  time  of  his  death  at  812  per 
month  under  the  age-and-service  act  of  February  6.  1907.  He  died 
af  Bright's  disease  of  kidneys  November  2*2.  1909. 

Claimant  married  the  soldier  March  30.  1865,  and  she  is  at  present 
in  receipt  of  pension  under  the  act  of  April  19.  1908,  at  the  rate  of 
M2  per  month.  (Certificate  Xo.  695668.) 
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She  is  71  years  of  age,  and  medical  evidence  filed  with  this  com¬ 
mittee  shows  that  she  is  in  poor  health  and  physically  unable  to 
earn  a  living,  the  following  being  the  report  of  her  physician: 

Mrs.  Stoddard  is  now  and  has  been  for  12  years  past  physically  unable  to 
Support  herself  or  to  do  any  substantial  work,  and  I  have  treated  her  during 
the  last  12  years  for  chronic  rheumatism,  from  which  she  suffers  to  such  an 
extent  that  she  is  unable  to  walk  without  the  aid  of  a  cane,  which  affects  her 
shoulders,  hands,  and  legs.  In  my  opinion,  Mrs.  Stoddard’s  condition  will  not 
improve,  owing  to  her  age.  She  has  no  property  of  any  kind  of  which  I  know, 
except  her  dower  interest  in  the  small  cottage  where  she  lives. 

One  neighbor  testifies  that  claimant  is  a  great  sufferer  from  rheu¬ 
matism  and  heart  trouble;  that  she  is  unable  to  do  any  work,  and  is 
unable  to  walk  without  a  cane,  and  is  obliged  to  have  assistance  to 
enable  her  to  leave  her  home;  that  she  has  no  resources  except  her 
dower  interest  in  her  small  cottage  home,  which,  claimant  says,  is 
mortgaged  for  $600. 

In  view  of  soldier’s  long  and  honorable  service  and  the  claimant’s 
advanced  age,  physical  infirmities,  and  poverty,  the  committee 
report  the  bill  favorably  with  recommendation  for  increase  of  pen¬ 
sion  to  $20  per  month. 

S.  6351.  George  H.  Lewis,  of  Hot  Springs,  S.  Dak.,  was  a  private 
in  Company  G,  First  Regiment  United  States  Sharpshooters.  He 
enlisted  September  6,  1861,  and  was  discharged  January  7,  1863,  for 
physical  disability,  namely,  gunshot  wound  of  right  leg.  The 
records  show  that  he  was  wounded  and  taken  prisoner  at  the  battle 
of  Charles  City  Cross  Roads  June  30,  1862,  confined  at  Richmond. 
Va.,  and  paroled  August  3,  1862. 

Soldier  filed  and  established  a  claim  for  pension  under  the  general 
law  for  gunshot  wounds  of  right  leg  and  left  side,  and  was  pensioned 
therefor  at  $4  per  month  from  discharge;  increased  to  $6  May  26. 
1886;  to  $8  August  15,  1888,  and  to  $12  March  2,  1898.  Fie  is  now 
pensioned  under  the  age-and-service  act  of  May  11,  1912,  at  the  rate 
of  $20  per  month.  (Certificate  No.  20133.)  Claim  for  total  disa¬ 
bility  rating  under  the  act  of  May  11,  1912,  was  rejected  on  the 
ground  that  soldier  was  not  rendered  unfit  for  manual  labor  by  rea¬ 
son  of  pensioned  causes,  namely,  gunshot  wounds  of  right  leg  and 
left  side. 

Claimant  is  now  upward  of  71  years  of  age.  When  last  medically 
examined  June  4,  1913,  he  was  rated  $12  on  gunshot  wounds  and  $6 
on  hernia.  Medical  and  other  evidence  filed  with  this  committee 
shows  that  claimant  is  totally  disabled  by  reason  of  wounds,  disease, 
and  old  age,  and  is  wholly  unable  to  perform  manual  labor.  It  is 
also  shown  that  claimant  has  no  property  and  no  income  from  any 
source  except  his  pension. 

Acting  in  this  case  as  we  have  in  similar  cases  and  it  being  meri¬ 
torious,  the  committee  report  the  bill  favorably,  with  recommenda¬ 
tion  for  increase  of  pension  to  $30  per  month, 

S.  6353.  Albert  F.  Wright,  of  New  Ipswich,  N.  H.,  is  shown  by  the 
War  Department  records  to  have  enlisted  October  23,  1861,  as  a 
private  in  Company  K,  Sixth  New  Hampshire  Volunteer  Infantry, 
and  to  have  been  honorably  discharged  October  26,  1862,  for  physical 
disability,  namely,  chronic  diarrhea.  He  again  enlisted  December  7, 
1863,  as  a  corporal  in  Company  B,  Fifty-sixth  Massachusetts  Volun- 
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teer  Infantry,  and  was  discharged  July  8,  1865,  on  surgeon's  certifi¬ 
cate  of  disability  on  account  of  gunshot  wound  of  right  hand  received 
in  battle  at  Spottsyl  vania,  Va.,  May  12, 1864.  He  was  a  good  soldier 
and  has  a  good  record. 

Soldier  filed  and  established  a  claim  for  pension  under  the  general 
law  for  gunshot  wound  of  right  hand  and  injury  of  back  and 
right  knee  and  was  pensioned  therefor  at  $4  per  month  from  dis¬ 
charge  ;  increased  to  $6  August  19, 1870,  and  to  $8  December  16,  1885* 
On  April  18,  1891,  he  was  granted  $12  per  month  under  the  act  of 
June  27,  1890.  He  is  now  pensioned  at  $24  per  month  under  the 
age-and-service  act  of  May  11.  1912.  (Certificate  No.  67972.) 

Soldier  is  72  years  of  age.  When  last  medically  examined,  August 
20.  1913,  he  was  rated  $10  on  gunshot  wound  of  right  hand,  $4  for 
injury  of  right  knee,  $4  for  injury  of  left  wrist,  and  $4  for  injury  of 
back."  The  concluding  paragraph  of  the  examining  surgeoivs  report 
was  as  follows : 

This  claimant  is  so  disabled  from  wound  of  riglit  hand,  fracture  of  left  wrist* 
injury  to  right  knee,  and  injury  to  back  as  to  be  incapacitated  for  performing 
manual  labor,  and  is  entitled  to  $24  a  month. 

Medical  evidence  filed  with  this  committee  is  to  the  effect  that 
claimant  is  disabled  by  wound  of  right  hand,  injury  of  right  knee, 
chronic  rheumatism,  and  diarrhea,  and  is  incapacitated  for  perform¬ 
ing  manual  labor  for  his  support.  It  also  appears  that  he  is  poor 
and  without  means  and  with  no  other  support  than  his  pension. 

On  account  of  soldier's  advanced  age,  poverty,  good  record,  and 
total  disability  for  earning  a  support  by  his  own  manual  labor,  partly 
due  to  causes  of  service  origin,  the  committee  report  the  bill  favor¬ 
ably.  with  recommendation  for  increase  of  pension  to  $30  per  month, 
which  is  the  amount  he  will  be  entitled  to  in  a  few  years  under  the 
age-and-service  act  of  May  11,  1912. 

S.  6356.  David  M.  Hilton,  of  E.  F.  D.,  Damariscotta,  Me.,  was  a 
private  in  Company  E,  Eighth  Maine  \olunteer  Infantry.  He  en¬ 
listed  December  1,  1863,  and  was  honorably  discharged  January  18, 
1866,  having  served  over  two  years.  He  has  a  record  of  treatment  m 
the  service  for  variola,  dvsentery,  debility,  and  remittent  fe^er. 

Soldier  filed  and  established  a  claim  for  pension  under  the  general 
law  for  disease  of  feet— result  of  smallpox— and  was  originally  pen¬ 
sioned  therefor  at  $2  per  month  from  discharge,  which  was  increased 
to  $4  June  25,  1890.  On  September  ^30,  1890,  he  was  pensioned  at 
$12  per  month  under  the  act  of  June  27, 1890,  on  account  of  disability 
from  disease  of  eyes,  bowels,  and  rectum.  He  is  now  pensioned  undei 
the  age-and-service  act  of  May  11,  1912,  at  the  rate  or  $2o  per 
month.  (Certificate  No.  278444.)  Claim  for  total- disability  rating 
under  the  act  of  May  11, 1912,  was  rejected  on  the  ground  that  claim¬ 
ant  was  not  shown  to  be  wholly  unfit  for  manual  labor  by  reason  ol 
pensioned  disability,  namely,  disease  of  feet — result  of  smallpox. 

Claimant  is  now"  in  the  seventy-first  year  of  his  age.  When  last 
medically  examined,  May  3,  1911,  he  was  rated  $17  on  disease  of 
feet,  $17  on  disease  of  heart,  and  $4  on  disease  of  digestive  organs. 
-Medical  evidence  filed  with  this  committee  shows  that  claimant  is 
suffering  from  disease  of  feet  with  broken-down  arches  5  that  he  is 
also  afflicted  with  disease  of  heart;  and  that  in  consequence  of  his 
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disabilities  he  is  totally  unfitted  for  any  manual  labor.  The  evi¬ 
dence  also  shows  that  claimant  is  poor  and  needy ;  that  he  has  only 
a  small  place,  valued  at  $500  and  mortgaged  for  $200;  and  that  his 
only  support  is  his  pension.  His  case  is  worthy  of  favorable  con¬ 
sideration,  and  the  committee  report  the  bill  with  recommendation 
for  increase  of  pension  to  $36  per  month. 

S.  6359.  Hannah  (\  Van  Tassel,  claimant,  now  of  Washington, 
D.  C.,  is  the  aged  and  dependent  mother  of  Alonzo  Van  Tassel,  late 
corporal  in  Company  A,  Sixty-seventh  Regiment  New  York  Volun¬ 
teer  Infantry,  who  enlisted  in  the  Union  Army  May  1,  1861,  and  was 
killed  in  action  at  the  Wilderness,  Va.,  May  6,  1864.  He  was  never 
married,  and  claimant  was  dependent  upon  him  for  support  at  and 
prior  to  the  date  of  his  death,  and  he  contributed  out  of  his  pay  to 
her  maintenance. 

Claimant  is  now  receiving  a  pension  under  the  general  law  by  cer¬ 
tificate  No.  322323  of  $12  per  month,  which  is  the  highest  rate  allow¬ 
able  at  the  Pension  Bureau.  It  appears,  however,  that  she  is  past  85 
years  of  age,  and  the  evidence  filed  in  her  case  shows  that  she  is  help¬ 
less  and  destitute  and  without  means  or  income  except  her  pension, 
and  with  no  one  to  look  to  for  care  and  support.  The  evidence  fur¬ 
ther  shows  that  she  gave  her  three  sons  to  the  Union  service  during 
the  Civil  War — Alonzo  Van  Tassel,  Elmore  Van  Tassel,  and  Thomas 
W.  Van  Tassel.  Alonzo  was  killed  in  battle  as  above  stated,  Elmore 
died  from  diseases' contracted  in  service,  and  Thomas  W.  is  in  the 
Soldiers’  Home  at  Hampton,  Va.,  diseased  and  disabled  and  unable 
to  contribute  to  his  mother’s  support. 

Claimant  has  been  a  widow  for  many  years,  and  for  some  time  past 
partly  dependent  upon  the  charity  of  neighbors  and  others  for  her 
support.  Her  condition  is  most  pitiable,  as  appears  from  the  fol¬ 
lowing  affidavit  filed  with  the  bill: 

I,  Mary  O.  Dallas,  now  living  at  1791  Lanier  Place,  in  the  Lambert  Apartment 
House,  on  oath  say  as  follows: 

I  have  known  Mrs.  Hannah  C.  Van.  Tassel  more  than  10  years,  and  have 
known  a  few  members  of  her  family,  hut  all  have  died  and  gone  except  one  son, 
who  is  in  the  Hampton  Soldiers’  Home. 

Mrs.  Van  Tassel  has  been  for  years  buffeted  about  from  place  to  place,  without 
means  except  her  pension  as  dependent  mother. 

She  is  growing  older  and  more  feeble  and  needs  more  means,  and  is  less  able 
to  care  for  herself.  The  high  price  of  living  and  her  helpless  condition  make  it 
now  impossible  for  her  to  be  supported  on  this  pension,  and  she  must  soon  be 
come  a  public  charge;  and,  in  fact,  hard  as  the  term  sounds,  she  must  soon  be 
an  entire  pauper  with  only  this  pension  between  her  and  absolutely  nothing. 

Efforts  have  been  made  to  place  her  where  this  pension  will  be  taken  as  full 
compensation  for  her  support,  but  such  have  failed,  and  she  now  presents  a 
pitiable  object  of  poverty  and  unprotected  old  age.  She  is  past  85  and  gave 
three  sons  to  the  Union  service  in  the  Civil  War.  One  was  killed  in  action, 
one  died  from  disabilities  contracted  in  service,  and  the  other  is  in  Hampton 
Soldiers’  Home.  I  have  helped  her  in  various  ways  for  the  past  10  years  or 
more.  I  am  not  in  any  degree  related  to  her  and  have  no  interest  in  this  case 
except  that  of  a  kind  friend.

The  case  appeals  strongly  for  relief,  and  the  committee  are  of 
opinion  that  a  grateful  country  should  not  allow  this  aged  and  help¬ 
less  mother  to  suffer  in  poverty  and  want.  The  bill  is  reported 
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favorably,  with  recommendation  for  increase  of  pension  to  $30  per 
month. 

S.  6360.  Samuel  Brenner,  of  Alexandria,  Ind.,  was  a  private  and 
corporal  in  Company  G,  Thirteenth  Indiana  Volunteer  Infantry. 
He  enlisted  September  28,  1861,  and  served  until  the  close  of  the  war, 
being  honorably  discharged  June  6,  1865. 

He  is  now  in  receipt  of  pension  under  the  age- and-ser vice  act  of 
May  11, 1912,  at  the  rate  of  $19  per  month.  (Certificate  No.  269663.) 
He  "was  formerly  pensioned  under  the  general  law  at  $17  per  month 
for  chronic  diarrhea  and  resulting  piles  and  disease  of  rectum, 
which  originated  in  the  service.  Claim  for  renewal  and  increase 
under  the  general  law,  filed  December  12,  1912,  was  rejected  January 
14,  1914. 

When  this  claimant  was  last  examined,  November  26,  1913,  he  was 
rated  $10  on  chronic  diarrhea,  $14  on  piles  and  disease  of  rectum,  and 
$17  on  disease  of  digestive  organs.  Medical  evidence  filed  with  this 
committee  shows  that  claimant  is  disabled  by  chronic  diarrhea,  piles, 
disease  of  rectum,  and  general  debility,  and  is  entirely  unable  .to  earn 
a  support  by  manual  labor.  He  is  73  years  of  age,  and  neighbors 
testify  that  he  is  unable  to  labor  and  is  in  poor  health,  and  that^  he 
has  no  property  except  a  small  home,  worth  about  $300,  and  no  other 
income  than  his  pension  for  the  support  of  himself  and  wife. 

It  is  believed  that  soldier’s  condition  is  such  that  increase  to  $30 
is  warranted,  his  disabilities  being  of  service  origin. 

S.  6370.  Edward  E.  Teter,  of  Salt  Lake  City,  Utah,  was  a  member 
of  Company  C,  Twenty-sixth  Illinois  Volunteer  Infantry.  He  was 
a  good  soldier  and  has  a  first-class  record,  having  enlisted  August 
23,  1861,  and  being  honorably  discharged  July  20,  1865. 

He  filed  and  established  a  claim  for  pension  under  the  general 
law  for  disease  of  lungs  and  heart  and  was  originally  pensioned 
therefor  at  $6  per  month  from  discharge ;  increased  to  $8  J anuary  6, 
1879;  to  $12  March  23,  1887;  and  to  $24  June  6,  1888.  He  is  now 
pensioned  under  the  age-and-service  act  of  May  11,  1912,  at  the  rate 
of  $25  per  month.  (Certificate  No.  182125.)  Claim  for  total  dis¬ 
ability  rating  under  the  act  of  May  11,  1912,  was  rejected  on  the 
ground  that  claimant  was  not  rendered  wholly  unfit  for  manual  labor 
by  reason  of  pensioned  causes,  disease  of  lungs  and  heart. 

This  claimant  is  an  old  man,  in  the  seventy-fifth  year  of  his  age. 
The  report  of  his  last  medical  examination,  taken  December  3,  1913, 
showed  that  he  was  suffering  from  disease  of  heart,  disease  of  lungs, 
enlarged  prostate,  and  senile  debility,  and  the  examining  surgeons 
reported  in  direct  terms  that  he  was  totally  disabled  for  the  per¬ 
formance  of  manual  labor.  Medical  evidence  filed  with  this  com¬ 
mittee  is  to  the  effect  that  claimant  is  totally  disabled  for  perform¬ 
ing  manual  labor  by  reason  of  disease  of  heart  and  lungs.  It  is 
further  shown  that  claimant  is  poor  and  without  other  income  than 
his  pension  for  the  support  of  himself  and  his  wife  and  a  weak- 
minded  son. 

In  view  of  soldier’s  long  and  honorable  service,  his  poverty,  and 
total  disability  for  manual  labor,  largely  due  to  causes  of  service 
origin,  the  committee  report  the  bill  favorably  with  recommenda¬ 
tion  for  increase  of  pension  to  $36  per  month. 
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S.  6379.  Joseph  McKinsey  was  a  private  in  Company  A,  Tenth 
Regiment  Indiana  Volunteer  Infantry.  He  enlisted  in  the  Union 
Army  August  24,  1861,  to  serve  three  years;  reenlisted  as  a  veteran 
volunteer  January  4,  1864;  and  was  honorably  discharged  July  25, 
1865,  by  reason  of  the  close  of  the  war.  He  was  a  good  soldier  and 
has  a  first-class  record. 

Soldier  is  at  present  in  receipt  of  pension  under  the  general  law 
(certificate  No.  205851)  at  the  rate  of  $24  per  month  for  chronic 
diarrhea  and  resulting  disease  of  rectum,  which  originated  in  the 
service.  Claim  for  total-disability  rating  under  the  act  of  May  11, 
1912,  was  rejected  on  the  ground  that  he  was  not  unfit  for  manual 
labor  by  reason  of  pensioned  causes. 

Soldier  is  now  nearly  70  years  of  age.  The  last  certificate  of  medi¬ 
cal  examination,  dated  October  1,  1913,  showed  that  he  was  disabled 
by  chronic  diarrhea,  disease  of  rectum,  weak  heart,  partial  deafness, 
and  blindness  of  the  right  eye,  and  the  concluding  paragraph  of  the 
examining  surgeons’  report  is  as  follows: 

This  claimant,  in  our  judgment,  is  incapacitated  for  the  performance  of  any 
manual  labor  wholly  by  reason  of  chronic  diarrhea  and  disease  of  rectum, 
Independent  of  all  other  causes,  and  is  entitled  to  $30  per  month. 

Medical  evidence  filed  with  this  committee  shows  that  claimant  is 
suffering  from  loss  of  right  eye,  with  defective  vision  in  left  eye, 
defective  hearing,  sciatica,  chronic  constipation,  chronic  gastritis, 
chronic  catarrh,  and  arteriosclerosis,  and  by  reason  of  his  disabilities 
is  totally  and  permanently  disabled  for  manual  or  other  labor.  The 
evidence  further  shows  that  claimant  owns  no  property  and  has  no 
other  means  of  support  than  his  pension. 

In  view  of  soldier’s  advanced  age,  his  long  and  faithful  service  in 
the  war,  his  poverty  and  total  disability  for  manual  labor,  partly 
due  to  causes  of  service  origin,  the  committee  report  the  bill  favor¬ 
ably,  with  recommendation  for  increase  of  pension  to  $36  per  month. 

S.  6393.  William  H.  Miller  was  a  private  in  Company  G,  Sixty- 
ninth  Regiment  Indiana  Volunteer  Infantry.  He  enlisted  in  the 
Union  Army  October  9,  1862,  and  served  over  three  years,  being  hon¬ 
orably  discharged  October  24,  1865. 

He  filed  and  established  a  claim  for  pension  under  the  general  law 
for  chronic  diarrhea  and  piles,  and  was  originally  pensioned  there¬ 
for  at  $4  per  month  from  January  15,  1883;  increased  to  $8  Novem¬ 
ber  28,  1888;  to  $12  July  20,  1904;  to  $14  February  8,  1905;  and  to 
$17  May  27,  1908.  Claims  for  further  increase  were  rejected  July  1, 
1910,  and  November  3, 1911,  and  nervous  prostration,  disease  of  heart, 
nnd  vertigo,  alleged  as  results  of  pensioned  causes,  were  not  so  ac¬ 
cepted  by  the  medical  referee.  He  is  now  pensioned  under  the  age- 
and-service  act  of  May  11,  1912,  at  the  rate  of  $25  per  month.  (Cer¬ 
tificate  No.  397111.) 

The  claimant  is  now  upward  of  71  years  of  age.  When  last  exam¬ 
ined  October  4,  1911,  he  was  rated  $17  on  chronic  diarrhea  and  piles, 
$8  on  disease  of  heart,  and  $4  on  kidney  trouble.  Medical  evidence 
filed  with  this  committee  is  to  the  effect  that  claimant  is  disabled  by 
chronic  diarrhea,  piles,  and  old  age,  and  is  wholly  incapacitated  for 
the  performance  of  manual  labor.  The  evidence  shows  that  he  has  a 
wife  to  support;  that  his  entire  estate  is  $400  in  value;  and  that  be- 
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•ause  of  ill  health  and  misfortunes  he  has  been  compelled  to  seek 
jisylum  in  a  soldiers’  home. 

On  account  of  soldier’s  advanced  age,  poverty,  good  record,  and 
,otal  disability  for  earning 'a  support  by  his  own  manual  labor, 
>artly  due  to  causes  of  service  origin,  the  committee  report  the  bill 
‘avorably,  with  recommendation  for  increase  of  pension  to  $36  per 

nonth. 

S.  6394.  George  W.  Brewer  was  a  private  in  Company  F,  Twenty- 
ninth  Regiment  Indiana  Volunteer  Infantry.  He  enlisted  October 
►7,  1861,  and  was  honorably  discharged  May  3,  1865,  having  served 
>ver  three  and  one-half  years. 

He  filed  and  established  a  claim  for  pension  under  the  general  law 
’or  rheumatism  and  resulting  disease  of  heart,  and  is  pensioned 
herefor  at  the  rate  of  $30  per  month.  (Certificate  No.  717216.) 
Te  was  first  pensioned  at  $6  per  month  from  October  19,  1891 ;  in- 
:reased  to  $8^  January  8,  1896;  to  $17  December  6,  1905;  to  $24 
December  4,  1907 ;  and  to  $30  October  12,  1910. 

This  claimant  is  an  old  man  of  about  80  years  of  age.  When  last 
examined  October  12,  1910,  by  a  board  of  surgeons  he  was  shown  to 
)e  totally  disabled  for  the  performance  of  manual  labor  by  reason  of 
•heumatism  and  disease  of  heart.  The  report  of  the  examining  sur¬ 
geons  is  in  part  as  follows: 

Complete  disarticulation  of  left  knee  joint,  entire  left  knee  joint  a  mass  of 
loft,  flabby  edematous  tissue,  weight  upon  left  leg  causing  outward  displacement. 
sTo  scars  or  other  objective  marks  of  traumatism  of  knee.  Total  loss  of  power 
Lnd  motion  of  left  leg.  Disability  equal  to  or  greater  than  loss  of  leg. 

}Dr.  D.  W.  McNamara,  of  South  Bend,  lnd.,  testifies,  August  22, 
914,  that  he  has  examined  soldier,  and  finds  that  he  is  totally  dis¬ 
abled  and  incapacitated  for  the  performance  of  manual  labor  by 
•eason  of  chronic  rheumatism  incurred  while  in  the  military  service 
)f  the  United  States,  and  resulting  disease  of  heart;  that  there  has 
)een  an  appreciable  increase  in  said  disabilities  since  affiant  ex- 
imined  him  four  years  ago,  as  there  is  practically  total  loss  of  use 
)f  left  leg  by  reason  of  disease  of  left  knee,  and  is  more  than  equal 
;o  the  loss  of  a  hand  or  a  foot. 

The  evidence  also  shows  that  claimant  is  poor ;  that  he  has  no 
property  or  income  aside  from  his  pension;  and  that  he  has  an 
nvalid  and  helpless  wife  to  care  for  and  support. 

It  is  believed  that  his  condition  is  such  that  increase  to  $50  is  war¬ 
ranted,  his  disabilities  being  of  service  origin. 

S.  6409.  George  W.  Crouso  was  a  good  soldier  and  has  an  honorable 
nilitary  record.  He  enlisted  in  the  Union  Army  February  1,  1862, 
md  served  over  three  years  as  a  private,  corporal,  and  sergeant  in 
Company  H,  Tenth  West  Virginia  Volunteer  Infantry,  being  hon¬ 
orably  discharged  May  7,  1865,  by  reason  of  the  close  of  the  war.  He 
las  a  record  of  treatment  in  the  service  for  catarrh,  debility,  pneu- 
nonia,  colic,  and  typhoid  fever. 

Soldier  filed  and  established  a  claim  for  pension  under  the  general 
aw  for  chronic  diarrhea,  and  was  pensioned  therefor  at  $4  per  month 
trom  February  18,  1889,  which  was  increased  to  $6  March  2,  1892;  to 
$10  August  5,  1896,  for  chronic  diarrhea  and  resulting  disease  of 
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rectum ;  to  $12  September  27,  1899 ;  and  to  $14  October  21,  1903.  Ap¬ 
plications  for  further  increase  under  the  general  law  were  rejected 
December  9,  1907,  and  December  8,  1910.  He  is  now  pensioned  undei 
the  age  and  service  act  of  May  11,  1912*,  at  the  rate  of  $25  per  month 


Certificate  No.  765922.) 


This  claimant  is  an  old  man  of  over  71  years  of  age.  The  last  cer¬ 
tificate  of  medical  examination  dated  November  16,  1910,  showed  that 
he  was  suffering  from  chronic  diarrhea,  disease  of  rectum,  and  gen¬ 
eral  debility,  and  was  totally  disabled,  the  following  being  in  part 
the  report  of  the  board  of  examining  surgeons : 


Weak,  extremely;  can  scarcely  walk;  does  not  raise  feet  from  the  ground 
shuffles  slowly.  Can  not  dress  himself;  needs  help  at  toilet;  also  part  of  time 
when  walking. 


Drs.  A.  P.  Letherman  and  J.  C.  Carson  testify  in  affidavit  filed 
with  this  committee : 


That  they  examined  George  W.  Crouso  on  July  2,  1914,  and  found  him  suffer 
ing  from  chronic  diarrhea  and  its  results ;  that  they  found  him  emaciated  anc 
partially  paralyzed  and  unable  to  walk,  and  at  times  unable  to  use  his  righl 
hand  and  arm  to  feed  or  dress  himself;  that  he  has  constant  trouble  with  hk 
kidneys,  getting  up  from  six  to  ten  times  a  night  to  urinate  ;  that  he  is  feeble 
and  totally  dependent  and  helpless,  and  that  he  needs  the  constant  care  and  at¬ 
tention  of  a  nurse  or  other  attendant. 

The  evidence  further  shows  that  claimant  is  financially  poor  and 
with  nothing  but  his  pension  for  the  support  of  himself  and  wife. 
His  Grand  Army  post  petitions  for  his  relief,  and  the  committee, 
impressed  with  the  merits  of  his  case,  report  the  bill  favorably  with 
recommendation  for  increase  of  pension  to  $50  per  month. 

S.  6421.  Gertrude  Cornwell  is  the  helpless  and  dependent  child  oi 
Green  B.  Cornwell,  who  enlisted  April  23,  1861,  as  a  private  ir. 
Company  I,  Twenty-second  Ohio  Volunteer  Infantry,  to  serve  three 
months,  and  was  honorably  discharged  August  19,  1861.  He  again 
enlisted,  September  30,  1861,  as  a  private  in  Company  H,  Fifty-ninth 
Ohio  Volunteer  Infantry,  to  serve  three  years,  and  was  honorabl} 
mustered  out  February  4,  1865.  He  was  taken  prisoner  May  27 
1864,  and  confined  in  Andersonville  prison  for  six  months,  being 
paroled  November  24,  1864. 

Soldier  died  May  18,  1914,  being  at  the  time  of  his  death  a  pen¬ 
sioner  by  certificate  No.  411630,  at  the  rate  of  $30  per  month  foi 
chronic  diarrhea  and  resulting  disease  of  rectum,  disease  of  gums, 
result  of  scurvy,  and  rheumatism  and  resulting  disease  of  heart.  He 
left  a  widow  surviving,  Elizabeth  Cornwell,  who  can  not,  however 
obtain  pension  on  account  of  his  service,  for  the  reason  that  she  is 
already  a  pensioner  for  her  service  as  an  Army  nurse  in  the  Civil 
War.  No  one  is  now  drawing  any  pension  on  account  of  this 
soldier’s  service  and  death. 

The  beneficiary  under  this  bill  was  born  June  26,  1886,  and  hence 
is  over  28  years  of  age.  She  is  crippled  and  helpless,  as  shown  by 
the  evidence  filed  with  this  committee,  and  has  been  so  since  she  was 
4  years  of  age.  She  is  still  in  a  helpless  and  crippled  condition  to 
the  extent  that  she  can  only  get  about  in  a  wheeled  chair.  She  is 
also  shown  to  be  in  circumstances  of  need  and  without  means  of 
support  of  any  kind.  Being  over  16  years  of  age  at  the  date  of  her 
father’s  death  she  has  no  title  for  pension  under  existing  laws.  Her 
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ise,  however,  is  within  the  spirit  and  intent  of  the  pension  laws  and 
le  should  be  afforded  a  measure  of  relief.  Twelve  dollars  per 
lonth  is  the  amount  of  pension  given  in  these  cases. 

S.  6422.  Eden  N.  Leavens  served  in  the  Civil  War  as  regimental 
aartermaster  with  the  Tenth  Regiment  Minnesota  Volunteer  In- 
intry.  He  was  mustered  in  April  23,  1864,  and  honorably  dis- 
larged  and  mustered  out  August  19,  1865. 

He  never  filed  a  claim  for  pension  under  the  general  law,  but 
;tablished  one  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890,  and  was  originally 
msioned  under  said  act  at  $12  per  month  from  August  1.  1890,  on 
:count  of  disability  from  double  inguinal  hernia  and  dyspepsia, 
e  is  now  pensioned  under  the  age-and-service  act  of  May  11.  1912* 
K  the  rate  of  $24  per  month.  (Certificate  No.  636128.) 

This  claimant  is  an  old  man  of  over  88  years  of  age.  The  medical 
id  other  evidence  filed  with  this  committee  shows  that  he  is  broken 
ywn  and  totally  disabled  b}^  reason  of  double  hernia,  rheumatism* 
id  suppuration  of  left  knee,  and  that  for  over  five  years  he  has  been 
lable  to  get  about  without  the  aid  of  crutches.  The  evidence  also 
lows  that  his  only  property  is  a  small  home  and  that  he  has  no  other 
airce  of  income  than  his  pension. 

On  account  of  soldier's  age,  poverty,  good  record,  and  extreme 
lysical  condition,  the  committee  report  the  bill  favorably,  with 
commendation  for  increase  of  pension  to  $36  per  month. 


S.  6426.  Murray  V.  Livingston,  of  Boston,  Mass.,  is  shown  by  the 
rar  Department  records  to  have  enlisted  April  19,  1861,  at  the  first 
11  for  troops,  as  a  private  in  Company  D,  Fifth  Regiment  Massa- 
Lusetts  Militia  Infantry,  and  to  have  been  honorably  discharged 
ily  31,  1861.  He  reenlisted  September  16,  1861,  and  served  as  a 
ivate  and  bugler  in  Company  D,  First  Regiment  Massachusetts 
olunteer  Cavalry,  until  the  close  of  the  war,  being  honorably  dis- 
Larged  June  29,  1865.  He  was  a  good  soldier  and  has  a  first-class 
cord. 

Soldier  is  now  and  has  been  since  February  13,  1911,  a  pensioned 
ider  special  act  at  the  rate  of  $30  per  month.  (Certificate  No, 
’3235.)  Prior  thereto  he  was  pensioned  at  $12  per  month  undet 
e  age-and-service  act  of  February  6,  1907.  He  was  originally  pen- 
med  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890,  at  $6  per  month  from  August 
5, 1898 ;  increased  to  $8  April  26, 1906.  It  does  not  appear  from  thd 
ipers  that  he  ever  applied  for  pension  under  the  general  law. 
Soldier  is  now  about  74  vears  of  age.  The  additional  medical  and 
her  evidence  filed  with  this  committee  shovs  that  he  has  entirely 
1st  one  eye  and  the  sight  in.  the  other  eye  is  gradually  failing; 
fat  he  is  also  partially  deaf  and  suffers  from  other  infirmities  of 
'e,  and  is  in  such  condition  that  he  is  unable  to  labor  or  to  find  any 
lployment  and  has  been  and  now  is  under  constant  medical  care, 
also  appears,  from  the  papers  in  his  case  that  claimant  is  poor  and 
ithout  means  and  is  more  or,  less  dependent  upon  his  friends  for 
pport.  He  was  a  good  soldier  and  has  a  good  record,  and  your 
mmittee  are  of  opinion  that  the  facts  in  his  case  justify  increase  of 


s  pension  to  $40  per  month. 
S.  Kept.  842.  63-3—6 
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S.  6432.  George  A.  Blose,  of  Hamilton,  Pa.,  was  a  private  in  Con 
pany  C,  Second  Battalion  Pennsylvania  Militia  Infantry.  He  ei 
listed  June  17,  1863,  and  was  honorably  discharged  and  mustere 
out  January  21,  1864,  having  served  about  seven  months. 

He  filed  and  established  a  claim  for  pension  under  the  gener* 
law  for  malarial  poisoning,  chronic  diarrhea  and  resulting  diseas 
of  rectum,  and  disease  of  urinary  organs,  and  is  pensioned  therefc 
at  the  rate  of  $24  per  month.  (Certificate  No.  409923.)  He  ws 
first  pensioned  at  $10  per  month  from  January  10,  1888;  increase 
to  $12  October  9,  1889,  and  to  $24  March  16,  1892. 

Claimant  is  now  72  years  of  age.  When  last  medically  examine< 
March  16,  1892,  he  was  rated  $12  on  malarial  poisoning,  $6  o 
chronic  diarrhea,  $4  on  piles,  and  $6  on  disease  of  kidneys,  and  tl 
examining  surgeons  as  far  back  as  that  date  reported  him  as  total] 
and  permanently  disabled  for  the  performance  of  manual  labor. 

Dr.  Sylvester  S.  Hamilton,  of  Punxsutawney,  Pa.,  testifies  in  afl 
davit  filed  with  this  committee  that — 

He  (claimant)  has  a  very  large  prostate  gland  and  I  have  had  to  catheteri 
him  on  account  of  same  and  the  albumin  which  is  almost  at  all  times  present 
greater  or  less  quantities.  Pie  is  very  much  emaciated  and  on  account  of  h 
many  ailments  and  his  age.  which  is  about  72  years,  he  is  wholly  incapacitab 
for  the  performance  of  any  manual  labor.  In  March,  1913,  I  operated  upon  hi 
for  hemorrhoids  and  a  stricture  of  the  lower  bowel,  from  which  he  has  n 
wholly  recovered.  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  his  lower  bowel  will  never  be  in 
healthy  condition,  as  when  he  was  in  the  hospital  for  his  operation  we  foui 
his  bowel  in  a  very  bad  condition. 

Neighbors  testify  that  claimant  has  been  disabled  for  some  yea 
§o  he  could  do  no  work ;  that  he  has  no  property  except  a  farm  coi 
laining  about  82  acres,  of  which  30  acres  is  in  woods  and  so  rou£ 
and  stony  as  to  be  unfit  for  farming;  that  he  has  a  fairly  got 
house  and  barn  and  a  few  outbuildings,  two  horses,  three  cows,  ar 
a  few  necessary  farming  implements;  that  the  farm  is  so  poor  ar 
unproductive  that  he  derives  no  income  from  it  above  taxes  ar 
expense  of  farming,  and  that  in  consequence  he  has  no  income  bi 
fiis  pension  of  $24  per  month. 

It  is  believed  that  on  account  of  disabilities  contracted  in  servi* 
soldier  is  entitled  to  increase  to  $30  per  month,  which  is  the  genera 
taw  rate  for  total  incapacity  to  perform  manual  labor. 

S.  6434.  Joel  A.  Ginter  was  a  private  in  Company  K,  One  hundr< 
md  fifth  Begiment  Pennsylvania  Volunteer  Infantry.  He  enlisfi 
September  25,  1864,  and  was  honorably  discharged  February  6,  186 
for  physical  disability,  namely,  chronic  diarrhea  and  functional  di 
ease  of  heart. 

He  filed  and  established  a  claim  for  pension  under  the  general  la 
*md  is  now  pensioned,  by  certificate  No.  66851,  at  $24  per  month  f 
chronic  diarrhea  and  resulting  disease  of  liver  and  rectum  and  di 
ease  of  heart,  which  originated  in  the  service.  Claims  for  furth 
Increase  were  rejected  November  4,  1902,  and  December  7,  1906,  < 
the  ground  that  soldier’s  condition  was  due  in  part  to  other  tin 
pensioned  causes. 

When  this  claimant  was  last  medically  examined,  July  25,  19C 
fie  was  rated  $20  on  chronic  diarrhea  and  resulting  disease  of  liv 
and  rectum,  $4  on  disease  of  heart,  $6  on  epilepsy,  and  $2  on  hydr 
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yele  and  varicocele.  The  examining  surgeons  reported  in  part  as 

follows : 

We  believe  him  to  be  totally  disabled  for  the  performance  of  manual  labor; 
he  also  requires  an  attendant  a  greater  portion  of  the  time. 

Medical  evidence  filed  with  this  committee  shows  that  claimant 
is  physically  unable  to  perform  manual  labor  as  the  result  of  ail¬ 
ments  and  conditions  which  are  mostly  chronic;  that  he  has  chronic 
catarrhal  irritation  of  the  bladder,  chronic  diarrhea  with  rectal  irri¬ 
tation,  irregular  heart  condition,  and  an  irritable  condition  of  the 
nerves,  causing  temporary  attacks  of  tremor.  Two  neighbors  testify 
that  claimant  is  not  able  to  do  any  work  and  requires  the  care  and 
attention  of  another  person  almost  all  the  time.  He  is  about  75  years 
of  age,  and  the  evidence  shows  that  he  has  no  property  or  income 
except  his  pension  and  has  an  invalid  wife  dependent  upon  him  for 
support.  It  is  believed  that  his  condition  is  such  that  increase  to 
$40  is  warranted,  his  disabilities  being  largely  of  service  origin. 

S.  6444.  Hiram  E.  Tinker,  of  Galesburg,  Ill.,  is  shown  by  the  War 
Department  records  to  have  enlisted  April  29,  1864,  as  a  corporal  in 
Company  G,  One  hundred  and  thirty-second  Illinois  Volunteer  In¬ 
fantry,  and  to  have  been  honorably  discharged  October  IT,  1864.  He 
again  enlisted  January  24,  1865,  and  served  as  a  private  and  cor¬ 
poral  in  Company  G,  One  hundred  and  forty-eighth  Illinois  Volun¬ 
teer  Infantry,  until  the  close  of  the  war,  being  honorably  discharged 
and  mustered  out  June  10,  1865.  He  has  a  record  of  treatment  in  the 
service  for  measles,  debilitv,  and  mumps. 

Soldier  filed  and  established  a  claim  for  pension  under  the  general 
aw  for  chronic  diarrhea  and  disease  of  throat,  result  of  measles,  and 
was  pensioned  therefor  at  $6  per  month  from  July  29,  1882;  in¬ 
creased  to  $8  J line  15,  1887,  and  to  $10  September  19,  1900,  for 
chronic  diarrhea  and  resulting  disease  of  rectum,  and  disease  of 
throat,  result  of  measles.  Claims  for  further  increase  under  the  gen¬ 
eral  law  were  rejected  June  10,  1902,  and  September  4,  1909.  He  is 
aow  pensioned  under  the  age-and-service  act  of  May  11,  1912,  at  the 
rate  of  $13.50  per  month.  "(Certificate  Ho.  323763.) 

The  claimant  is  now  about  67  years  of  age.  It  appears  from  the 
last  report  of  the  board  of  examining  surgeons,  July  14,  1909,  that 
he  was  disabled  by  chronic  diarrhea,  disease  of  rectum,  gall-bladder 
trouble,  disease  of  throat,  rheumatism,  and  other  bodily  infirmities, 
and  was  practically  unable  to  earn  a  support  by  manual  labor.  Medi¬ 
cal  evidence  filed  with  this  committee  shows  that  claimant  is  now 
wholly  incapacitated  for  earning  a  support  by  manual  labor  by  rea¬ 
son  of  chronic  diarrhea,  hemorrhoids,  varicose  veins,  and  kidney  and 
bronchial  trouble.  Neighbors  testify  that  claimant  is  in  poor  health 
|and  no  longer  able  to  do  manual  labor;  that  he  has  no  property 
pxcept  a  house  worth  about  $1,500  and  incumbered  for  its  full  value; 
that  he  has  a  wife  and  invalid  daughter  dependent  upon  him  for 
support;  and  that  he  has  no  source  of  income  aside  from  his  pension. 

Acting  in  this  case  as  we  have  in  similar  cases,  and  it  being  meri- 
:orious,  the  committee  report  the  bill  favorably,  with  recommenda¬ 
tion  for  increase  of  pension  to  $30  per  month. 

S.  6446.  John  C.  Leith,  of  Mason,  Ill.,  was  a  private  in  Company 
F,  One  hundred  and  forty-third  Kegiment  Illinois  Volunteer  In- 
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fantry.  He  served  from  May  30,  1864,  to  September  26,  1864,  and 
was  honorably  discharged. 

He  filed  a  claim  for  pension  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890,  estab¬ 
lished  the  same  and  was  originally  pensioned  under  said  act  at  the 
rate  of  $8  per  month.  He  is  now  pensioned  under  the  age-and-serv- 
ice  act  of  May  11,  1912,  at  the  rate  of  $18  per  month.  (Certificate  No. 
601063.)  It  does  not  appear  from  the  papers  that  he  ever  applied 
for  pension  under  the  general  law. 

Soldier  is  now  in  the  seventy-second  year  of  his  age.  He  has  not 
been  examined  by  a  board  of  surgeons  in  many  years,  but  evidence 
filed  with  this  committee  shows  that  he  is  disabled  by  hernia  of  right 
side,  hemorrhoids,  rheumatism,  and  kidney  trouble,  and  a  physician 
and  two  neighbors  testify  that  claimant  is  entirely  incapacitated  foi 
earning  a  support  by  manual  labor.  The  evidence  also  shows  that 
claimant  is  poor  and  without  property  or  other  income  than  his 
pension.  On  account  of  soldier’s  advanced  age,  poverty,  and  total 
disability  for  earning  a  support  by  his  own  manual  labor,  your  com¬ 
mittee  recommend  increase  of  pension  to  $24  per  month;  his  service 
was  comparatively  short  and  no  greater  increase  is  warranted  b) 

special  act. 

S.  6452.  Lvdia  Irene  Cheney,  of  Barron,  Wis.,  is  the  widow  oi 
Warren  Cheney,  who  is  shown  by  the  War  Department  records  tc 
have  enlisted  November  10, 1862,  as  a  private  in  Company  B,  fihirty- 
fourth  Wisconsin  Drafted  Militia  Infantry,  and  to  have  been  honor¬ 
ably  discharged  September  8,  1863.  He  again  enlisted  August  11 
1864,  as  a  private  in  Company  D,  Fifth  Wisconsin  Volunteer  In¬ 
fantry,  and  was  honorably  mustered  out  as  of  Company  A,  same 
regiment,  July  11,  1865,  by  reason  of  the  close  of  the  war. 

Soldier  filed  a  claim  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890,  established 
the  same  and  was  pensioned  under  said  act  at  the  rate  of  $12  pei 
month.  He  died  of  phthisis  pulmonalis  February  8,  1899. 

Claimant  married  the  soldier  September  27,  1864,  and  she  is  ir 
receipt  of  pension  under  the  act  of  April  19,  1908,  at  the  rate  of  $15 
per  month.  (Certificate  No.  495037.)  She  formerly  drew  a  depend¬ 
ent  widow’s  pension  of  $8  per  month  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890 

Claimant  is  68  years  of  age  and  it  is  shown  by  medical  and  othei 
evidence  filed  with  this  committee  that  she  is  disabled  by  ill  healtl 
and  old  age  and  in  such  feeble  condition  that  she  can  do  absolute!) 
nothing  toward  earning  a  living.  It  is  further  shown  that  she 
is  in  destitute  circumstances  and  without  property  or  means  of  sup¬ 
port  aside  from  the  pension  she  is  now  receiving,  namely,  $12  pei 
month. 

In  view  of  the  soldier’s  long  and  honorable  service  and  the  claim¬ 
ant’s  advanced  age,  physical  infirmities,  and  extreme  poverty,  and 
in  consideration  of  the  fact  that  she  is  a  war  widow,  your  committet 
report  the  bill  favorably,  with  recommendation  for  increase  of  pen¬ 
sion  to  $20  per  month. 

S.  6464.  Louisa  Schenk,  of  St.  Louis,  Mo.,  is  the  widow  of  John 
Schenk,  who  was  enrolled  August  12,  1861,  and  was  mustered  into 
service  December  19,  1861,  as  first  lieutenant  and  quartermaster  with 
the  Seventeenth  Missouri  Infantry  Volunteers  and  was  honorably 
mustered  out  as  captain  and  assistant  quartermaster  United  States 
Volunteers  October  7,  1865,  after  more  than  four  years  of  continuous 
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■  service.  He  was  made  captain  April  30,  1864.  He  was  a  very  ca¬ 
pable  and  efficient  officer.  .  .  ,  ,, 

Soldier  filed  and  established  a  claim  for  pension  under  the  gen¬ 
eral  law  and  was  pensioned  at  $17  per  month  from  November  *-o, 
1884  for  disease  of  liver,  chronic  diarrhea,  rheumatism,  and  result¬ 
ing  functional  disease  of  heart,  all  originating  in  the  service.  He 
was  pensioned  at  the  time  of  his  death  at  $30  per  month  undei 
special  act  approved  April  13,  1908.  He  died  September  9,  1913, 
the  cause  of  his  death  geing  given  as  general  arteriosclorosis. 

Claimant  married  the  soldier  July  2,  1866,  and  she  is  m  receipt 
of  pension  under  the  act  of  April  19,  1908,  at  the  late  of  $12  per 
month.  (Certificate  No.  769970.)  She  is  unable  to  obtain  pension 
under  the  general  law  more  commensurate  with  the  rank  and  valu¬ 
able  services  of  her  husband  for  the  reason  that  she  can  not  prove 
that  his  death  occurred  in  consequence  of  wound,  injury,  or  disease 
incurred  in  the  service. 

Claimant  is  68  years  of  age  and  it  is  shown  by  evidence  hied 
with  this  committee  that  she  is  disabled  by  ill  health  and  old  age  and 
is  in  such  feeble  condition  that  she  can  do  absolutely  nothing  to¬ 
ward  earning  a  support.  The  evidence  further  shows  that  she  has 
no  property  and  no  income  aside  from  her  pension ;  that  she  lk  es 
in  one  small  room  and  is  partly  dependent  upon  charitable  friends 
and  relatives  for  support. 

It  is  believed  that  the  soldier’s  long  and  valuable  services  and 
the  widow’s  advanced  age,  physical  infirmities,  and  extreme  poverty 
justify  increase  of  her  pension  to  $20  per  month,  which  is  tlie  general 
law  rate  for  a  captain’s  widow. 

S.  6465.  William  H.  Howell,  of  Burlington  Junction.  Mo.,  was  a 
!  private  and  corporal  in  Company  A,  Seventy-sixth  Begiment  Ohio 
Volunteer  Infantry.  He  was  a  good  soldier  and  has  a  good  record, 
having  enlisted  October  12,  1861,  and  being  honorably  discharged 
Julv  15,  1865,  after  nearly  four  years  of  continuous  service. 

He  filed  and  established  a  claim  for  pension  under  the  general  law 
for  injury  of  back  and  groins  and  was  originally'  pensioned  therefor 
at  $2  per  month  from  March  23,  1883;  increased  to  $6  February  19, 
1890.  On  April  27.  1901,  he  was  granted  $10  per  month  under  the 
act  of  June  27. 1890.  He  is  now  pensioned  under  the  age-and-service 
act  of  Mav  11.  1912.  at  the  rate  of  $25  per  month.  (Certificate  No. 

5437H.)  ‘  i  .  .  . 

Claimant  is  now  about  73  years  of  age.  It  appears  irom  the  last 
report  of  the  board  of  examining  surgeons,  December  18.  190 1.  that 
he  was  disabled  by  injury  of  back,  right  inguinal  hernia,  rheumatism, 
and  piles,  and  was  practically  unable  to  earn  a  support  by  manual 
labor.  Medical  evidence  filed  with  this  committee  shows  that  claim - 
.  ant  is  suffering  from  injury  of  left  hip  and  back,  hernia,  rheumatism, 
]  and  other  infirmities  of  age.  and  is  totally  disabled  for  the  perform¬ 
ance  of  manual  labor.  It  is  also  in  evidence  that  he  is  poor  and  w  lth- 
out  property  and  with  no  other  income  than  his  pension. 

In  view  of  soldier's  advanced  age,  liis  long  and  honorable  sei^ice, 
his  poverty,  and  total  disability  for  earning  a  support  b\  liis  own 
manual  labor,  the  committee  report  the  bill  favorably,  with  recom¬ 
mendation  for  increase  of  pension  to  $36  per  month. 
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S.  6481.  Emily  L.  Small  is  the  widow  of  Orange  F.  Small,  who 
served  as  a  private  in  Company  C,  Twentieth  Regiment  Maine  Vol- 1 
unteer  Infantry.  Soldier  enlisted  July  29,  1862,  and  was  discharged  | 
March  28,  1863.  He  filed  a  claim  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890, 
established  the  same,  and  was  pensioned  under  said  act  at  the  rate 
of  $12  per  month.  He  died  of  insanity  April  8,  1909. 

Claimant  was  married  to  the  soldier  November  20,  1894.  Her 
application  for  a  pension  under  the  general  law  was  rejected  for 
the  reason  that  soldier’s  death  was  not  due  to  the  military  service, 
and  she  has  no  pensionable  status  under  the  act  of  April  19,  1908,  on 
account  of  her  having  married  the  soldier  subsequent  to  June  27, 
1890. 

Claimant  is  68  years  old  and,  as  the  evidence  shows,  in  poor  health 
and  destitute  circumstances.  She  is  physically  unable  to  earn  a  liv¬ 
ing  and  is  left  without  property  or  means  of  any  kind  and  is  largely 
dependent  on  her  charitable  neighbors  and  friends  for  her  support. 

The  committee  recommend  a  pension  of  $12  per  month  for  widow, 
following  many  precedents. 

S.  6482.  Isaiah  Davis,  of  Vienna,  W.  Va.,  is  shown  by  the  records 
of  the  War  Department  to  have  enlisted  August  20,  1863,  as  a  private 
in  Company  G,  Fourth  West  Virginia  Cavalry  and  to  have  been 
honorably  discharged  March  8,  1864.  He  again  enlisted  March  23, 

1864,  as  a  private  in  Company  II,  First  Ohio  Volunteer  Light  Artil¬ 
lery,  and  was  honorably  discharged  June  14,  1865. 

Soldier  filed  and  established  a  claim  for  pension  under  the  act  of 
June  27,  1890,  and  was  originally  pensioned  under  said  act  at  $8 
per  month,  running  from  July  14,  1890.  He  is  now  pensioned  under 
the  age-and-service  act  of  May  11,  1912,  at  the  rate  of  $16.50  per 
month.  ( Certificate  No.  510855. )  He  also  filed  a  claim  under  the  gen¬ 
eral  law,  based  on  disease  of  lungs  and  weakness  of  back,  but  this 
claim  he  has  been  unable  to  prove  and  has  long  since  abandoned. 

The  claimant  is  now  69  years  of  age.  He  has  not  been  examined 
by  Pension  Bureau  surgeons  in  many  years,  but  evidence  filed  with 
this  committee  shows  that  he  is  suffering  from  disease  of  kidneys, 
with  nervous  breakdown,  also  lumbago  in  a  very  severe  form,  and  a 
physician  and  two  neighbors  testify  that  he  is  all  crippled  up  and  no 
longer  able  to  do  any  kind  of  work,  and  requires  some  one  to  assist 
him  in  dressing  and  undressing.  It  also  appears  that  he  is  very  poor 
and  without  other  income  than  his  pension  for  the  support  of  him¬ 
self  and  wife. 

On  account  of  soldier’s  advanced  age,  poverty,  good  record,  and 
total  disability  for  earning  a  support  by  his  own  manual  labor,  the 
committee  report  the  bill  favorably,  with  recommendation  for  in¬ 
crease  of  pension  to  $30  per  month. 

S.  6483.  Thomas  H.  Core,  of  R.  F.  D.  1,  Parkersburg,  W.  Va., 
was  a  sergeant  in  Company  K,  First  Regiment  Ohio  Volunteer  Light 
Artillery.  He  was  a  good  soldier  and  has  a  first-class  record,  having 
enlisted  September  1,  1861,  and  being  honorably  discharged  July  12, 

1865,  by  reason  of  the  close  of  the  war.  He  took  part  in  many  hard 
battles  and  severe  marches. 

He  filed  and  established  a  claim  for  pension  under  the  general  law 
for  rheumatism  and  disease  of  heart  and  was  pensioned  therefor  at 
$4  per  month  from  discharge;  increased  to  $10  April  1,  1885;  to  $12 
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Lpril  16,  1890;  and  to  $17  August  4,  1899.  He  is  now  pensioned  at 
30  per  month  under  the  disability  clause  of  the  act  ol  May  11,  191 A 
Certificate  No.  319061.) 

Claimant  is  now  74  years  of  age.  When  last  medically  examined, 
larch  3,  1913,  he  was' reported  to  be- 


,  disabled  from  neuritis  and  disease  of  heart  as  to  require  the  frequent  anc 
eriodical,  though  not  regular  and  constant,  personal  aid  and  attendance  of 
nother  person  and  is  entitled  to  $50  a  month. 

Dr.  D.  C.  Costo  testifies  in  affidavit  filed  with  this  committee  that 
oldier’s  condition  is  as  follows 


A  general  breakdown,  from  which  he  has  suffered  for  the  past  three  years, 
nd  he  has  not  walked  for  six  months.  Incontinence  of  urine,  both  day  and 
ight*  loss  of  control  of  bowels;  loss  of  memory;  loss  of  speech;  all  indicating 
breaking  down  or  softening  of  brain,  and  in  my  opinion  there  will  be  no  im- 
rovement  had  and  is  gradually  growing  worse.  This  man  is  totally  disabled 
nd  requires  some  one  to  constantly  take  care  of  him. 


Neighbors  testify  that  claimant  is  so  crippled  up  with  disease  that 
ie  has  been  unable  to  leave  his  home  for  over  two  years  and  requires 
ome  one  to  administer  to  his  wants  all  the  time ;  that  he  can  not 
Lress  or  undress  himself  without  assistance;  that  he  has  an  aged 
vife  to  support :  and  that  he  has  no  income  aside  from  his  pension. 

On  account  of  soldier’s  advanced  age,  poverty,  good  record,  and 
Ntreme  physical  condition,  the  committee  are  of  opinion  he  should 
iave  increase  of  pension  to  $50  per  month,  his  disabilities  being  o 


ervice  origin. 


S  6498.  Samuel  Coleman,  of  Holliday,  Kans.,  was  a  private  m 
iompanv  H,  Second  Regiment  Pennsylvania  Volunteer  Cavalry, 
le  enlisted  February  25,  1864,  and  served  until  the  close  or  the  war, 

>eing  honorably  discharged  July  13,  1865. 

He  is  at  present  in  receipt  of  a  pension  under  the  age- and-ser vice 
ict  of  May  11,  1912,  at  the  rate  of  $16.50  per  month.  (Certificate 
g0.  599420.)  He  was  formerly  pensioned  under  the  act  oi  June  h, 
L890,  at  $12  per  month.  His  application  for  pension  under  the  gen¬ 
eral  law  on  account  of  hernia  of  right  side  was  rejected  m  March, 
L899,  on  the  ground  of  no  record  or  other  satisfactory  evidence  to 
arove  incurrence  in  the  service  and  line  of  duty. 

Claimant  is  now  in  the  sixty-eighth  year  of  his  age.  He hasnot  been 
examined  by  a  Pension  Office  board  since  September  7,  1898,  when 
he  was  rated  $10  for  disease  of  rectum;  $12  for  double  inguinal 
hernia,  and  $8  for  piles.  Medical  evidence  filed  with  this  committee 
shows  that  claimant  is  now  totally  disabled  by  reason  of  chronic 
rheumatism,  inguinal  hernia,  and  hemorrhoids,  and  is  yhohv  una 
to  earn  a  support  by  manual  labor.  Neighbors  testify  that  claimant 
is  physically  unable  to  labor,  and  that  he  has  no  piopei  \  ant  no 
other"  income  than  his  pension  for  the  support  of  himseli  and  wife. 

Acting  in  this  case  as  we  have  in  similar  cases,  and  it  oeing  mem 
torious,  "the  committee  report  the  bill  favorably,  with  recommenda¬ 
tion  for  increase  of  pension  to  $30  per  month. 


S.  6529.  Charles  M.  Milligan  is  shown  by  the  War  Department 
records  to  have  enlisted  September  18,  1861,  as  a  musician  m  die 
band  of  the  Thirty-eighth  Indiana  Volunteer  Infantry,  and  to  have 
been  honorably  mustered  out  September  6,  1862,  He  enlisted  m  the 
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Navy  December  22,  1863,  and  served  as  acting  third  assistant  engi 
neer  in  the  Mississippi  Squadron  until  after  the  close  of  the  war,  be 
ing  honorably  discharged  October  24,  1865. 

Claimant  filed  and  established  a  claim  for  pension  under  the  ac 
of  June  27,  1890,  and  was  originally  pensioned  under  said  act  at  th< 
rate  of  $6  per  month.  He  is  now  pensioned  under  the  age-and-servic< 
fict  of  May  11,  1912,  at  the  rate  of  $24  per  month.  (Certificate  No 
88315.)  It  does  not  appear  from  the  papers  that  he  ever  appliec 
for  pension  under  the  general  law. 

The  claimant  is  now  in  the  seventy-first  year  of  his  age.  Medica 
evidence  filed  with  the  committee  shows  that  he  is  disabled  by  deaf 
ness,  disease  of  bladder,  liver,  and  heart,  piles,  and  old  age,  and  is 
in  such  condition  that  he  is  totaly  incapacitated  for  earning  a  supporl 
by  manual  labor.  Neighbors  testify  that  claimant  is  no  longer  abk 
to  labor  and  that  he  has  no  property  and  no  other  income  than  his 
pension  for  the  support  of  himself  and  wife. 

On  account  of  claimant’s  age,  poverty,  good  record,  and  total  dis¬ 
ability  for  earning  a  support  by  his  own  manual  labor,  the  com¬ 
mittee  recommend  increase  of  pension  to  $36  per  month,  as  proposed 
in  the  bill. 

S.  6534.  John  W.  Grubb  was  a  private  in  Company  I,  One  hun¬ 
dred  and  forty-third  Regiment  Indiana  Volunteer  Infantry.  He 
enlisted  January  31,  1865,  and  was  honorably  discharged  and  mus¬ 
tered  out  July  5,  1865.  He  has  a  record  of  wound  accidentally  re¬ 
ceived  at  Tuliahoma,  Tenn.,  May  25,  1865. 

Soldier  filed  and  established  a  claim  for  pension  under  the  general 
law  and  was  originally  pensioned  for  gunshot  wound  of  breast  at 
$8  per  month  from  discharge,  which  rate  was  increased  to  $10  No¬ 
vember  24,  1886,  for  gunshot  wound  of  breast  affecting  left  shoul¬ 
der.  On  November  23,  1904,  he  was  pensioned  under  the  act  of 
June  27,  1890,  at  $12  per  month,  granted  him  on  account  of  total 
inability  to  earn  a  support  by  manual  labor.  He  is  now  pensioned 
under  the  age-and-service  act  of  May  11,  1912,  at  the  rate  of  $21 
per  month.  (Certificate  No.  71456.) 

The  claimant  is  now  over  80  years  of  age.  It  is  shown  by  evi¬ 
dence  filed  with  this  committee  that  he  is  totally  disabled  by  reason 
of  paralysis  and  is  entirely  helpless,  requiring  constant  care  and 
assistance.  It  is  also  shown  that  his  only  property  is  5  acres  of  land, 
valued  at  $100,  and  an  old  shack  of  a  house,  and  that  he  is  entirely 
dependent  upon  his  pension  for  support. 

On  account  of  soldier’s  advanced  age,  helplessness,  and  extreme 
poverty,  the  committee  report  the  bill  favorably,  with  recommenda¬ 
tion  for  increase  of  pension  to  $40  per  month. 

S.  6545.  James  W.  Sargent  served  as  a  private  in  Company  F, 
Twenty-seventh  Regiment,  and  Company  F,  Twelfth  Regiment,  Iowa 
Volunteer  Infantry.  He  enlisted  February  10,  1864,  and  was  honor¬ 
ably  discharged  January  20,  1866,  having  served  nearly  two  years. 

He  filed  and  established  a  claim  for  pension  under  the  act  of  June 
27,  1890,  and  was  originally  pensioned  under  said  act  at  $6  per 
month  from  April  19,  1899,  which  was  increased  to  $10  January  2, 
3901.  He  is  now  pensioned  under  the  age-and-service  act  of  May 
11,  1912,  at  the  rate  of  $16.50  per  month.  (Certificate  No.  1003010.) 
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He  also  filed  a  claim  for  pension  under  the  general  law  on  account 
of  varicocele  of  left  side,  but  the  claim  was  rejected  because  lie  was 
unable  to  furnish  evidence  showing  the  service  origin  of  his  dis¬ 
ability. 

The  claimant  is  now  over  67  years  of  age.  It  appears  from  the 
last  report  of  the  board  of  examining  surgeons,  August  5,  1903,  that 
he  was  disabled  by  disease  of  rectum,  rheumatism,  left  varicocele, 
and  right  inguinal  hernia,  and  was  practically  unable  to  perform 
manual  labor.  Medical  evidence  filed  with  the  bill  shows  that  claim¬ 
ant  is  at  present  disabled  by  old  age  and  large  double  inguinal 
hernia,  and  is  wholly  incapacitated  for  performing  manual  labor 
for  his  support.  Neighbors  testify  that  claimant  is  no  longer  able 
to  labor,  and  that  he  has  no  property  and  no  other  means  of  support 
than  his  pension. 

On  account  of  soldier’s  age,  poverty,  good  record,  and  total  dis¬ 
ability  for  earning  a  support  by  his  own  manual  labor,  the  com¬ 
mittee  report  the  bill  favorably,  with  recommendation  for  increase 
of  pension  to  $30  per  month. 

S.  6606.  Sarah  B.  Hamer  is  the  widow  of  Amos  W.  Hamer,  who 
served  as  a  private  in  Company  H,  Seventieth  Ohio  \  olunteer  In¬ 
fantry.  He  enlisted  October  19,  1861,  and  was  discharged  June  4, 
1865, 'having  served  nearly  four  years.  He  was  pensioned  under  the 
general  law  at  $24  per  month  for  chronic  diarrhea  and  resulting 
piles  and  rheumatism  and  resulting  disease  of  heart,  admitted  as  of 
service  origin.  He  died  February  4,  1913. 

Claimant  married  the  soldier  November  19,  1861,  and  was  his  wife 
during  the  period  of  his  service  at  the  front.  She  filed  and  estab¬ 
lished  a  claim  for  pension  under  the  act  of  April  19,  1908,  and.  is 
now  pensioned  under  said  act  at  the  rate  of  $12  per  month.  (Certifi¬ 
cate  No.  756360.)  _  . 

Claimant  is  67  years  of  age,  and  medical  evidence  filed  with  the 
committee  show  that  she  is  in  poor  health  and  totally  disabled  for 
any  kind  of  labor,  the  following  being  the  report  of  the  physician : 

She  is  a  cripple,  cine  to  a  broken  leg  which  failed  to  unite  properly,  and  .is 
also  disabled  from  other  bodily  infirmities,  namely,  persistent  cystitis.  Said 
disabilities  completely  disable  Mrs.  Hamer  from  attending  to  her  ordinary 
household  duties  or  from  pursuing  any  gainful  occupation. 

The  evidence  further  shows  that  claimant  has  no  other  source  of 
income  than  her  pension. 

In  view  of  the  soldier’s  long  and  faithful  service  and  the  claimants 
advanced  age,  physical  infirmities,  and  extreme  poverty,  and  in  con¬ 
sideration  of  the  fact  that  she  is  a  war  widow,  the  committee 
report  the  bill  favorably  with  recommendation  for  increase  of  pen¬ 
sion  to  $20  per  month. 

S.  6607.  Eliza  J.  Riggs  is  the  widow  of  William  Riggs,  who  served 
as  a  private  in  Company  H,  Twelfth  Ohio  A  olunteer  Infantry.  He 
enlisted  June  4,  1861,  and  was  discharged  for  physical  disability 
January  10,  1863. 

Soldier  filed  and  established  a  claim  for  pension  under  the  act  of 
June  27,  1890,  and  was  originally  pensioned  under  said  act  at  $6 
per  month  from  February  29,  1896,  which  was  increased  to  $12  July 
18,  1900.  He  was  pensioned  at  the  time  of  his  death  at  $20  per 
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month  under  the  age-and-service  act  of  February  6,  1907.  He  died 
November  2,  1911,  at  the  ripe  old  age  of  83  years. 

Claimant  married  the  soldier  January  17,  1867,  and  she  is  in  re¬ 
ceipt  of  pension  under  the  act  of  April  19,  1908,  at  the  rate  of  $12 
per  month.  (Certificate  No.  734766.) 

Claimant  is  63  years  of  age,  and  medical  and  other  evidence  filed 
with  this  committee  shows  that  she  is  disabled  by  ill  health  and  old 
age  and  is  incapacitated  for  any  kind  of  labor  to  earn  a  living.  The 
evidence  also  shows  that  she  is  in  destitute  circumstances,  having  no 
property  and  being  entirely  dependent  upon  her  small  pension  for 
support. 

An  increase  of  widow's  pension  to  $20  is  recommended. 

S.  6608.  Louisa  C.  Pangburn,  of  Manchester,  Ohio,  is  the  widow 
of  James  E.  Pangburn,  who  served  as  a  private  in  Company  B, 
Thirty-fourth  Regiment,  and  Company  B,  Thirty-sixth  Regiment, 
Ohio  Volunteer  Infantry. 

Soldier  enlisted  February  29,  1864,  and  was  honorably  discharged 
July  27,  1865,  by  reason  of  the  close  of  the  war.  He  was  pensioned 
under  the  general  law  at  $17  per  month  for  frost  bite  of  both  feet 
end  disease  of  rectum,  both  originating  in  the  service.  He  died  of 
heart  disease  February  1,  1910. 

Claimant  married  the  soldier  December  23,  1867,  and  she  is  in  re* 
ceipt  of  pension  under  the  act  of  April  19,  1908,  at  the  rate  of  $12 
per  month.  (Certificate  No.  697803.) 

Claimant  is  64  years  of  age,  and  it  is  shown  by  medical  and  other 
evidence  filed  with  this  committee  that  she  is  disabled  by  ill  health 
and  old  age  and  is  in  such  condition  that  she  can  do  no  kind  of 
labor  to  earn  a  living  and  is  hardly  able  to  attend  to  her  household 
duties.  The  evidence  further  shows  that  she  has  no  property  except 
a  little  home,  which  is  heavily  mortgaged,  and  that  she  has  no  other 
means  of  support  than  the  pension  she  is  now  receiving,  namely,  $12 
per  month.  The  committee  recommend  an  increase  of  widow’s 
pension  to  $20  per  month. 

S.  6610.  John  W.  Gaddis,  of  Burkett,  Nebr.,  was  a  private  in 
Company  B,  Fortj^-eighth  Indiana  Volunteer  Infantry.  He  enlisted 
December  24,  1863,  and  served  until  the  close  of  the  war,  being  hon¬ 
orably  discharged  July  15,  1865. 

He  filed  and  established  a  claim  for  pension  under  the  act  of  June 
27,  1890,  and  was  originally  pensioned  under  said  act  at  the  rate  of 
$6  per  month.  He  is  now  pensioned  under  the  age-and-service  act 
of  May  11,  1912,  at  the  rate  of  $16.50  per  month.  (Certificate  No. 
914292.)  His  claim  for  pension  under  the  general  law  on  account  of 
disease  of  kidneys  and  affection  of  back  was  rejected  on  the  ground 
that  a  ratable  degree  of  disability  from  causes  alleged  was  not 
shown  from  date  of  application. 

The  claimant  is  now  upward  of  67  years  of  age.  Evidence  filed 
with  this  committee  shows  that  he  is  entirely  helpless  from  paralysis 
of  left  side,  and  that  he  is  confined  to  his  house  and  bed,  requiring 
the  constant  care  and  attendance  of  other  persons.  His  deplorable 
condition  is  fully  substantiated  by  the  evidence  of  two  physicians 
and  four  neighbors,  and  it  is  further  shown  that  claimant  is  in  desti¬ 
tute  circumstances,  being  entirely  dependent  upon  his  pension  for 
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he  support  of  himself  and  his  invalid  wife.  His  case  is  worthy  of 
’avorable  consideration,  and  the  committee  report  the  bill  with 
•ecommendation  for  increase  of  pension  to  $50  per  month. 

S.  6625.  Caroline  Dufner,  claimant,  of  Monroeville,  Ohio,  applied 
!or  pension  as  the  Avidow  of  Andrew  Dufner,  Avho  served  in  the  Civil 
Aar  as  private  in  Company  H,  One  hundred  and  sixty-sixth  Ohio 
National  Guard  Infantry,  and  also  as  a  private  in  Company  A,  One 
undred  and  ninety-second  Ohio  Volunteer  Infantry.  He  enlisted 
n  the  first  organization  May  2,  1864,  and  Avas  honorably  discharged 
September  9,  1864.  He  reenlisted  in  the  second  organization  Feb¬ 
ruary  24,  1865,  and  was  honorably  discharged  and  mustered  out 
September  1.  1865. 

The  claim  of  the  applicant  Avas  rejected  on  the  ground  that  there 
s  no  proof  that  soldier  is  dead,  and  that  the  circumstances  of  his 
lisappearance  do  not  warrant  a  presumption  of  his  death. 

The  evidence  shows  that  claimant  and  soldier  Avere  duly  and  law¬ 
fully  married  NoA7ember  19,  1867,  and  lived  together  as  husband  and 
vile  until  about  April,  1875,  when  he  left  home,  and  she  has  not  seen 
>r  heard  from  him  since.  They  were  then  living  in  NorAvalk,  Ohio, 
,nd  soldier  was  seen  by  one  witness  about  two  years  later  in  Detroit, 
since  Avhich  time  no  one  has  any  knowledge  of  his  Avhereabouts  or 
Ivhat  became  of  him.  The  evidence  further  shows  that  claimant  Avas 
i  true  and  faithful  wife,  and  he  had  no  apparent  cause  for  leaAdng 
ier ;  that  she  has  not  remarried ;  that  he  was  a  man  of  intemperate 
labits  and  had  suicidal  tendencies,  and  it  is  the  consensus  of  opinion 
tmong  all  the  witnesses  that  soldier  has  long  since  been  dead. 

Two  special  examiners  of  the  Pension  Bureau  gave  a  favorable 
Opinion  of  the  claim,  and  one  of  them  submitted  it  for  admission, 
)ut  it  Avas  rejected  in  the  board  of  review. 

Claimant  is  69  years  of  age,  and  it  is  clearly  established  that  she 
s  in  A7ery  poor  circumstances  and  dependent  on  her  daily  labor  for 
support,  and  has  received  aid  from  the  soldiers  relief  fund  of 
Huron  County,  Ohio.  There  is  little  doubt  but  that  the  soldier  is 
lead,  and  that  claimant  is  entitled  to  pension  as  his  widow.  The 
records  of  the  Pension  Bureau  show  that  he  has  never  applied  for 
oension,  Avhich  doubtless  he  would  have  done  had  he  been  living. 
The  committee  report  the  bill  favorably,  Avith  recommendation  for 
pension  at  $12  per  month. 

IS.  6680.  Smith  C.  Hotchkin,  of  Concord,  Mich.,  was  a  private  in 
Company  H,  First  Regiment  Michigan  Volunteer  Engineers  and 
Mechanics.  He  enlisted  NoA7ember  6,  1861,  and  Avas  discharged 
December  15,  1862,  for  physical  disability,  namely,  disease  of  heart. 

He  is  now  on  the  pension  roll  under  the  general  laAv  by  certificate 
No.  246300  at  $30  per  month,  haying  been  raised  at  different  times 
rfrom  $4  per  month  on  account  of  increased  disability  for  which  orig¬ 
inally  pensioned  (disease  of  heart)  and  disease  of  lungs  contracted 
in  the  service.  Application  for  further  increase  Avas  rejected  Avith- 
out  medical  examination  July  27,  1914,  on  the  ground  that  his  con¬ 
dition  was  due  in  part  to  senile  degeneration. 

When  this  claimant  was  last  medically  examined,  April  3,  1912, 
he  Avas  rated  $30  on  disease  of  heart  and  $14  on  disease  of  lungs, 
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and  the  examining  surgeons  reported  in  direct  terms  that  he  wa 
totally  incapacitated  for  performing  manual  labor. 

Dr.  P.  R.  Hungerford  testifies,  October  2,  1914,  in  affidavit  filed 
with  this  committee,  that  claimant  for  several  years  has  been  com 
pletely  incapacitated  to  perform  any  manual  labor  whatever,  owing  t< 
disease  of  heart  and  lungs,  from  which  he  is  a  constant  sufferei 
and  at  frequent  intervals  requires  the  constant  attention  of  anothei 
person. 

Claimant  is  75  years  of  age,  and  the  evidence  shows  that  he  is 
financially  poor,  being  entirely  dependent  upon  his  pension  foi 
support.  It  is  believed  that  his  condition  is  such  that  increase  tc 
$40  is  warranted,  his  disabilities  being  of  service  origin. 

S.  6640.  Charles  Pettys,  of  Croswell,  Mich.,  was  a  private  in  Com 
pany  C,  Sixth  Michigan  Volunteer  Cavalry.  He  enlisted  Septem¬ 
ber  5,  1862,  and  was  honorably  discharged  and  mustered  out  Novern 
ber  24,  1865,  having  served  over  three  years.  He  was  a  good  soldiei 
and  has  a  good  record. 

Soldier  is  now  and  has  been  since  June  19,  1912,  a  pensioner  undei 
special  act  at  the  rate  of  $36  per  month.  (Certificate  No.  1074955.) 
Prior  thereto  he  was  pensioned  at  $20  per  month  under  the  age-and- 
service  act  of  February  6,  1907.  His  original  allowance  of  pensior 
was  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890,  at  $12  per  month,  granted  hin 
on  account  of  total  inability  to  earn  a  support  by  manual  labor.  He 
also  filed  a  claim  under  the  general  law  October  24,  1904,  alleged 
service  origin  of  sunstroke,  resulting  in  disease  of  eyes,  spine,  heart 
and  head,  nervous  debility,  and  rheumatism,  but  this  claim  he  has 
been  unable  to  prove  and  has  long  since  abandoned. 

Soldier  was  born  April  5,  1830,  and  hence  is  in  his  eighty-fifth 
year.  Medical  and  other  evidence  filed  with  this  committee  shows  that 
he  is  absolutely  helpless,  that  he  has  been  bedridden  for  over  two  years, 
and  that  he  requires  the  constant  aid  and  attendance  of  other  persons 
day  and  night.  Pie  is  physically  unable  to  do  anything  for  himself, 
and  the  evidence  also  shows  that  he  has  no  means  of  support  aside 
from  his  pension. 

His  case  is  worthy  of  favorable  consideration,  and  the  committee 
report  the  bill  with  recommendation  for  increase  of  pension  to  $5C 
per  month. 

S.  6651.  Margaret  Williams,  of  2908  Elliott  Avenue,  South  Minne¬ 
apolis,  Minn.,  is  the  widow  of  Calvin  T.  Williams,  who  served  as  a 
private  and  corporal  in  Company  H,  Twenty-sixth  New  Jersey  Vol¬ 
unteer  Infantry.  He  enlisted  September  2,  1862,  and  was  honorably 
discharged  and  mustered  out  June  27,  1863. 

Soldier  filed  and  established  a  claim  for  pension  under  the  act  of 
June  27,  1890,  and  was  pensioned  under  said  act  at  the  rate  of  $6 
per  month.  He  died  of  pneumonia  March  7,  1897. 

Claimant  married  the  soldier  March  25,  1858,  and  she  is  in  re¬ 
ceipt  of  pension  under  the  act  of  April  19,  1908,  at  the  rate  of  $12 
per  month.  (Certificate  No.  467237.)  She  formerly  drew  a  de¬ 
pendent  widow’s  pension  of  $8  per  month  under  the  act  of  June  27, 
1890.  She  never  applied  for  pension  under  the  general  law,  soldier’s 
death  not  being  from  cause  of  service  origin. 

Claimant  is  82  years  of  age,  and  it  is  shown  by  medical  evidence 
filed  with  this  committee  that  she  is  disabled  by  paralysis,  vertigo, 
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nd  old  age,  and  is  in  such  an  enfeebled  condition  that  she  can  do 
bsolutely  nothing  toward  earning  a  support,  and  is  almost  entirely 
onfined  to  the  house.  The  evidence  also  shows  that  she  is  in  destitute 
ircumstances  and  without  property  or  other  income  than  the  pension 
he  is  now  receiving,  namely,  $12  per  month. 

In  view  of  claimant’s  advanced  age,  helplessness,  and  extreme 
•overty,  and  in  consideration  of  the  fact  that  she  is  a  war  widow, 
he  committee  report  the  bill  favorably,  with  recommendation  for 
ncrease  of  pension  to  $20  per  month. 


S.  6652.  Murrandia  Martin,  of  Scotts  Ferry,  Fla.,  is  the  widow  of 
)avid  Martin,  who  served  as  a  private  in  Company  B,  Second  Regi¬ 
ment  Florida  Volunteer  Cavalry.  He  enlisted  December  24,  1864, 
jid  was  honorably  discharged  November  29,  1865. 

Soldier  filed  and  established  a  claim  for  pension  under  the  act  of 
fune  27,  1890,  and  was  pensioned  under  said  act  at  $8  per  month, 
unning  from  September  29,  1899.  He  was  pensioned  at  the  time  of 
lis  death  at  $12  per  month  under  the  age-and-service  act  of  February 
1,  1907.  (Certificate  No.  996218.)  He  died  October  30,  1908. 

Claimant  married  the  soldier  February  27,  1892.  She  has  never 

I.pplied  for  pension  under  the  general  law  for  the  reason  that  she 
an  not  prove  that  soldier’s  death  was  due  to  the  military  service, 
ler  application  under  the  act  of  April  19,  1908,  No.  909150,  was 
•ejected  because  she  married  the  soldier  after  June  27,  1890. 

Claimant  is  62  years  of  age,  and  evidence  filed  with  this  committee 
;hows  that  she  is  in  poor  health  and  unable  to  earn  a  living,  and 
Fat  she  is  left  in  destitute  circumstances  and  without  means  of 
support  of  any  kind. 

There  are  numerous  precedents  for  special  legislation  in  cases  of 
his  character,  in  view  of  which  the  committee  report  the  bill 
ravorably  with  recommendation  for  pension  at  $12  per  month. 


S.  6664.  Thomas  Winegardner  was  a  private  in  Company  I,  One 
lundred  and  thirtv-first  Regiment  Pennsylvania  Volunteer  Infantry. 
He  served  from  August  4,  1862,  to  May  23,  1863,  and  was  honorably 
lischarged.  He  also  served  from  June  27,  1863,  to  August  3,  1863, 
n  Company  C,  Thirty-seventh  Pennsylvania  Militia  Infantry. 

Soldier  never  applied  for  a  pension  under  the  general  law,  but 
established  a  claim  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890,  and  w7as  originally 
pensioned  under  said  act  at  $6  per  month  running  from  July  10, 
1890.  His  name  w7as  dropped  from  the  rolls  in  September,  1895,  but 
his  pension  w7as  subsequently  renewed  at  $6  per  month  from  October 
19,  1896 ;  increased  to  $10  July  28,  1897.  He  is  now  pensioned  under 
the  age-and-service  act  of  May  11,  1912,  at  the  rate  of  $15.50  per 

month.  (Certificate  No.  565135.) 

Soldier  is  now  68  years  of  age.  He  has  not  been  examined  by  a 
board  of  surgeons  in  many  years,  but  the  following  medical  evidence 
hied  with  this  committee  shows  his  present  deplorable  and  helpless 
condition :

The  undersigned,  F.  E.  Hickson,  of  the  city  of  Indianapolis,  Ind.,  deposes  and 
says  that  he  is  by  profession  a  practicing  physician  in  the  city  of  Indiarmpolis, 
Ind. ;  that  he  lives  near  the  home  of  Thomas  Winegardnei ,  1150  Wbst  Thnty- 
ithird  Street  Indianapolis ;  that  as  a  physician  he  has  during  the  last  five  months 
frequently  been  called  to  the  home  of  the  said  Mr.  Winegardner  on  account  of 
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liis  physical  condition;  that  for  many  months  the  said  Thomas  Winegardne: 
has  suffered  from  arteriosclerosis  and  chronic  interstitial  nephritis;  that  oi 
account  of  such  trouble  the  said  Thomas  Winegardner  during  that  time  and  a 
the  present  time  is  wholly  unfit  to  perform  any  labor,  being" to  all  intents  an< 
purposes  helpless,  unable  to  dress  and  undress  himself  by  his  own  efforts,  fre 
quently  requiring  the  assistance  of  some  one  to  feed  him,  and  requiring  th< 
assistance  of  some  one  practically  all  the  time.  Further  the  deponent  saitl 
not.

The  evidence  further  shows  that  claimant  is  financially  poor  anc 
without  property  or  other  income  than  his  pension  for  the  support  oi 
himself  and  wife. 

On  account  of  soldier’s  age,  poverty,  total  disability,  and  helpless 
condition  the  committee  report  the  bill  favorably  with  recommenda¬ 
tion  for  increase  of  pension  to  $40  per  month. 

S.  6666.  Charles  L.  Stuck,  served  as  a  corporal  in  Company  K. 
Twenty-first  Regiment  Michigan  Volunteer  Infantry.  He  enlisted 
August  1,  1862,  and  was  honorably  discharged  April  18,  1863,  on 
surgeon’s  certificate  of  disability  on  account  of  injury  to  left  side  and 
back  received  in  battle  at  Murfreesboro,  Tenn.,  December  31,  1862. 

Soldier  filed  and  established  a  claim  for  pension  under  the  general 
law  for  injury  of  left  side  and  back  and  was  originally  pensioned 
therefor  at  $2  per  month  from  discharge ;  increased  to  $4  August  14, 
1889;  to  $6  December  IT,  1890;  to  $14  July  27,  1904;  and  to  $17 
September  4,  1907.  Claim  for  further  increase  under  the  general 
law  was  rejected  January  17,  1912.  He  is  now  pensioned  under  the 
age-and-service  act  of  May  11,  1912,  at  the  rate  of  $22.50  per  month. 
(Certificate  No.  364636.) 

When  this  claimant  was  last  medically  examined,  December  6, 
1911,  he  was  found  to  be  suffering  from  injury  of  left  side  and  back, 
disease  of  heart,  and  partial  loss  of  sight,  and  the  examining  sur¬ 
geons  reported,  in  part,  as  follows : 

This  claimn nt  is  so  disabled  from  injury  to  left  side  and  back  and  results  as 
to  be  totally  incapacitated  for  the  performance  of  any  manual  labor  and  is  en¬ 
titled  to  $30  per  month.  This  rating  is  given  exclusive  of  disease  of  eyes  and 
any  disability  due  to  senility. 

Medical  evidence  filed  with  this  committee  is  to  the  effect  that 
claimant  is  totally  disabled  for  the  performance  of  manual  labor 
by  reason  of  injury  to  left  side  and  back.  He  is  78  years  of  age  and 
very  poor,  having  only  a  little  property  worth  but  a  few  hundred 
dollars,  and  being  without  other  means  for  his  support.  It  is  be¬ 
lieved  that  soldier’s  condition  is  such  that  increase  to  $30  is  war¬ 
ranted,  that  being  the  rate  recommended  by  the  examining  surgeons 
for  the  results  of  disabilities  of  service  origin. 

S.  6669.  Annie  E.  Yelton  is  the  widow  of  Oliver  P.  Yelton,  late 
first  sergeant  in  Company  B,  Fifty- first  Regiment  Illinois  Volun¬ 
teer  Infantry.  He  enlisted  August  16,  1862,  and  was  honorably  dis¬ 
charged  March  14,  1865,  for  physical  disability,  namely,  gunshot 
wound  of  right  thigh  and  right  inguinal  hernia.  He  has  a  record 
of  wound  in  battle  at  Chickamauga,  Ga..  September  20,  1863. 
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Soldier  was  pensioned  under  the  general  law  at  $8  per  month  from 
discharge,  $10  from  March  8,  1879,  $12  from  April  3,  1884,  and  $14 
December  7,  1886,  for  right  inguinal  hernia  and  gunshot  wound  of 
right  thigh,  the  former,  as  well  as  the  wound,  having  been  shown  to 
have  originated  in  the  service.  He  died  of  Bright’s  disease  of  kid¬ 
neys  July  29,  1890.  .  . 

Claimant  married  the  soldier  April  25,  1865,  and  she  is  in  receipt 
of  pension  under  the  act  of  April  19,  1908,  at  the  rate  of  $12  per 
month.  (Certificate  No.  358097.)  She  formerly  drew  a  dependent 
widow’s  pension  of  $8  per  month  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890. 

Claimant,  however,  is  71  years  of  age  and  it  is  shown  by  medical 
and  other  evidence  filed  with  this  committee  that  she  is  disabled  by 
ill  health  and  old  age  and  is  in  such  an  enfeebled  condition  that  she 
can  do  absolutely  nothing  toward  earning  a  living,  and  many  times 
is  helpless  to  attend  to  her  own  needs.  It  is  also  shown  that  she  is 
in  destitute  circumstances,  having  no  property  and  no  other  source 
of  income  than  her  pension. 

In  view  of  the  soldier’s  long  and  honorable  service  and  the  widow’s 
advanced  age,  physical  infirmities,  and  extreme  poverty,  the  com¬ 
mittee  report  the  bill  favorably  with  recommendation  for  increase 
of  pension  to  $20  per  month. 


S.  6696.  Amanda  E.  Bateman  is  the  widow  of  John  H.  Bateman, 
who  served  as  a  private  in  Company  H,  Ninety-first  Regiment  Penn¬ 
sylvania  Volunteer  Infantry.  He  enlisted  August  18,  1862,  and  was 
discharged  December  10,  1862,  for  physical  disability,  namely, 
44  hernia  which  has  occurred  since  enlistment.’ 

Soldier  filed  and  established  a  claim  for  pension  under  the  gen- 
lawT  for  right  scrotal  hernia,  and  was  pensioned  at  the  time  of  his 
death  at  $12  per  month.  He  died  October  8,_  1881,  of  consumption 
and  debility,  resulting  from  the  military  service.  . 

Claimant  filed  and  established  a  claim  for  pension  under  the  gen¬ 
eral  law,  and  she  is  in  receipt  of  pension  at  the  rate  of  $12  per  month. 
(Certificate  No.  196703.)  Shehnarried  the  soldier  September  28, 
1858,  and  it  appears  that  she  was  his  faithful  nurse  and  support  for 
manv  years  prior  to  his  death,  he  being  a  great  sufferer  from  disa¬ 
bilities  incurred  in  the  service. 

Claimant  is  about  75  years  of  age,  and  medical  and  other  evidence 
filed  with  this  committee  shows  that  she  has  lost  the  use  of  her  right 
arm  through  accident,  and  is  almost  blind  and  is  in  such  feeble  con¬ 
dition  that  she  can  do  absolutely  nothing  toward  earning  a  support, 
and  requires  at  times  the  aid  and  care  of  another  person.  The  evi¬ 
dence  also  shows  that  she  is  very  poor  and  without  means,  and  is  en¬ 
tirely  dependent  upon  her  pension  for  support. 

On  account  of  claimant’s  advanced  age,  physical  infirmities,  and 
extreme  poverty,  and  in  consideration  of  the  fact  that  she  is  a  war 
widow,  the  committee  recommend  increase  of  her  pension  to  $20 
per  month. 


S.  6698.  Ammazetta  L.  Nettleton,  of  Redlands,  Cal.,  is  the  widow 
of  Joseph  F.  Nettleton,  who  served  as  a  private  in  Company  D,  Sec¬ 
ond  Connecticut  Volunteer  Infantry.  He  enlisted  May  7,  1861,  and 
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was  discharged  July  7,  1801,  on  surgeon’s  certificate  of  disability  on 
account  of — 

General  debility;  lias  bad  repeated  attacks  of  pulmonary  hemorrhage.  His 
first  disability  was  from  a  slight  attack  of  ictus  soils. 

Soldier  applied  for  pension  September  24,  1888,  alleging  that 
while  inarching  through’  Washington,  D.  C.,  in  June,  1861,  he  in¬ 
curred  sunstroke,  which  caused  chronic  neuralgia  in  head.  His  claim 
was  admitted  by  certificate  No.  445923,  and  he  was  pensioned  under 
the  general  law  for  neuralgia  of  head,  result  of  sunstroke,  at  $6  per 
month  from  September  24,  1888,  which  was  increased  to  $8  June  4, 
1890.  He  died  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  September  2,  1903. 

Claimant  married  the  soldier  April  29,  1861.  She  filed  a  claim  for 
pension  under  the  general  iawT  and  also  under  the  act  of  June  27, 
1890.  The  latter  claim  was  rejected  because  the  soldier  did  not  serve 
90  days.  The  claim  under  the  general  law  was  rejected  on  the  ground 
that  soldier’s  fatal  disease  of  lungs  was  not  a  result  of  the  disability 
for  which  he  was  pensioned  and  was  not  otherwise  shown  to  have 
been  chargeable  to  the  military  service. 

The  following  is  the  medical  evidence  filed  in  the  claim : 

Dr.  A.  J.  Tenney  testified  that — 

He  became  acquainted  with  soldier  in  the  fall  of  1884,  when  soldier  was 
treated  at  different  times  for  violent  attacks  of  supra-orbital  neuralgia.  The 
general  physical  condition  of  Joseph  Nettleton  was  bad.  Pie  was  exceedingly 
emaciated,  exceedingly  nervous,  and  generally  unable  to  attend  to  his  business. 
These  neuralgic  attacks  recurred  at  frequent  intervals,  sometimes  every  two 
or  three  days,  and  sometimes  a  month  or  more  would  pass  and  he  would  be 
free  from  them.-  I  treated  him  for  two  or  three  years,  and,  finally,  owing  to 
failing  health,  he  removed  to  Redlands,  Oak,  and  I  lost  sight  of  him.  At  the 
time  I  knew  him  he  was  entirely  unable  to  work  indoors,  or  only  occasionally 
a  few  hours  at  the  shop.  Plis  appearance  was  that  of  a  man  who  was  about  to 
develop  tuberculosis  of  the  lungs  when  I  saw  him  last,  and  when  in  later  years 
I  learned  that  he  had  died  of  the  trouble  I  was  not  surprised,  for  he  evidently 
had  it  hanging  over  him  for  years  before  it  finally  developed. 

Dr.  S..  G.  Wynne  testified  as  follows: 

I  did  treat  Mr.  Nettleton  frequently  during  last  six  years  of  his  life,  date 
of  first  treatment  being  May,  1898.  At  that  time  he  was  and  he  continued  to 
be  a  great  sufferer  from  headache,  which,  in  my  opinion,  was  due  to  a  sunstroke 
which  he  had  received  while  in  the  service.  Diagnosis  was  hemicrania  and 
neurasthenia.  The  extent  of  disability  was  always  very  great,  and  at  times 
comnlete;  that  is,  there  was  one  whole  year  when  he  was  totally  disabled  from 
work.  In  other  years  he  was  able  to  work  about  half  the  time.  His  suffering 
was  very  great. 

Dr.  F.  H.  Moore  testified  July  12,  1905,  as  follows: 

I  did  know  him  from  July  20,  1903,  to  September  2,  1903,  during  which  time 
Mr.  J.  F.  Nettleton  was  a  constant  sufferer  from  hemicrania  and  pulmonary 
tuberculosis.  I  also  knew  him  indirectly  about  one  year  prior  to  meeting  him 
professionally,  and  his  physical  condition  forbid  continued  labor.  I  know 
nothing  of  Mr.  Nettleton’s  soundness  at  time  of  enlistment;  neither  did  I 
treat  him  while  he  was  in  service  or  at  home  on  furlough;  but  can  say  I  believe 
the  hemicrania  from  which  he  was  almost  a  constant  sufferer,  necessitating 
his  addiction  to  morphine,  rendered  him  an  easy  victim  to  pulmonary  tubercu¬ 
losis. 

Claimant  is  72  years  of  age  and,  as  the  evidence  filed  with  thisf 
committee  shows,  in  poor  health  and  necessitous  circumstances,  being 
entirely  dependent  upon  others  for  her  support.  It  is  observed  that 
soldier  was  discharged  from  the  service  on  account  of  lung  trouble, 
induced  by  sunstroke  incurred  in  the  line  of  duty.  It  seems  highly 
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probable  that  his  death  Avas  partly  chargeable  to  the  service,  and  the 
committee  report  the  bill  favorably,  with  recommendation  for  pen¬ 
sion  at  $12  per  month. 

S.  6701.  Byron  C.  Davis,  of  Fort  Madison,  IoAva,  was  a  sergeant  in 
Company  G,  One  hundred  and  forty- seventh  Illinois  Volunteer  In¬ 
fantry.  Fie  enlisted  February  11,  1865,  and  was  honorably  dis¬ 
charged  and  mustered  out  January  20,  1866. 

Soldier  filed  and  established  a  claim  for  pension  under  tfie  general 
law  for  chronic  rheumatism  and  resulting  disease  of  lieai t  and  is 
1  pensioned  therefor  at  the  rate  of  $30  per  month.  (Certificate  ISo. 
208653.)  He  was  first  pensioned  at  $4  per  month  from  discharge; 
increased  to  $12  November  15,  1882,  to  $24  April  20,  1887,  and  to 
$30  February  19,  1890. 

Claimant  is  now  68  years  of  age.  Fie  has  not  been  examined  by  a 
board  of  surgeons  since  February  19,  1890,  but  as  far  oack  as  that 
date  he  was  reported  to  be  so  disabled  by  reason  of  chronic  rheuma¬ 
tism  and  results  as  to  be  entirely  incapacitated  for  the  performance 
of  manual  labor.  Medical  and  other  evidence  filed  with  this  com¬ 
mittee  shows  that  claimant  is  totally  disabled  by  reason  of  chronic 
rheumatism  and  disease  of  heart  and  is  confined  to  his  bed  a  good 
part  of  the  time.  It  is  also  shown  that  he  is  poor  and  without  prop¬ 
erty  and  is  entirely  dependent  upon  his  pension  for  the  support  of 
himself  and  aged  wife.  It  is  believed  that  his  condition  is  such  that 
i  increase  to  $40  is  warranted,  his  disabilities  being  of  service  origin. 


S.  6705.  Andrew  J.  Hall,  of  Willow  City,  N.  Dak.,  was  a  private 
in  Company  F,  Twenty-fifth  Regiment  Wisconsin  Volunteer  Infan¬ 
try.  He  serAred  from  September  23,  1864,  to  June  7,  1865,  and  Avas 

honorably  discharged.  . 

He  is  at  present  in  receipt  of  pension  under  the  age- and-ser vice  act 
of  February  6,  1907,  at  the  rate  of  $20  per  month.  (Certificate  -No. 
663064.)  He  was  formerly  pensioned  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890, 
at  $12  per  month,  granted  him  on  account  of  total  inability  to  earn  a 
support  by  manual  labor.  He  never  filed  a  claim  under  the  geneial 
laAv,  but  has  status  under  the  act  of  May  11,  1912,  which,  however, 
will  give  him  only  a  small  measure  of  relief,  wholly  inadequate  in 

his  present  condition.  . 

It  is  shown  by  the  evidence  filed  in  this  case  that  this  old  soldier 

is  nearly  79  years  of  age;  that  he  is  helpless  and  bedfast  and  has  been 
so  for  nearly  two  years;  and  that  he  and  his  wife  are  entirely  de¬ 
pendent  upon  the  pension  of  $20  per  month  for  their  support.  The 
following  affidavit  filed  with  this  committee  shoAvs  the  facts  m  the

Claimant’s  advanced  age,  helplessness,  and  extreme  poverty  appeal 
strongly  for  relief,  and  the  committee  report  the  bill  favorably 
with  recommendation  for  increase  of  pension  to  $40  per  month. 


S.  6707.  Gordon  H.  Shepard,  of  White  Earth,  N.  Dak.,  was  a  pri¬ 
vate  in  Company  M,  Second  Regiment  Ohio  Volunteer  Heavy  Artil¬ 
lery.  He  enlisted  August  30,  1864,  and  served  until  the  close  of  the 
war,  being  honorably  discharged  June  17,  1865. 

He  is  now  and  has  been  since  February  19,  1906,  a  pensioner  under 
special  act  at  the  rate  of  $24  per  month.  (Certificate  ’No.  891046.) 
Prior  thereto  he  was  pensioned  at  $12  per  month  under  the  act  of 
June  27,  1890,  granted  him  on  account  of  total  inability  to  earn  a 
support  by  manual  labor.  It  does  not  appear  from  the  papers  that 
he  ever  applied  for  pension  under  the  general  law. 

Soldier  is  now  upward  of  80  years  of  age.  His  last  medical  ex¬ 
amination,  at  Aberdeen,  S.  Dak.,  as  far  back  as  August  4,  1897, 
showed  him  to  be  suffering  from  partial  paralysis  of  left  leg,  general 
rheumatism,  enlarged  prostate  gland,  and  senile  debility  and  to  be 
wholly  unable  to  earn  a  support  by  manual  labor.  He  was  rated  $30 
per  month  for  rheumatism  and  $6  per  month  for  enlarged  prostate 
gland,  and  the  examining  surgeons  further  reported  as  follows : 

By  reason  of  rheumatism  he  is  entirely  incapacitated  for  the  performance  of 
any  kind  of  manual  labor. 

Medical  evidence  filed  with  this  committee  shows  that  claimant  is 
a  sufferer  from  chronic  rheumatism  and  results  of  paralytic  stroke; 
that  he  is  totally  disabled  for  any  kind  of  labor,  and  is  in  such  an 
enfeebled  condition  that  he  can  only  get  about  with  the  aid  of  canes 
and  crutches.  The  evidence  further  shows  that  he  has  no  property 
and  no  other  income  than  his  pension  for  the  support  of  himself  and 
aged  wife.  His  case  is  worthy  of  favorable  consideration,  and  the 
committee  report  the  bill  with  re'coipmendation  for  increase  of  pen¬ 
sion  to  $30  per  month.  His  disabilities  are  not  shown  to  be  due  to 
his  military  service,  which  was  less  than  one  year,  and  no  greater 
increase  is  warranted  by  special  act. 


S.  6715.  Carles  Wickliffe,  of  170  East  Sixty-first  Street,  New  York 
City,  was  a  musician  in  Company  D,  Ninety-third  Regiment  New 
York  National  Guard  Infantry.  He  enlisted  July  15,  1864,  and  was 
honorably  discharged  November  1,  1864. 

Soldier  never  applied  for  pension  under  the  general  law,  but  es¬ 
tablished  a  claim  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890,  and  was  originally 
pensioned  under  said  act  at  the  rate  of  $6  per  month.  On  March  31, 
1909,  he  was  pensioned  at  $12  per  month  under  the  act  of  February 
6,  1907.  He  is  now  pensioned  under  the  age-and-service  act  of  May 
11,  1912,  at  the  rate  of  $15  per  month.  (Certificate  No.  884836.) 

Claimant  is  now  nearly  68  years  of  age.  He  has  not  been  examined 
by  a  board  of  surgeons  in  many  years,  but  evidence  filed  with  this 
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ommittee  shows  that  he  is  disabled  by  ill  health  and  old  age  and  is 
n  such  condition  that  he  is  incapacitated  for  performing  manual 
abor  for  his  support.  The  evidence  also  shows  that  he  is  poor  and 
without  means;  that  his  wife  has  an  incurable  disease  and  is  under 
constant  medical  treatment;  and  that  he  is  practically  dependent 
lpon  his  pension  for  support. 

i  On  account  of  soldier’s  age,  poverty,  and  inability  to  earn  a  support 
>v  his  own  manual  labor  the  committee  recommend  increase  of  pen¬ 
sion  to  $21  per  month,  which  is  the  rate  to  which  he  will  be  entitled 
vhen  he  reaches  the  age  of  T5  years. 


S.  6788.  Hugh  Smith,  of  Burnt  Prairie,  Ill.,  was  a  private  in  Com- 
3 any  K.  Eighty-seventh  Illinois  Volunteer  Infantry.  It  is  shown 
ay  the  War  Department  records  that  he  enlisted  August  15,  1862, 
md  was  honorably  mustered  out  June  16,  I860;  also  that  he  v  as  a 
prisoner  of  war  in  the  hands  of  the  enemy  from  September  16,  1864, 

;o  June  10,  1865.  .  .. 

Soldier  is  at  present  in  receipt  of  pension  under  the  age-and-service 

act  of  May  11,  1912,  at  the  rate  of  $24  per  month.  (Certificate  Jo. 
240071.)  He  was  formerly  pensioned  under  the  general  law  at  $17 
for  disease  of  eyes,  result  of  measles,  and  disease  of  mouth,  result  ot 

scurvy,  which  originated  in  the  service. 

When  this  soldier  was  last  medically  examined,  August  2,  lJOo, 
he  was  shown  to  be  suffering  from  disease  of  eyes,  rated  at  $17 ;  dis¬ 
ease  of  mouth,  rated  at  $17 ;  and  also  disease  of  heart  and  lungs,  and 
to  be  totally  disabled  for  the  performance  of  manual  labor.  Medical 
evidence  filed  with  this  committee  shows  that  claimant  is  a  helpless 
invalid  from  paralysis  of  left  side  and  requires  the  constant  services 
of  an  attendant.  He  is  about  72  years  of  age  and  very  poor,  having 
practically  no  other  support  than  his  pension.  The  following  letter 
from  Senator  Jones,  ivho  introduced  the  bill  m  claimant  s  behalf, 

shows  the  facts  in  the  case :

The  soldier’s  advanced  age,  helplessness,  and  poverty,  together 
with  his  long  and  honorable  service,  strongly  appeal  for  relief,  and 
the  committee  report  the  bill  favorably,  with  recommendation  for 
increase  of  pension  to  $50  per  month. 

S.  6789.  John  C.  Wilson,  of  Enfield,  Ill.,  served  as  a  private  and 
corporal  in  Company  G,  Eighty-seventh  Regiment  Illinois  \  o  unteer 
Infantry.  He  was  a  good  soldier  and  has  a  first-class  lecoid,  haAing 
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enlisted  August  14,  1862,  and  being  honorably  discharged  June  16 
1865,  by  reason  of  the  close  of  the  war.  "  5 

Soldier  is  at  present  in  receipt  of  pension  under  the  age  and- service 
act  of  May  11,  1912,  at  the  rate  of  $24  per  month.  (Certificate  No. 
988403.)  He  was  formerly  pensioned  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890 
at  $12  per  month  granted  him  on  account  of  total  inability  to  earn 
a  support  by  manual  labor.  It  does  not  appear  from  the  papers  that 
he  ever  applied  for  pension  under  the  general  law. 

The  report  of  claimant’s  last  medical  examination,  August  17 
1904,  showed  that  lie  was  totally  disabled  by  reason  of  rheumatism 
disease  of  heart,  digestive  organs,  and  rectum,  and  nervous  debility’ 
and  the  examining  surgeons  reported  him  as  a  very  feeble  and  totter¬ 
ing  old  man  and  wholly  unable  to  earn  a  support  by  manual  labor.

I 
visited  him  a  short  time  ago  and  make  this  statement  from  personal  knowledge 
of  him  and  his  condition. 

I  hope  favorable  action  can  be  taken  without  delay.

In  view  of  soldier’s  advanced  age,  his  long  and  honorable  service, 
his  total  disability  and  extreme  poverty,  the  committee  are  of 
opinion  he  should  have  increase  of  pension  to  $30  per  month  as  pro¬ 
posed  in  the  bill. 


S.  6793.  Maggie  S.  Northway,  of  Burkett,  Nebr.,  is  the  former 
widow  of  Edward  C.  Northway,  late  private  in  Company  A,  Sixth 
Regiment  Ohio  Volunteer  Cavalry,  who  served  over  three  years,  from 
October  5,  1861,  to  December  1,  1864,  when  he  died  in  hospital  at 
Annapolis,  Md.,  of  chronic  diarrhea  contracted  in  Anderson ville 
Prison,  Ga. 

Claimant  married  the  soldier  March  31,  1864.  She  was  pensioned 
under  the  general  law,  by  certificate  No.  66580,  at  $8  per  month, 
which  pension  she  drew  until  March  21,  1878,  when  she  forfeited 
same  by  her  remarriage  to  one  David  B.  Carr. 

Claimant  was  divorced  from  her  second  husband  with  right  to 
resume  her  former  name  October  29,  1902,  and  upon  application  and 
proof  that  she  was  again  a  widow  and  in  dependent  circumstances 
her  pension  was  renewed  under  the  remarried  widows’  act  of  March 
3,  1901,  at  $12  per  month,  which  pension  she  is  still  receiving. 

Claimant  is  80  years  of  age,  and  medical  evidence  filed  with  this 
committee  shows  that  she  is  a  sufferer  from  paralysis  and  other  bodily 
infirmities  and  is  in  a  helpless  condition,  requiring  the  aid  and  atten¬ 
tion  of  other  persons.  It  is  also  in  evidence  that  she  is  in  destitute 
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ircumstances,  having  no  property  and  no  other  means  of  support 
lan  the  pension  she  is  now  receiving,  namely,  $12  per  month.  She 
s  worthy  and  deserving  of  relief,  and  the  committee  report  the 
ill  favorably,  with  recommendation  for  increase  of  pension  to  $20 
er  month. 


S.  6795.  William  H.  D.  Lancaster,  of  Juniata,  Xebr.,  was  a  pri- 
ate  in  Company  D,  One  hundred  and  thirtieth  Eegiment  Illinois 
folunteer  Infantry.  He  was  a  good  soldier  and  has  a  good  record, 
aving  enlisted  August  14,  1862,  and  being  honorably  discharged 
Lugust  15,  1865,  by  reason  of  the  close  of  the  war. 

Soldier  filed  and  established  a  claim  for  pension  under  the  gen- 
ral  law  for  rheumatism  and  resulting  disease  of  heart  and  disease 
f  urinary  organs  and  is  pensioned  therefor  at  the  rate  of  $24  per 
lonth.  (Certificate  Xo.  851816.)  He  was  first  pensioned  at  $2  per 
lonth  from  July  3,  1889;  increased  to  $8  October  8,  1890 ;  to  $17 
lay  6,  1908 ;  and  to  $24  March  15,  1911.  Claim  for  total-disability 
a  ting  under  the  act  of  May  11,  1912,  was  rejected  on  the  ground 
vat  claimant  was  not  shown  to  be  rendered  unfit  for  manual  labor 
y  reason  of  pensioned  causes — namely,  rheumatism  and  resulting 
isease  of  heart  and  disease  of  urinary  organs. 

The  claimant  is  nearly  68  years  of  age.  The  last  report  of  the 
oarcl  of  examining  surgeons,  April  2,  1913,  shows  that  he  was  clis-* 
bled  by  rheumatism,  disease  of  heart,  arteriosclerosis,  and  indiges- 
ion  anil  was  practically  unable  to  perform  manual  labor.  Medical 
vidence  filed  with  this  committee  is  to  the  effect  that  claimant  is 
fflicted  with  heart  disease,  rheumatism,  and  kidney  trouble,  which 
ender  him  incapable  of  performing  manual  labor ;  that  his  condition 
3  such  that  he  ought  to  be  under  the  care  and  observation  of  some 
ne  at  all  times,  as  he  is  liable  to  have  fainting  spells  and  collapse 
t  any  time  and  place.  Xeighbors  testify  that  claimant  is  unable 
o  perform  manual  labor;  that  he  has  fainting  spells  and  collapses 
ntirely  at  times,  and  has  to  have  the  help  of  another  person.  The 
vidence  further  shows  that  claimant  has  only  two  small  village  lots 
nd  some  household  goods  and  that  his  only  income  is  his  pension. 

On  account  of  soldier's  age,  poverty,  good  record,  and  total  dis- 
bility,  largely  due  to  causes  of  service  origin,  the  committee  report 
he  bill  favorably,  with  recommendation  for  increase  of  pension  to 
;36  per  month. 


S.  6796.  Jay  H.  Morse,  of  Holbrook,  Xebr.,  was  a  private  in  the 
Second  Battery  Vermont  Volunteer  Light  Artillery.  He  served 
!rom  December  19,  1863.  to  May  27,  1865,  when  he  was  discharged  on 
urgeon’s  certificate  of  disabiiitv  on  account  of — 


hronie  inflammation  of  the  spinal  column.  He  labors  under  constant  neuralgic 
tain  throughout  the  entire  frame.  I  consider  him  totally  unfit  to  do  a  soldier  s 
uty  and  that  his  life  is  in  great  danger  in  ties  climate  and  should  be  sent 
forth  immediately.  Disability  occurred  during  his  term  of  service. 


Ie  has  a  record  of  treatment  in  the  service  for  diarrhea  and  chronic 


nflammation  of  spinal  column. 

Soldier  is  at  present  in  receipt  of  pension  under  the  age-and-service 
ict  of  May  11.  1912.  at  the  rate  of  $24  per  month.  (Certificate  Xo. 
S33273.)  He  was  originally  pensioned  under  the  general  law  at  $4 
)er  month  from  discharge  ;  increased  to  $6  April  9,  1884;  to  816  May 
>0,  1886,  and  to  $12  January  16,  1900,  for  disease  of  spine  resulting 
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from  injury  of  back  and  sunstroke,  and  resulting  nervous  debility  J 
Claims  for  further  increase  under  the  general  law  were  rejected 
August  30,  1901,  April  11,  1903,  and  February  15,  1904,  and  claim 
for  total  disability  rating  under  the  act  of  May  11,  1912,  was  re¬ 
jected  on  the  ground  that  soldier  was  not  shown  to  be  rendered  unfit 
for  manual  labor  by  reason  of  pensioned  causes. 

The  claimant  is  an  old  man,  nearly  81  years  of  age.  On  his  last 
medical  examination  May  21,  1913,  he  was  rated  $30  on  injury  to 
spine,  and  the  examining  surgeons  reported  in  direct  terms  that  he 
was  disabled  for  the  performance  of  any  manual  labor.  Medical 
evidence  filed  with  this  committee  is  to  the  effect  that  soldier  has  a 
very  large  inguinal  hernia,  also  arteriosclerosis  with  dizzy  spells, 
and  at  times  is  unable  to  care  for  himself ;  that  he  is  unable  to  do  any 
manual  labor  and  has  to  have  some  one  to  care  for  him.  Neighbors 
testify  that  claimant  is  disabled  for  labor  and  requires  the  partial 
aid  and  care  of  other  persons ;  that  he  has  no  property  and  no  other 
income  than  his  pension  for  the  support  of  himself  and  aged  wife. 

It  is  believed  that  soldier’s  condition  is  such  that  increase  to  $40 
is  warranted,  his  disabilities  being  partly  of  service  origin. 

S.  6798.  John  Nelson,  of  Battle  Creek,  Nebr.,  was  a  private  in 
Company  A,  One  hundred  and  eighth  Regiment  Illinois  Volunteer 
Infantry.  He  enlisted  August  14,  1862,  and  was  honorably  dis¬ 
charged  June  23,  1865.  He  has  a  record  of  wound  in  battle  at 
Spanish  Fort,  Ala.,  March  27,  1865. 

Soldier  filed  and  established  a  claim  for  pension  under  the  general 
law  for  gunshot  wound  of  right  leg  and  was  originally  pensioned 
therefor  at  $4  per  month  from  September  22,  1887 ;  increased  to  $6 
October  1,  1890,  and  to  $8  April  27,  1892.  April  10,  1903,  he  was 
pensioned  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890,  at  $12  per  month,  granted 
him  on  account  of  total  inability  to  earn  a  support  by  manual  labor. 
Pie  is  now  pensioned  under  the  age-and-service  act  of  May  11,  1912, 
at  the  rate  of  $30  per  month.  (Certificate  No.  448497.) 

It  appears,  however,  that  the  soldier  is  83  years  of  age,  and  medical 
evidence  filed  with  this  committee  shows  that  he  is  invalid  and 
helpless  from  paralysis,  the  following  being  the  report  of  the  physi¬ 
cian  : 

He  has  hemiplegia  of  the  right  side,  caused  by  a  cerebral  hemorrhage,  ol 
which  he  has  had  two  attacks.  He  is  unable  to  dress  or  undress  himself.  He 
has  considerable  edema  of  the  feet,  and  the  skin  over  the  feet  and  legs  to  the 
knees  is  quite  blue.  On  account  of  the  above  disabilities,  which  are  permanent, 
he  requires  the  constant  attendance  of  some  person  to  care  for  him. 

Neighbors  testify  that  claimant  is  helpless  from  paralysis  and 
requires  constant  care  and  attention  and  that  he  is  entirely  without 
means  and  is  dependent  upon  his  pension  and  charity  for  his  support. 

Acting  in  this  case  as  we  have  in  similar  cases,  and  it  being  meri¬ 
torious,  the  committee  report  the  bill  favorably  with  recommenda¬ 
tion  for  increase  of  pension  to  $50  per  month. 

S.  6831.  Perry  B.  Glines,  of  Omro,  Wis.,  was  a  private  in  Com¬ 
pany  L,  Third  Regiment  Wisconsin  Volunteer  Cavalry.  He  enlisted 
January  4,  1864,  and  served  until  after  the  close  of  the  war,  being 
honorably  discharged  October  23,  1865. 

He  filed  a  claim  for  pension  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890,  estab¬ 
lished  the  same  and  was  originally  pensioned  under  said  act  at  the 
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fate  of  $12  per  month.  His  rate  was  reduced  in  October,  1894,  to 
j;6  per  month;  this  was  subsequently  increased  to  $8  October  18, 
899,  and  to  $10  December  21,  1904.  He  is  now  pensioned  under 
le  age-and-service  act  of  May  11,  1912,  at  the  rate  of  $16.50  per 
nonth.  (Certificate  No.  518685.)  His  claim  for  pension  under  the 
general  law  was  rejected  because  he  could  not  prove  service  origin 
f  his  disabilities. 

Claimant  is  now  68  years  of  age.  The  report  of  the  last  board  of 
urgeons  December  20,  1905,  showed  that  he  was  disabled  by  catarrh, 
urvature  of  spine,  rheumatism,  disease  of  heart,  and  stomach  trouble, 
nd  was  practically  unable  to  perform  manual  labor  for  his  support, 
ledical  evidence  filed  with  this  committee  shows  that  claimant  is  at 
resent  totally  disabled  for  performing  manual  labor  by  reason  of 
urvature  of  spine  and  disease  of  heart,  liver,  and  stomach,  and  old 
ge.  It  is  also  in  evidence  that  he  is  poor  and  without  real  estate, 
as  only  a  small  amount  of  personal  property,  and  is  dependent 
pon  his  pension  for  support. 

On  account  of  soldier’s  age,  poverty,  good  record,  and  total  disa- 
ility,  the  committee  recommend  increase  of  pension  to  $30  per 
lonth. 


S.  6855.  Charles  H.  Flournoy,  of  Knoxville,  Tenn.,  was  a  private 
i  Company  E,  Second  Regiment  Massachusetts  Volunteer  Cavalry, 
e  enlisted  March  13,  1863,  and  served  until  the  close  of  the  war, 
eing  honorably  discharged  August  1,  1865. 

He  filed  and  established  a  claim  for  pension  under  the  general  law 
or  rheumatism  and  resulting  disease  of  heart,  and  is  pensioned 
berefor  at  the  rate  of  $30  per  month.  (Certificate  No.  349957.)  He 
as  first  pensioned  at  $4  per  month  from  February  10, 1886 ;  increased 
o  $6  May  2,  1888;  to  $8  July  30,  1890;  to  $24  November  29,  1895; 
nd  to  $30  May  19,  1897.  Claim  for  further  increase  filed  November 
9,  1909,  was  rejected  without  medical  examination  November  30, 
909,  on  the  ground  that  the  evidence  filed  failed  to  show  that 
laimant’s  condition  was  such  as  to  necessitate  the  frequent  and 
eriodical  aid  and  attendance  of  another  person  within  the  meaning 
f  the  law. 

The  claimant  is  an  old  man  of  74  years  of  age.  He  might  have 
rawn  pension  from  date  of  discharge,  but  he  was  self-reliant,  and 
Refused  to  file  his  claim  until  after  the  expiration  of  the  “  arrears  ” 
ct,  and  so  saved  the  Government  some  hundreds  of  dollars. 

Claimant’s  last  medical  examination,  made  as  far  back  as  May 
9, 1897,  showed  that  he  was  so  disabled  by  reason  of  rheumatism  and 
isease  of  heart  as  to  be  entirely  incapacitated  for  performing  man- 
al  labor.  Evidence  filed  in  the  Pension  Bureau  in  November,  1909, 
howed  that  claimant  was  not  only  disabled  for  manual  labor  but 
equired  aid  and  assistance  in  dressing  and  undressing  and  in  other 
linor  duties  of  life.  His  present  condition  is  shown  by  the  follow- 
ig  statements  of  highly  reputable  physicians :

This  letter  is  written  you  at  the  request  of  Mr.  Charles  H.  Flournoy,  of  this 
ty,  who  is  a  pensioner  of  the  United  States  for  disease  contracted  in  service 
uring  the  Civil  War. 
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I  have  been  Mr.  Flournoy’s  physician  for  the  past  five  years.  He  is  a  gen¬ 
tleman  about  74  years  old,  and  is  afflicted  with  rheumatism  and  heart  trouble. 

He  is,  on  account  of  these  diseases,  unable  to  do  any  labor  looking  to  his 
support,  and  in  my  opinion  this  condition  is  permanent  with  him.  He  is  care¬ 
fully  and  constantly  waited  on  and  cared  for  by  his  wife.  His  condition  and 
disabilities  are  in  no  way  due  to  vicious  habits. 

I  was  graduated  at  the  Georgetown  Medical  College,  in  Washington,  D.  C., 
in  1893,  took  post-graduate  courses  in  Baltimore,  Philadelphia,  and  Vienna, 
Austria,  and  have  been  in  the  practice  of  medicine  and  surgery  since  my 
graduation.

Have  had 
frequent  conferences  with  him  during  that  time  concerning  his  physical  condi¬ 
tion,  results  of  his  Army  service,  and  have  noticed  his  manifest  suffering  froth 
rheumatism  and  heart  trouble,  for  which  he  is  pensioned.  He  is  from  these 
causes  wholly  unable  to  earn  support  by  labor,  and  this  condition  is  permanent. 
He  requires  and  receives  almost  the  constant  care  of  his  wife,  looking  to  his 
comfort  on  account  of  his  physical  condition. 

He  owns  no  property  of  income-bearing  nature,  and  his  pension  of  $30  per 

month  is  all  he  has.  TT 1

property  or  other  income  than  his  pension.  It  is  believed  that  his 
condition  is  such  that  increase  to  $40  is  warranted,  his  disabilities 
beino-  0f  service  origin.  Should  he  become  helpless  by  reason  of  his 
pensToned  disabilities,  he  will  be  able  to  obtain  further  relief  at  the 
Pension  Bureau. 


The  committee  report  the  bill  favorably  and  recommend  that  it 
pass.
